Criticism, compassion and one 
iast win for Homeboykris 

The death of two horses on Preakness daj led to a social media firestorm. Caught in the middle were 
the Campitelli family, who'd claimed old-timer Homeboykris to protect him. The following excerpt is 
from a June 17 story by Teresa Genaro. Visit www.TheRacingBi^com to read it in its entirety. 

O n the morning of May 21, Jan Klein was sitting in a suite at Gulfstream Park. 
A regular at the South Florida racetrack, she settled in to watch the first from 
Pimlico on Preakness day. 

Six months earlier, Klein had claimed her first racehorse. She’d grown up riding and 
showing horses, and she’s long traveled to Saratoga in the summer, but in her mid-70s, 
she’d never owned a racehorse. That changed last December. 

“I was watching TVG—I watch pretty regularly—and Homeboykris was running at 
Laurel in a $5,000 claimer. I’d seen him run a few times,” she said this week, speaking by 
phone as she drove to her office, “and one of the announcers said, 'Somebody should 
give him a good home. He’s made a lot of money for people.’ 

“That touched me,” she said, “and I said to myself, 'No one is ever going to run 
him in a claimer ever again.’” 

Homeboykris was eight years old. It had been a long time since the 2009 Champagne 
winner had run in a stakes race, and he’d been claimed eight times when Klein saw him 
run in that November race. At the recommendation of a friend, she contacted Francis 
Campitelli, who agreed to claim the horse for her. Though Klein planned to retire him, 
the bay gelding was in such good shape that she decided to keep him racing, with the 
stipulation that he never be entered in a claiming race. 

“Frannie said, 'He’s incredible. His legs are a like a 3-year-old,’” Klein related. “He 
was so spirited and so willing to whatever you wanted him to.” 

Homeboykris’ performance on the track bore out those initial impressions. Running 
in starter allowance company, he won twice in four starts for Klein, including that race 
on May 21, which she watched with CampiteUi’s wife Jessie. 

“We were just screaming, jumping up and down, when he came down the stretch,” 
said Klein, who works as a financial advisor. “He looked that other horse in the eye and 
said, 'Not today, buddy. This is my race.’” 

Jessica Campitelli left to get a horse ready to run at Gulfstream, and then Klein’s 
phone rang. It was Frannie Campitelli. “ 'I have some horrible news,’ he said. I stiff¬ 
ened, and then he told me,” said Klein. “He was crying and he said, 'I can’t talk because 
I’m crying so hard. I’ll call you later.’ I became hysterical.” 

The news, of course, was that Homeboykris had collapsed and died after getting his 
picture taken in the winner’s circle, news that spread like a virus across the country that 
day with dozens of media outlets picking up the story and sending out alerts. 

“It’s amazing how much attention it got,” said Frannie, sounding a little shell¬ 
shocked, even a couple of weeks later, about both the horse’s death and the response 
to it. “He was a big happy horse that loved to train,” he said.

Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred shines in AHP Contest 



C alled '‘professional and elegant,” by 
the judges, Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred 
magazine won a General Excellence 
Award in the 2015 American Horse 
Publications Equine Media Awards 
presented in Orlando, Fla. June 18. 

The big prize showcased a success¬ 
ful contest for the monthly magazine 
published in Timonium, Md., by the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association. 
Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred writers, pho¬ 
tographers and other staffers received 
four first-place honors, two seconds and 
a third in the annual contest honoring 
editorial excellence by AHP members. 
Ninety-eight members took part in the 
2015 edition of the contest, first held in 
1974, and made 770 entries. 

The General Excellence honor, the 
magazine’s first since 2004, came in the 
Association Publication (circulation under 
15,000) category. Judges were given three 
editions from 2015 and responded with: 

“This publication stands out for 
its skillfully rendered graphics, finely 
wrought action photographs and decent 
writing. It’s notable for standing features 
such as Pensioner on Parade (retired 
horses) and Names of the Month (often 
funny) as well as up-to-date pieces on 
racing, steeplechasing and medical 
dures.” 

Editor Joe Clancy paid credit for the 
success to a team of contributors. 

“Everybody does something to make 
Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred such a good 
product,” he said. “The MHBA board 
and membership, executive director 
Cricket GoodaU, a small and dedicated 
staff, a great pool of freelancers all help 
make the magazine go. And we couldn’t 
do it without readers out there support¬ 
ing the idea that a monthly magazine can 
be a source of news, entertainment and 
quality.” 

The magazine received four individual 
first-place awards. 

Photographer Lydia Williams won 
the Editorial Photograph category with 
her shot of retired racehorses Better 
Talk Now and Gala Spinaway (pictured), 
which appeared in the April edition. 

Titled “Grumpy Old Men,” the image 
resonated with the judges, whose com¬ 


ments included “This image is priceless. . . 
This is a great shot and a real winner.” 

Contributing writer Vinnie Perrone 
won the Personality Profile category with 
his piece on HaU of Fame trainer King 
T. Leatherbury. Titled “Hall of Fame 
Ride,” the feature appeared in the August 
edition. Perrone accompanied the train¬ 
ing legend on a car ride to Baltimore 


and back. The judges commented, 
“fLeatherbury] is a colorful guy and writ¬ 
er captures his personality. Ending is tied 
nicely to the lede. Long, but an easy read, 
really captures Leatherbury.” The maga¬ 
zine swept all three places in this division, 
as Perrone’s feature on West Virginia 
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MILESTONES 



trainer Richard Butts from November 
placed second and Sean Clancy’s profile 
of Hall of Fame jockey Chris Antley 
from August placed third. 

Editor Joe Clancy won the Personal 
Column category for his editorial “A Rich 
Life,” which appeared in the February 
edition. The column paid tribute to 
the life (and death) of Rich, a retired 
Thoroughbred owned by Clancy’s father. 
Judges commented, “Every horse owner 
can relate to having—and eventually 
losing—that special horse. That’s what 
makes this article so special and relatable: 
how you connect with and convey that 
experience with your readers.” 

Clancy also won the Horse Care 
category with “Squeeze Play,” which 
appeared in the June edition. The article 
covered a new technique used to treat 
dummy foals. Judges commented, “What 
a great service piece to your readers. . . 
This article is a superb example of tell¬ 
ing the readers everything they NEED 
to know while resisting the temptation to 
tell them everything there IS to know.” 

Associate editor Cindy Deubler’s fea¬ 
ture on Virginia’s Meadow Stud placed 
second in the Feature Article category. 
Titled “Horses, and History, at The 
Meadow,” the article appeared in the 
October edition and drew praise from 
the judges, “I appreciate the voice you 
used throughout the story. You tell the 
story with vivid details and descriptions. 
You have an attention-grabbing lede and 
final thought conclusion.” 

Photographer Douglas Lees 
placed third in the Freelance Editorial 
Photograph category with “Like Old 
Times,” a photo of the Maryland Hunt 
Cup field at the third fence. The photo 
appeared in the June edition. 

Designer Barrie Reightler received 
an honorable mention in the Single 
Advertisement category for an April 
advertisement for Shamrock Farm tided

A small procession of cars filed 
up the manicured lane at Renee 
Townsley’s Greystone Farm in 
Monkton, Md. Jack and Sheila Fisher 
emerged from their car. Sheila’s parents, 
Rufus and Sheila Williams, parked theirs 
a few feet away Loaded with carrots, the 
group walked into Townsley’s so-clean- 
you-could-eat-off-the-floors barn. 

Townsley brought a tall and elegant, 
yet flea-bitten, gray out of his stall and 
the visitors circled around, beaming. 

“Is that him?” Rufus Williams 
exclaimed. “He doesn’t look a day older!” 

It had been 15 years since the 
connections had seen Push and Pull. Still 
spry and animated at 30, the Maryland- 
bred gelding was very much a Williams/ 
Fisher family affair during his racing 
career. 


Townsley took the horse to the 
broad expanse of lawn outside the barn, 
handed the shank to Sheila Fisher and 
stepped back to listen as Jack Fisher 
began to recall memories. As he spoke. 
Push and PuU tugged Fisher’s wife 
around in search of that perfect pick of 
lush grass. 

“He came from Ronnie Houghton and 
was bred by Bob Meyerhoff My feeling 
was he wasn’t fast enough to win over 
hurdles so we ran him over timber. We 
got him because we had a horse named 
CaU Louis who was a full-brother to this 
horse’s dam. Jump. Call Louis won the 
Virginia Gold Cup in 1989 and worked 
out well for us.” 

CaU Louis did a lot more than 
that for the Fishers, winning aU six 
of his starts in 1989 en route to the 


National Steeplechase Association 
timber championship. His sister Jump, 
another homebred for Meyerhoff, was 
by graded stakes winner Ecole Etage 
who was from the same foal crop that 
produced Secretariat in 1970. When bred 
to Secretariat’s arch-rival Sham, Jump 
produced Push and PuU on March 25, 
1986. 

Unraced during his freshman season, 
he made four starts on the flat as a 
3-year-old in 1989, never breaking his 
maiden. The next year, he became that 
rarest of Thoroughbreds - a 4-year-old 
timber horse. Owned by the WiUiams 
famUy’s Dover Ridge Farm, he won 
point-to-point starts at Howard County 
and Elkridge-Harford, then went to the 
Virginia Gold Cup’s crucible of a maiden 
timber race. 

Push and PuU feU whUe in front of a 
big field. “It’s not reaUy a briUiant idea to 
go to the lead with a first-time starter,” 
said Fisher, after 26 years of reflection. 

They puUed it together for their next 
start that September at Fair HiU, finishing 
second by a neck to future timber 
champion Joe’s O.K. The third time 
proved the charm. Fisher and Push and 
PuU won at Great Meadow the foUowing 
month, and then repeated at MontpeUer 
to close out their 1990 season that 
November. 

Push and PuU missed 1991, but 
returned to the races at 6 in 1992. He 
won a point-to-point prep at Orange 
County in March, then captured the 
historic My Lady’s Manor timber stakes 
over 10 others including the previous 
year’s Pennsylvania Hunt Cup winner 
Pleasant Sea and two-time Manor winner 
Von Csadek. The victory resulted in a 
stiU-standing course record 5:56 for 3 
mUes. 

Back at Great Meadow, scene of his 
NS A debut two years earUer, Push and 
PuU dominated the 4-mUe Virginia Gold 
Cup—winning by 8 lengths over 13 rivals. 
He raced just once more, the Radnor 
Hunt Cup two weeks later, and was 
puUed up. 

Told by their vet that Push and PuU’s 
tendon and sesamoids looked “moth- 
eaten,” the parties aU agreed that the 
gelding had run his last race. In a family 
of avid Ufelong foxhunters, the horse’s 
second (third?) career was never in 
question. So the Ughtly raced Push and 
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Pull (11-4-2-0) took his |44,736 bankbook 
home to the Fishers’ farm and called it a 
day. 

He did a stint with friends near 
Far HiUs in New Jersey: “his time with 
the rich and famous,” Jack said. He also 
spent time with Ned and Cindy Halle. 

Ned whipped off him with the Green 
Spring Valley Hounds and Cindy showed 
him a bit. 

“We couldn’t believe that,” Sheila said, 
“He looked at everything, which made 
him a good timber horse because you 
could gallop him into anything. And he 
jumped everything the same. You couldn’t 
steer him or stop him, but if they were 
galloping...” 

Both Sheilas-Fisher and Williams- 
rode him in the hunt field. And everyone 
remembers him as a character with strong 
opinions. 

“When we first had him, he was at our 
place on Houcks MiU Road,” Sheila Fisher 
said. “We just had two fields. And there 
was much better grass, hay, everything on 
the other side of the board fence. And 


he would jump out, eat, and then jump 
back in.” 

Townsley has had him for the past 13 
years. 

“He has never taken one wrong step,” 
she said. “He’s so kind, so weU-mannered. 
He’s just a really cool horse. I foxhunted 
him a bit, trail rode him a lot, took some 
lessons with him.” 

Townsley stiU remembers the advice 
given her by longtime friend and 
steeplechase trainer BiUy Meister when 
Push and Pull first arrived at her farm. 

“Billy said 'Do not interfere with that 
horse. He’s the nicest jumper you will ever 
sit on, and he knows way more than you 
do.’ rU never forget that.” 

Their time together was nearly 
cut short about 10 years ago. Before 
purchasing her farm, Townsley had 
boarded “Pushy” at a farm in the area. He 
was turned out with a Mustang who was 
“a little aggressive about the round bale,” 
she said. They had a bit of a showdown 
one day and the Mustang kicked Push and 
Pull in the shoulder, fracturing it. 


“He had been in for six weeks and he 
was still in a lot of pain, and he wasn’t the 
best patient; he was so spirited. So I had 
scheduled to put him down because I just 
couldn’t stand seeing him that way. But 
that day he literally pulled me out of the 
stall into the field—and I was waiting for 
my vet to get there. So I called her and I 
said 'Today is not the day for him.’ And 
10 years later here he is.” 

Bobbi Budnick and her partner Roger 
Simmons have worked with Townsley for 
several years and know the horse well. 

“Bobbi is the other mother in the barn,” 
Townsley laughed. And Bobbi’s affection 
for the big gray horse is evident. 

“He’s just an awesome horse,” she said. 
“He’s got such a huge soul, a great spirit 
and a heart of gold. He’s kind, but ornery 
if he wants to be. And he can still outrun 
everything else on the farm.” 

“He’s happily retired now,” Townsley 
added. “He’s just living off the fat of the 
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Hemisphere Time

Racing must 
make progress 
on medication 

W hen it comes to medication reform 
in Thoroughbred racing, the goals 
are fairly simple and pretty much 
the same across all segments of the industry 

■ A safe environment for horses. 

■ A level playing field for all 
participants, be they breeders, 
owners, trainers, jockeys, bettors or 
fans. 

■ Uniformity in all racing jurisdictions. 
■ Testing procedures that can be 
trusted. 

■ Fair penalties that mean something. 

If you don’t want those five things, get 
out. You are part of the problem. The rest 
of us should work on this until we get it 
right. 

The devil, of course, lies in the details. 
Plans and recommendations are as com¬ 
mon as alfalfa in a hayloft. Everybody’s 
got some. 

First of all, it’s nobody’s fault so stop 
casting blame. The current system of mul¬ 
tiple rules in multiple jurisdictions didn’t 
just happen. The Thoroughbred industry 
didn’t intend to create a mish-mash of 
state-by-state regulations for trainers to 
follow and people need to know that. 
Gambling has long been a state issue, 
meaning state governments provide the 
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laws and systems to regulate it. That’s 
why you can play blackjack in Nevada, but 
not in Tennessee or South Carolina. And 
that’s why Thoroughbred medication rules 
are different in Florida than they are in 
Pennsylvania. 

Critics act as if Thoroughbred racing 
intentionally created such a system, when 
that is anything but the truth. 

Decades ago, each state created a racing 
commission to oversee racing. The com¬ 
mission issued licenses, built drug-testing 
protocols, penalized violators and so on. 
Then the world shrank. States have year- 
round racing, horses routinely race in mul¬ 
tiple states as part of the same campaign, 
the public seems to see and know aU in an 
instant (thanks to TVG, Twitter, Facebook, 
Snapchat and maybe even Pokemon Go). 
Behind it aU, veterinary medicine got com¬ 
plicated with dozens of seemingly thera¬ 
peutic options for horses and probably 
even more not-so-therapeutic ones. 

And now, despite loads of recent prog¬ 
ress and heaps of hard work, here we are. 
All over the place. 

A few years ago, the Mid-Atlantic states 
adopted uniform medication rules and the 
National Uniform Medication Program 
took flight. Bravo. The work produced real 
change. Of course, racing isn’t quite there. 
Differences exist, even in the Mid-Atlantic, 
when it comes to testing, enforcement and 
regulation. 

Want to make your head spin? Go to the 
Racing Medication Testing Consortium 
website (rmtcnet.com) and find the maps 
detailing the progress in each state. Dots 
in four colors —olive green, red, blue and 
grass green-represent the various stages: 
Adoption, In Progress, Under Considera¬ 
tion and No Action. All four dots get used 
frequently. 

No action? Really? Some states have 
taken no action when it comes to scientifi¬ 
cally based reform. A few states stiU allow 
raceday medication beyond Lasix. Some 
allow Lasix treatment by private veterinar¬ 
ians. Published rules about anabolic ste¬ 
roids differ from state to state. Still. Eleven 
states have adopted the multiple medi¬ 
cation violation penalty system. Twenty- 
three have not. Some state laboratories are 
accredited. Others are not. 

How hard can it be? I know, I know, really 
hard. Some states have to pass legislation to 


change racing regulations, which is cumber¬ 
some at best, ridiculous at worst. Ask two 
or three or five veterinarians about how— 
and with what therapeutic products — they 
treat horses within 48 hours of a race and 
you’ll get two, three or five answers. 

Pretty much everyone in racing wants 
reform and uniformity when it comes 
to medication policy, but nobody can 
get it done. Nobody. Not the states, not 
the RMTC, not The Jockey Club, not 
the HBPA despite furlongs of progress. 
Racing is in a far better place than it was 
five years ago with regard to medication 
reform, but that doesn’t mean the work is 
finished. 

A year ago, the veterinary group Ameri¬ 
can Association of Equine Practitioners 
created a 10-point “prescription” for rac¬ 
ing reform. It’s a great document, but it 
has little clout. Somewhere, federal legisla¬ 
tion percolates to nationalize medication 
rules and, in a sense, horse welfare. That’s 
a great concept, but it’s full of ques¬ 
tions. Recently, the Humane Society of the 
United States created a national horse rac¬ 
ing advisory council. The concern is more 
great news, but the seven-member board 
does not include a trainer or a veterinarian. 

The proposed federal legislation and 
the Humane Society’s interest should be 
considered warnings, even if they lean on 
words such as doping and drugs and cheat¬ 
ing to make their cases. Read up on some 
of those efforts and you might come away 
thinking aU horses are abused, drugged 
and in danger when that is not the case. 

Like many people, I fall somewhere in 
the middle on the topic. Uniform rules, 
everywhere, must be a goal. Lasix is not 
the problem some alarmists say it is, but 
it must be the only permitted medication 
within 48 hours of a race. Lasix dos¬ 
ages should be decreased so maybe North 
America can move toward eliminating 
even that medication. Out-of-competition 
testing must be part of the equation. 
Veterinarians should be as accountable as 
trainers when it comes to rules violations. 
Trainers, owners and the public must be 
able to trust testing and penalty processes, 
no matter who oversees them. 

Slowly but surely, change is coming 
however. Racing would do well to realize 
that, and act accordingly.

Hall of Fame 
ceremony again 
has regional flavor 

F or the second consecutive year, the National Museum of Racing’s Hall of Fame induction ceremony 
takes on something of a Mid-Atlantic theme. The class of 2016 includes jockey Ramon Dominguez, 
whose career blossomed in Maryland and Delaware before rocketing to the top of the sport; 1875 
Preakness winner Tom Ochiltree, one of the nation’s best with key performances in the region for trainer R.W 
Walden before retiring to stud in Maryland; former editor of The Maryland Horse (precursor to this magazine) 
Raleigh Burroughs; and pillar of the turf William Woodward Sr., the master of Maryland’s Belair Stud. 

Other inductees this year include contemporary horses Rachel Alexandra and Zenyatta, contemporary 
trainer Steve Asmussen, historic jockey Wayne Wright and Arthur B. “Bull” Hancock Jr. in the pillar of the 
turf category. 

The ceremony takes place Friday, Aug. 12 at 10:30 a.m. at the Fasig-Tipton sales pavilion in Saratoga Springs, 
N.Y. Normally open to the public, the event is closed due to overwhelming demand (tickets were reserved for 
museum members) this year, but will be live-streamed at racingmuseum.org and broadcast live by Horse Racing 
Radio Network. 

The contemporary inductees are chosen from a nationwide voting panel comprised of 188 racing writers, 
broadcasters, industry officials and historians from a group of 10 finalists selected by the Hall of Fame’s 
16-member nominating committee while separate committees choose the pillars of the turf and historic 
inductees. Burroughs is being added to the Joe Hirsch Media Roll of Honor along with writer Steve Haskin. 
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Riding Great 

Dominguez wrote Hall of Fame

T wo years ago, Ramon Dominguez stood on a red carpet between 
Hall of Famers Chris McCarron and Manny Yca^a as part of 
Saratoga Race Course’s first Jockey Legends Day Later, the two- 
time Saratoga riding champion posed for a photo among the greats. Laffit 
Pincay Jr. sat to Dominguez’s left. Angel Cordero Jr. was there. So were 
Jorge Velasquez, Ron Turcotte and other greats. 


By far the youngest man in the photo, 
Dominguez had been forced to retire 
because of a head injury suffered in January 
2013-his rocket-ship career grounded less 
than a month into its 18th season. Domin¬ 
guez won 4,985 races, rode the earners of 
more than $191 million, topped 300 wins a 
dozen times and rode some of the most 
important horses of his era. 

But he was in awe. 

“I saw him in the parking lot after that 
thing and he was telling me what it meant,” 
said trainer Dale Romans, who teamed up 
with Dominguez for Grade 1 wins in the 
Arlington Million and Breeders’ Cup Turf 
among other victories. “He was like a kid, 
he was giddy about talking to those guys in 
the winner’s circle.” 

Romans stopped Dominguez before he 
could really get started. 

“Don’t you realize you are every bit the 
jockey every one of them was?” the trainer 
said. “You did everything every bit as good 
as they did.” 

Dominguez hesitated, listened, looked 
at Romans and scoffed. 


“I think you’re biased,” Dominguez 
said. “We did something special together.” 

He probably still doesn’t believe 
Romans, but Dominguez-whose career 
took flight in the Mid-Atlantic—joins those 
greats in the National Museum of Racing 
HaU of Fame this year. To prove Romans’ 
point, the honor comes early as the muse¬ 
um’s executive committee waived the 
20-year rule normally required for jockeys. 
Dominguez will be inducted along with 
Rachel Alexandra, Zenyatta and trainer 
Steve Asmussen in the contemporary cat¬ 
egories plus historic honorees Wayne 
Wright, Arthur “BuU” Hancock Jr., WiUiam 
Woodward Sr. and the horse Tom Ochiltree 
Aug. 12. 

Romans and plenty of others look at 
Dominguez’s shorter-than-it-should-have- 
been career and recall a jockey with spe¬ 
cial skills. They also see a man of special 
character. 

“To hear him say that to me that day, 
that’s a special memory of Saratoga for 
me,” said Romans. “He had no idea how 
great he was.” 


To other people, Dominguez’s great¬ 
ness is far more than an idea. 

“He had an intangible that nobody can 
put their finger on,” said Romans. “Certain 
riders have it, and the ones that do wind up 
in the Hall of Fame. They have a knack for 
communicating with the horse through the 
reins. I don’t think he has to take a backseat 
to anyone.” 

Trainer Tom Bush, for whom Domin¬ 
guez won two Grade 1 stakes aboard Get 
Stormy: “He was always a professional 
about everything. It was great to ride him 
because you knew he had done his home¬ 
work, you knew he was on the team, you 
knew he was going to give you his best.” 

Trainer Todd Beattie, whose Fabulous 
Strike won five graded stakes with Domin¬ 
guez: “He’s a quiet guy, but couldn’t be 
more impressive. Watching him ride, how 
often did you ever see him in front turning 
for home and not win? If he was in front 
at the quarter pole, he always had horse.” 

Owner Brent Johnson, whose Better 
Talk Now won eight graded stakes with 
Dominguez: “You always felt like your 
horse was going to have a chance to run 
his best race, and you’d see if the horse was 
good enough. It was always very detailed 
with him. He knew what he was doing, 
what he was feeling, what he wanted to do. 
He was a tactician as well as being able to 
handle the horse physically.” 

Trainer Larry Jones, who teamed up 
with Dominguez on several important run¬ 
ners including 2011 Horse of the Year 
Havre de Grace: “When I first came to 
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Delaware Park for the meet [in 2006] I 
didn’t know who he was, but I was told that 
this is the guy you need to get if you can 
get him. He rode the first winner I had at 
Delaware that year, Hello Liberty” 

Dozens of others in Maryland, Dela¬ 
ware, Pennsylvania, New York, Florida, 
wherever horses run, would echo the same 
sentiments. The Venezuelan-born Domin¬ 
guez was as good as anybody, and better 
than many. He rode his first races at bush 
tracks in his home country, then moved 
on to the La Rinconada track south of 
Caracas where he rode in 1995. The next 
year, he was at Hialeah Park in Florida . . . 
then Maryland . . . then stardom. 

While based in Maryland, he led the 
nation in wins in 2001 (433) and 2003 
(453). He won five meet titles at Delaware 
Park (2003-06 and 2008). He was a force 
at Laurel Park and Pimlico, filling a void at 
the top when another future HaU of Famer 
Edgar Prado moved to New York. 

Dominguez and his family lived for 
a time on a farm they stiU own in Cecil 
County, Md. Like Prado, Dominguez 
moved to New York (with wife Sharon and 
their sons Alexander and Matthew) and his 
career took another leap forward. 

“When I left Maryland for New York, 
I knew he was going to be right behind 
me. He was aggressive, but safe, he had 
a different style, as long as the horses are 
running for you, it doesn’t matter about 
your style, and horses always ran for him,” 
Prado said. “I’m glad they put him in there, 
he deserves to be there, he rode a lot of 
great horses, won a lot of titles. What else 
is a career about? What else is the HaU of 
Fame about?” 

Dominguez became as sought after as 
anyone in the formidable New York jockey 
colony, riding for the most successful own¬ 
ers and trainers in racing. 

He led the country in earnings—his 
mounts topping $20 million in 2011 
and setting a record of $25.6 miUion in 
2012—and won EcUpse Awards in 2010, 
2011 and 2012. 

His career overflows with memorable 
moments, and could have continued for 
who knows how much longer. Then he 
got a faU with a horse named Convocation 
at Aqueduct Jan. 18, 2013. Dominguez was 
hospitaUzed with a fractured skuU and ini- 
tiaUy considered a comeback until doctors 
ruled it out. He announced his retirement 
a few days shy of six months after the faU. 

The end came sooner than anyone 
wanted, but Dominguez exited race rid¬ 
ing with his health and has been a vis¬ 
ible part of racing while supporting the 
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2016 National Racing Hall of Fame 


Permanently Disabled Jockeys Fund and 
other Thoroughbred charities. 

Great Moments 

For Beattie, a trip to Churchill Downs 
with the best horse he ever trained, stands 
out as his Ramon Dominguez highlight. 
Fabulous Strike won seven of his first 11 
starts including a romping score in the 
Panhandle Handicap at Mountaineer Park 
to open the 2007 season. Next came the 
Grade 3 Aristides at ChurchiU Downs. 
Dominguez was riding at the Kentucky 
track then, and Beattie thought they’d be 
a good fit. 

“He rode for me at Delaware before 
he went to New York so I knew him,” 
Beattie said. “Fd watch and see how he 
was doing. The first crack I had I called 
him up and got him on my horse. He was a 
big monster to gallop in the morning, just 
a tough horse and Ramon had unbelievable 
hands.” 

Warming up before the race, Domin¬ 
guez put those hands to a test and took 
Fabulous Strike away from the lead pony 
much to the dismay of Beattie. 

“I didn’t think that was going to work 
at all,” the trainer said. “I remember think¬ 
ing ‘This is bad, he’s going to run off’ 
Fabulous Strike was breathing fire. But it 
worked.” 

Racing on the lead throughout. Fabu¬ 
lous Strike won his first graded stakes 
and ran 6 furlongs in 1:07.64. Two starts 
later, he and Dominguez won the Grade 1 
Vosburgh at Belmont Park. 

For Bush it was the rides on Get 
Stormy, including victories in the 2011 
Woodford Reserve Turf Classic-Gl at 
Churchill Downs and the 2012 Gulfstream 
Park Turf-Gl for sure, but a partnership 
with Unbridled Command in Saratoga’s 
Saranac-G3 in 2012 really gets the trainer 
talking. 

“It was as good as it gets,” said Bush. 
“He’s a big, big, huge horse and he wasn’t 
easy to handle. You had to really shake him 
up and put him in the game. Ramon did 
that. I got Ramon at the last minute. He 
was a difference maker and he helped turn 
that horse into a good horse.” 

Unbridled Command made his stakes 
debut in the Saranac. Two starts later, he 
won the Grade 1 Hollywood Derby. 

Bush isn’t the only person to give 
Dominguez credit for helping a horse 
move forward, from a win or a loss. 


Larry Jones teamed up with the jockey 
for memorable triumphs with Havre de 
Grace, Eight Belles, Wildcat Bettie B, Old 
Fashioned and others, but the trainer also 
pointed out some defeats worth remem¬ 
bering. 

“What made Ramon so good was he 
would come back and just teU you ‘I 
messed up. Don’t blame the horse for this’ 
after one got beat,” said Jones. “He was 
never afraid to take the blame or stand up 
for what he did that wasn’t right. A lot of 
riders won’t do that. He’d come back and 
tell you something didn’t work or he didn’t 
do what you wanted him to do. That’s a 
little bit rare, and it would help you coming 
back into the next race.” 

Dominguez and Josh’s Madelyn fin¬ 
ished second in Pimlico’s Allaire duPont- 
G3 in 2006, but Jones all but considers 
it a win. For other jockeys, the mare fin¬ 
ished a late-running second in each of her 
prior two starts and before that won from 
the back in a stakes at Louisiana Downs. 
Dominguez put her into the race after a 
half-mile and she finished second. 

“I remember thinking, ‘How smart is 
this guy?’ ” Jones said. “He made adjust¬ 
ments when he needed to, as he needed 
to.” 

Four-year-old fiUy Havre de Grace 
and Dominguez won four graded stakes 
together en route to Horse of the Year 
honors in 2011—the Azeri-G3 and 
Apple Blossom-Gl at Oaklawn Park, the 
Woodward-Gl against males at Saratoga 
and the Beldame-G1 at Belmont Park. 
They lost the Delaware Handicap-G2 by 
a nose to Blind Luck and before her next 
start, Jones and Dominguez talked it over. 

“You move as early as you want 
to,” Jones said about strategy for the 
Woodward. “If she gets tired, it’s my fault.” 

Dominguez let Havre de Grace have 
some rein with a half-mile to go, went after 
Rule with intent at the quarter pole and had 
plenty left to keep Flat Out safe at the fin¬ 
ish. Afterward, Dominguez thanked Jones 
for the information. 

“I thought he waited a little bit too long 
with her [at Delaware],” said Jones. “He 
knew I was getting on these horses myself 
so if I told him something he believed me. 
He trusted me with her and I think that 
helped us. We had a mutual respect and he 
respected what I told him and he would try 
to get it accomplished. I’d always teU him 
that ‘if you need to go to Plan B, I trust 



your judgment.’ He turned Havre de Grace 
into the Horse of the Year.” 

Dominguez won five of his seven 
mounts aboard Havre de Grace, the losses 
being that second to Blind Luck by a nose 
and a fourth in the Breeders’ Cup Classic. 

Before the Eclipse Awards, before the 
free-flowing success in New York, before 
the annual trips to wherever the Breeders’ 
Cup was, Dominguez met Better Talk 
Now. They partnered 30 times between 
2002 and 2009 and won nine races, includ¬ 
ing eight graded stakes led by Grade 1 
scores in the 2004 Breeders’ Cup Turf and 
Sword Dancer, 2005 United Nations and 
Man o’ War and 2007 Manhattan. 

“Better Talk Now was a tricky horse to 
ride early on and Ramon with some time, 
some experience with him, got a much bet¬ 
ter handle on him,” said Johnson. “Ramon 
was such a great rider, with great hands, he 
had the ability to get the horse to do what 
he wanted the horse to do. He was able to 
figure out how to get him to relax and do 
what he wanted.” 

Johnson singled out the 2007 Manhat- 
tan-Gl at Belmont Park as a favorite 
moment. Better Talk Now’s last victory— 
though he’d make a dozen more starts in 
top company—was textbook Dominguez. 

With his oddball extended blinker cup 
shielding his left eye. Better Talk Now 
dropped in near the back of the eight- 
horse field early. Dominguez watched a 
slow pace develop, before rallying to within 
5 lengths on the turn. Head cocked to the 
right. Better Talk Now idled behind horses 
in seventh with a quarter-mile to run. 
Cutting the corner, Dominguez made the 
only choice he could and dove to the rail 
to move up two places. Then Better Talk

Now passed four horses in a furlong and 
won by a head over English Channel with 
Shakis (Ire) third as four horses hit the wire 
together. 

“You’re thinking, ‘There’s no way we’re 
getting there from here,’” said Johnson 
of his thoughts at the top of the stretch. 
“Sure enough, we got there.” 

Better Talk Now was just one name, 
even if a big one, on a long list of horses 
Dominguez rode for trainer Graham 
Motion. The others included Confessional, 
Broken Vow, Trajectory and Equality in 
the early days and Film Maker, Check the 
Label, Aruna and Silver Reunion later. The 
connection started in Maryland, took root 
all over the region and grew up on the big¬ 
gest stages of the world. 

“We did some pretty cool things,” 
Motion said. “The Breeders’ Cup was the 
most memorable for me because of what 
it was. There was a lot of drama, there was 
an inquiry, I kind of vaguely remember 
Ramon thanking people at Delaware Park 
in the interview afterward and it made me 
think ‘This is big for him too.’ That was a 
big deal for all of us.” 

Like other trainers. Motion appreciated 
Dominguez’s blend of talents on a horse. 
He’d work difficult horses in the morn¬ 
ing, then ride them with confidence in the 
afternoon. 

“The finesse, without a doubt,” Motion 
replied when asked what made Dominguez 
so good. “He had an extraordinary way of 
having the horse in the right place. I think 
Ramon is an animal person, a horse person 
and he’d figure out the horse’s idiosyncra¬ 
sies. He probably told you more about the 
horse than most people. He’s an extraordi¬ 


nary athlete, an intelligent person and he 
understands horses. Surely those are three 
big assets to being a successful jockey.” 

Mention Dale Romans and Ramon 
Dominguez in the same sentence and 
you’re sure to hear Little Mike next. The 
turf horse won graded stakes for jockey Joe 
Bravo, including a victory over Dominguez 
and Get Stormy in the 2012 Woodford 
Reserve-Gl at Churchill Downs. The 
front-runner could make his speed last a 
mile, a bit more under the right circum¬ 
stances. 

Then Bravo turned down the ride in the 
10-furlong Arlington Million-Gl in favor 
of riding favorite Turbo Compressor for 
Todd Fletcher in the Sword Dancer-Gl 
at Saratoga on the same day. Romans 
tapped Dominguez, who put on one of 
the world’s great riding performances. He 
nursed Little Mike on the lead (after splits 
of :25.10, :49.95 and 1:15.03), then flew 
home with a final quarter-mile time of 
:22.90 to upset a loaded field of Americans 
and European raiders. 

“It was amazing how he got him to relax 
and stroU along like that,” said Romans. 
“He took what had been considered to be a 
miler and won a mile-and-a-quarter Grade 
1 Arlington Million with him.” 

As good as that was, the Breeders’ 
Cup Turf-Gl two starts later might have 
been even better. Sent off at 17-1 against 
world-class turf horses Point of Entry, St 
Nicholas Abbey (Ire), Shareta (Ire) and 
Trailblazer (Jpn), Little Mike did it again. 
Going IV 2 miles this time, Dominguez 
convinced the son of Spanish Steps to rate 
off the early pace of Turbo Compressor 
and Optimizer, got first run on the closers 



and held off Point of Entry by a half- 
length. In a nod to his friend’s skill. Hall of 
Earner John Velazquez tapped Dominguez 
on the rump while pulling up aboard Point 
of Entry. 

“You get a speedbaU miler to shut 
off and sit behind two horses and carry 
his speed a mile-and-a-half the way he 
did, that’s doing something,” said Romans. 
“Little Mike was a special horse, but it took 
as special rider to communicate with him 
and give him the cues. Nothing against Joe 
Bravo, he rode him very well. I don’t know 
many people who would have gotten him 
to relax behind two horses and last a mile- 
and-a-half like that.” 

Well, Romans only knows one for sure.

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At Long Last 

Preakness winner Tom Ochiltree joins 
peers from Pimlico’s ‘Great Race’

I t took more than 
a year for the race 
to come together, 
but when it did, 
at Pimlico Race 
Course in Baltimore 
in October 1877, the 
nation was riveted. 

Five-year-old super- 
stars Ten Broeck, 
the sensation from 
the West, and Tom 
Ochiltree, repre¬ 
senting the famed 
East Coast stable 
of George Lorillard, 
were finally to meet, 
and joining them was the equally talented 
Pennsylvania-bred 4-year-old Parole. 

Two are in the National Museum of 
Racing’s Hall of Fame. The third, Tom 
Ochiltree, joins them this year. Chosen by 
the museum’s Historic Review Committee, 
the 1875 Preakness winner will be induct¬ 
ed Friday, Aug. 12 in Saratoga Springs, 
N.Y., along with historic jockey Wayne 
Wright and contemporary selections Rachel 
Alexandra, Zenyatta, Ramon Dominguez 
and Steve Asmussen. 

The race was titled “The Great Race” 
and the hype was immeasurable. Scheduled 
for opening day of the Pimlico fall meet, 
the 2 V 2 -mile race included terms that it be 
run on a fast and dry track, to make it as 
fair a contest as possible for the first, and 
what would be only, meeting between Ten 
Broeck and Tom Ochiltree. 

The two were the headliners after two 
seasons at the top of their division, albe¬ 
it in different circles. Ten Broeck was a 


Midwest sensation, winning race after race 
in Kentucky and Tennessee. 

Tom Ochiltree had major success at 
Pimlico. The son of the famed stallion 
Lexington, born in 1872 at A.J. Alexander’s 
Woodburn Stud in Kentucky, was pur¬ 
chased as a yearling by J.F Chamberlain for 
$500. The colt was enormous. “For size, 
bone and courseness, Tom Ochiltree sur¬ 
passed aU contemporaries,” WS. Vosburgh 
noted in the historic compilation Racing in 
America, 1866 to 1921. 

The colt never ran at 2. His first start, 
for trainer R. Wyndham Walden, was a win 
at Pimlico May 26, 1875. Two days later he 
won the third running of the Preakness 
Stakes in Chamberlain’s silks with cherry 
spots. 

But it was a rollercoaster season. The 
colt failed to hit the board next out in the 
Belmont Stakes and tailed off badly during 
the summer in the Jersey Derby and Ocean 
Hotel Stakes at Monmouth Park. 


By mid-Octo¬ 
ber, in the hands 
of trainer Anthony 
Taylor, the big bay 
was back on track. 
He won the Annual 
Sweepstakes at 
Jerome Park, sur¬ 
prising the crowd 
and his competi¬ 
tors, and a little 
over a week later 
won Pimlico’s Dixie 
Stakes, defeat¬ 
ing among others 
Aristides, the first 
Kentucky Derby 
winner. It was reported Tom Ochiltree 
was then sold to LoriUard “for $5,000, and 
one-fourth of his winnings during the year 
1876.” He was also returned to the care of 
future Hall of Famer Walden. 

In 1876, Tom Ochiltree won eight of 10 
races. He kicked off the year by winning the 
Baltimore Cup at Pimlico, and took other 
top races such as the Monmouth Cup and 
Saratoga Cup, the latter over Parole. The 
next year, Tom Ochiltree repeated in the 
Baltimore Cup, one of nine wins from 14 
starts at 5. 

In October 1876, Lorillard was chal¬ 
lenging Ten Broeck’s connections to 
a match race: “on the last day of the 
Baltimore Races, or the extra day of the 
Jerome Park Races in November, a 4-mile 
dash [a distance at which Ten Broeck 
excelled] for $10,000,” reported The New 
York Times. Ten Broeck was by then out of 
training for the year, so the idea was tabled.

The next fall clamor for the race between 
the two grew, and after Tom Ochiltree’s 
losses to the year-younger Parole, owned 
by LoriUard’s brother Pierre, Parole was 
considered a worthy addition. 

Bad weather only added to the anticipa¬ 
tion as attention turned to Pimlico Oct. 
23. Rain made the track wet and heavy, 
postponing the race one day. The New York 
Times reported: “The owner of Parole 
requested the postponement, which was 
acceded to. The threatening weather of the 
past two days cleared off this afternoon 
with a bright clear sky, and by tomorrow 
the track will be in fine condition. The 
hotels tonight are crowded with visitors to 
the race from every part of the country, 
particularly from Kentucky and New York, 
the former backing Ten Broeck and the 
latter Ochiltree and Parole.” 

On race day, the Kentuc^ Livestock Record 
reported: “By 10 o’clock vast crowds of 
carriages were wending their way through 
Druid Hill Park to Pimlico. The attendance 
at Pimlico today was fully 18,000 to 20,000 
persons. . .” 

Among those in attendance were mem¬ 
bers of the U.S. House of Representatives, 
which adjourned early to see the race. 

The horses reached the post at approxi¬ 
mately 3:15 p.m., and the result couldn’t 


have been a bigger surprise. Ten Broeck 
led early, Tom Ochiltree pushed him and 
took the lead midway through, then with 
less than a mile to go Ten Broeck rejoined 
the fray. After turning back Tom Ochiltree, 
Ten Broeck had nothing left when Parole 
rushed at him, and Parole went on to win 
by 4 lengths, with Tom Ochiltree well back 
in third. 

The race was immortalized in the 
Currier & Ives print The great race at Balti¬ 
more, Oct. 24th, 1877: between the three grand 
champions of the American Turf, Parole, Ten 
Broeck (N Tom Ochiltree, from which sculp¬ 
tor Bernard Zuckerman based his 4-ton, 
30-feet long, 10-feet high, 24-karat gold 
leaf-gilded stone bas relief, famously on 
display at Pimlico’s clubhouse entrance. 

After the race, reports came out 
that Ten Broeck and Tom Ochiltree 
had been coughing prior to the race. 

But Ten Broeck returned three days 
later and won the Bowie Stakes, thus 
casting doubt on his illness. 

Tom Ochiltree was retired after 
the race with a record of 21 wins 
from 33 starts, at distances up to 4 
miles. Standing nearly 17 hands, with 
no white except for a small star, he 
was one of the last great sons of his 
sire. Standing at Walden’s Bowling

Brook Stud in Middleburg, Md., Tom 
Ochiltree had glowing recommendations 
as a stallion, as described in The Breeders’ 
Hand Book and Guide by S.D. Bruce: “He 
could run fast and stay under heavy 
weights. His great size, coupled with sym¬ 
metry of form, should commend him to 
breeders. He is one of the truest and best 
shaped big horses in the world, all bone 
and muscle, without a particle of lumber.” 

Unfortunately the Preakness win¬ 
ner—the first of Walden’s seven winners 
of the classic-didn’t distinguish himself as 
a sire, and died Dec. 29, 1897, at 25, at his 
longtime home in Maryland. ^

Former editor Burroughs 
joins media roll of honor

Editor's Note: The National Museum of Racing's Hall of Fame adds former editor of the 
Maryland Horse (precursor to Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred^ Raleigh Burroughs to the Joe Hirsch 
Media Roll of Honor this year, along with writer Steve Haskin. Former Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association executive director Rich Wiicke remembers Burroughs and his tales. 

B y the time I met Raleigh Burroughs, he was already in his 80s but, 
as a man once observed about a different elderly friend of mine, he 
was '‘a peppy little guy” He had a natural wit and a sharp memory, 
and he enjoyed entertaining me with tales of Maryland racing that, while 
likely stale for most long-time Marylanders, were all fresh to me, being a 
new resident. 


Growing up near Saratoga, I had often 
observed Humphrey Finney at Fasig- 
Tipton’s yearling sales, but had no idea 
about his Maryland background. The fact 
that Finney, Snowden Carter and Raleigh 
had been the only three editors of the 
Maryland Horse magazine in a half-century 
of that esteemed journal seemed to raise 
it, and the MHBA, to a high prestige level. 
When I mentioned this to Raleigh, he 
modesdy discounted his stint as editor as 
that of “mere placeholder” between “the 
great Humphrey Finney and the great 
Snowden Carter.” 

The year after I was recruited to Mary¬ 
land to put together the Maryland Million 
organization, I was asked by the MHBA 
board to succeed Snowden Carter, where¬ 


upon the two corporations were brought 
together in one office under one executive. 
When time came for the retirement dinner 
for Snowden, I phoned Raleigh in Florida 
and invited him to come to the event. He 
declined so I asked if he might at least 
write a little something. He said, “I will 
write a poem for the occasion on one con¬ 
dition; you must agree to read it out loud 
at the dinner.” 

Raleigh’s verses, in spite of my oration, 
brought the house down. I have tried to 
remember the words but there was only 
one copy, which I gave to Snowden. After 
30 years, I recall only a single couplet. In the 
1960s, Raleigh had been talked into invest¬ 
ing in a broodmare owned by Snowden. 
She was plagued with four abortions in 


five years and as Raleigh’s poem explained, 
“Every morning there to greet us, upon 
the lawn another fetus.” Attendees who 
hadn’t yet met their new executive found 
me charming, due entirely to Raleigh’s wit. 
Even months later, folks remarked to me 
about how much they had enjoyed that 
recitation of ‘my’ poem. 

In 1977, A.S. Barnes and Co. published 
a book by Raleigh simultaneously in the 
U.S. and in England called Horses, Burroughs, 
and Other Animals. Filled with stories of 
folks long gone, and of places whose char¬ 
acter has changed or, like Bowie, no longer 
exist, the book is fun to read alone for the 
multitude of distinctive Burroughs quips 
sprinkled throughout: 

“The horse has always been an 
important factor in my life, though 
few horses are aware of this. Even 
the ones I owned didn’t know it. 
They thought they belonged to my 
partner, because he massaged them, 
showed them to their rooms, and fed 
them vitamins. If the horses realized 
that I was paying for the vitamins, 
they had a mighty funny way of 
showing it.” 

“Psychiatrists paint an interesting 
picture of the compulsive gambler. 

He takes time off from his work. 

He is careless of the family welfare, 
he borrows to finance his wagering. 
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and he gambles to escape worry. If 
he has an argument with somebody 
or feels frustrated, he goes out and 
gambles. He celebrates good fortune 
by gambling, and winning builds up 
his ego. It sounds like a wonderful 
Hfe!” 


“Anyone who writes a book on 
racing and finds an empty page in 
the back adds a glossary. . . 

“Suffice it to say, anyone who is 
totally ignorant of the terms of the 
Turf and hopes to stay that way will 
find considerable help in this 'dic¬ 
tionary’ [a few random selections]. . . 

“STARTER—Two jiggers of 
vodka in her iced tea. That ought 
to get the show on the road. 
ASSISTANT STARTER - One 
more jigger. CHUTE—Expression 
used by trainer when jockey goes 
outside instead of inside. Example: 
'Oh, chute!’ HOCK-Secure a lien 
on a valuable piece of property in 
order to take advantage of a sound 
investment opportunity at, say, six 
to one. PHOTO FINISH-The 
thing that gives the race to the other 
horse. GOES TO PIECES IN 
STRETCH-What happens to an 
emotional bettor when his horse 
dies at the sixteenth pole. RACING 
COMMISSIONER-A dear friend 
of the Governor.” 


During the late 1980s while in Florida 
for meetings, I made several trips to 
Homosassa Springs to visit Raleigh, who 
remained mentally sharp, even after 1991 
when he turned 90. He gave his last public 
speech in Ocala for a small group of state 
association executives who could not have 
been more enthusiastic. I bought the last 
box of his books from him, and we gave 
them out now and then as tokens of appre¬ 
ciation to friends of the MHBA. On one 
visit, he said his horoscope recommended 
turning to someone older for advice, and 
he lamented, “Where am I going to find 
someone older?” (In truth, Raleigh was 
a friend of Fred Hooper’s, a Kentucky 
Derby-winning owner who actually was 
four years older and ended up outliving ^ 
Raleigh by two years.) “ 

On my last visit in the early 1990s, | 
Raleigh insisted on paying for my lunch 
at a seafood cafe on the canal near his 
home, where I saw my only manatee. He 
said he really loved that restaurant, not so 
much for its food as for the waitress who 
doted on him. “She’s nice to me,” Raleigh 
said, and then added, “Besides, she’s one 
woman who looks as good walking away 


from you as she does coming toward you, 
if you know what I mean.” I laughed at 
this crack from a nonagenarian and asked, 
“Have you told her that?” “Oh, sure,” he 
replied, “Several times.” 

There cannot be many who ever loved 
aU facets of the horse business for as long 


or with more genuine passion than Raleigh. 
He used to say, “People have to understand 
that you can’t learn the horse business 
overnight. It takes weeks.” He also loved 
people and life; I wish I had known him 
longer. The recognition of him as a unique 
turf writer is wholly deserved. ^

Thoroughbred Man 

Belair Stud’s Woodward 
gets nod as Pillar of the Turf

Ladies and Gentlemen, I hope to tell you, tonight, 
something of the story of the Thoroughbred horse in 
Maryland in a way that will appeal to you. 


W illiam Woodward Sr., at age 45, had owned historic Belair Stud 
in Maryland for just over a decade when he stood up to address 
the Maryland Historical Society at a special meeting Nov. 28, 
1921, in Baltimore. The New York banker and Thoroughbred breeder 
launched into a well-researched, detailed and passionate description of the 
history of the Thoroughbred, the importance of Maryland to that history, 
and why every member in the room should embrace their connection to 
history. 


He lived by those words every day 
Woodward loved Thoroughbred racing. 
He read, studied, traveled, watched and 
recorded volumes of notes on his horses, 
and horses he admired, starting in his 20s 
after making his first Thoroughbred pur¬ 
chases in 1905. 

His impact extended far beyond Belair— 
and can be felt to this day. His coUec- 
tions—including those found at the Balti¬ 
more Museum of Art and the Maryland 
Historical Society in Baltimore-provide 
history buffs a portal to the early days of 
Thoroughbred racing and breeding. The 
Belair Mansion and Stable are preserved 
through The City of Bowie Museums. 


Woodward’s passion about the Thor¬ 
oughbred was almost an obsession. His 
desire to better the breed propelled Belair 
Stud and Stable into one of the most suc¬ 
cessful in history. His advocacy for fair¬ 
ness, sportsmanship and stewardship led to 
major reforms and advances in the sport. 

That leadership and success earned 
Woodward induction, more than six 
decades after his death in 1953 at 77, into 
the National Museum of Racing Hall of 
Fame as a 2016 PiUar of the Turf He’U 
be inducted along with Arthur B. '‘BuU” 
Hancock Jr., the son of one of his clos¬ 
est friends, at the ceremony in Saratoga 
Springs, N.Y., Aug. 12. 


The honor was foreseen back in the 
summer of 1938 by Humphrey S. Finney, 
editor of The Marjland Horse magazine 

. . [Woodward] has been an upstanding 
pillar of the turf for many years, and a far¬ 
sighted breeder second to none.” 

Woodward’s Maryland farm 

Finney noted in the July 1938 issue of 
The Maryland Horse, when covering the win 
by Woodward’s homebred Flares in that 
year’s Ascot Gold Cup in England: “All 
Marylanders feel a proprietary interest in 
the horses that race in the white, red spots, 
red cap’ of the Belair Stud Stable, and aU 
feel that, while foaled in Kentucky, the 
Woodward horses are no little benefited by 
their time spent on the ro llin g lands of the 
famous old estate at CoUington.” 

Woodward more than once expressed 
his views of raising horses in Maryland, and 
in his unpublished manuscript “American 
Racing” in which he detailed the history of 
the operation, he wrote: “Belair is a good 
place to raise stock of all kinds. We have 
ample pasturage for a yearling crop of 30... 
and the land is not Torse sick’, as it never 
has been overcrowded.” 

While Woodward chose to foal his 
mares at the Hancock family’s Claiborne 
Farm in Kentucky by the 1920s, his wean¬ 
lings would be brought to the Maryland 
farm “just after the first of October each 
year and raised there until they go to the 
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training barn about August 15 of their 
yearling year [to future HaU of Fame trainer 
James Edward “Sunny Jim” Fitzsimmons]. 
This system has proved most satisfactory; 
Arthur Hancock and I have worked in 
close harmony and we have never had the 
slightest disagreement.” 

The management of the farm, which at 
one time covered more than 2,500 acres, 
included turning steers out onto the pas¬ 
tures once the yearlings had gone. 

Woodward reflected: “During the 10 
months the youngsters are at 'Belair’, they 
partake of the best of air, beautiful drink¬ 
ing water, both of which relaxes their 
nerves and helps their dispositions. They 
grow weU, we give them the best of clo¬ 
ver, hay, oats of high quality. . . 'Belair’ is 
noted for its calm and friendly atmosphere, 
which helps both man and beast.” 

Woodward inherited the farm upon the 
death of his uncle, James T. Woodward, 
in 1910, but during one of his many vis¬ 
its to the estate a few years earlier he set 
the wheels in motion as a Thoroughbred 
breeder. He purchased three mares, for 
$100 each, from the estate of the son 
of Maryland Governor Oden Bowie. 
Woodward recalled his purchases: “They 
were well-bred and in fair condition. 
Bringing them to Belair I needed some 
stalls for them and built three stalls at a 
cost of $100, for which my uncle made me 
pay, and he was quite right.” Woodward 
then purchased a local stallion, named 
Captain Hancock, for $60. “So Belair start¬ 
ed with an expenditure of $360.” 

One of the mares, Charemma, pro¬ 
duced a filly the next year (1906) by 
Captain Hancock. Woodward noted the 
odd coincidence that Charemma was bred 
at EUerslie, the Virginia farm of Capt. 
Richard Hancock, the father of Arthur B. 
Hancock. The filly, Aile d’Or (named for 
a song Woodward heard while in Paris in 
1906) was trained at Belair, and became 
Woodward’s first winner three years later 
when she won at the Southern Maryland 
Fair in Upper Marlboro. 

Aile d’Or delivered a colt. Lion d’Or, at 
Belair in 1916. He won the 1920 Toboggan 
Handicap for Woodward before being sold 
for $20,000 to Commander J.K.L. Ross and 
winning the Fall Highweight Handicap. 

European racing influences 

After graduating from Harvard Law 
School in 1901, Woodward lived in London 
for two years, working as secretary for 
the United States ambassador to England, 
Joseph Choate. Woodward was exposed to 
the best of British racing, which fueled his 
passion for the sport. 


Woodward became enamored by the 
pedigrees of European classic horses, and 
imported a number of mares and year¬ 
ling fillies from Europe over the decades. 
In 1925, he joined Hancock and busi¬ 
ness moguls R.A. Fairbairn and Marshall 
Field in purchasing and importing one of 
America’s most influential stallions of the 


20th century, the French classic winner *Sir 
GaUahad III, for $125,000. 

Woodward’s first major European 
acquisition came in 1914, at the start of 
World War 1. He happened upon a short 
paragraph in the New York Times about 
famed French breeder M. Edmond Blanc 
selling a number of his mares, five by 
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Ajax, in Paris. As they were to 
be sold the next day, Woodward 
arranged through a network of 
friends to make the purchase of 
the Ajax mares. The price (the 
equivalent of $3,750 for the lot) 
was far less than he expected. 

Due to wartime restric¬ 
tions, the mares didn’t arrive 
at Belair until 1919. The ship¬ 
ment included *La Flambee, 
with her yearling and 2-year-old 
fillies in tow. The 2-year-old, 

*La Rablee, became a prolific 
winner and eventually produced 
the *Sir GaUahad III colt The 
Scout, Woodward’s first stakes 
winner in Europe. The year¬ 
ling was *Flambette, who went 
on to win the Coaching Club 
American Oaks and proved invaluable as 
a broodmare. 

*Flambette produced stakes winners 
Flambino, Flaming and Cycle, and was the 
granddam of Triple Crown winner Omaha, 
Flares, and Acorn Stakes winner Fleam. 
*Flambette’s unraced daughter by *Sir 
GaUahad III named La France was sold to 
Hancock and became the dam of Johns¬ 
town, winner of the Kentucky Derby and 
Belmont Stakes in Woodward’s colors. She 
was also the dam of champion 2-year-old 
fiUy Jacola, dam of Belmont Stakes winner 
and champion Phalanx. 

Another yearling traveling with the 
group was the colt *Sarmatian, who went 
on to sire Gravita, the dam of Woodward’s 
Horse of the Year GranviUe. 

Woodward was clear on his desire to 
win the Epsom Derby, and kept a diary 
about the decades-long pursuit, which 
included his association with trainer Sir 
Cecil Boyd-Rochfort. Among Woodward’s 
European-based homebreds were cham¬ 
pions Foxbrough, HyciUa, Black Tarquin 
and Prince Simon. The closest he came to 
winning England’s Derby was with Prince 
Simon in 1950, who had the lead late but 
was caught at the wire, losing by a head. 

Racing in Europe allowed rarefied 
experiences, including dining with royalty, 
aU thoroughly documented in Woodward’s 
diary. In May 1931, as his second crop of 
homebred 3-year-olds aimed for the Eng- 
Ush classics, he headed out on a two-month 
trip around Europe. The first entry read: 

“May 20-Starting on rather an adven¬ 
ture—off to win the Epsom Derby—if 
possible—a difficult task—it is only done

by the grace of the Gods of good for¬ 
tune—but their Ughtning bolts do strike 
once in a while. . .” 

On the evening before his Sir Andrew 
was to run in the Derby, Woodward attend¬ 
ed a dinner party at Buckingham Palace, as 
guest of His Majesty King George V, at 
which time he was asked by the King to sit 
down and talk. “In fact I was the only per¬ 
son he spoke to after dinner whUe seated,” 
he wrote. 

Woodward’s observations, and wit, 
were on display with his entry about lunch 
with the King and Queen the day after Sir 
Andrew won the Prince of Wales’s Stakes 
two weeks later. “At the table [of 12] were 
their Majesties, the German Ambassador 
and wife, the Portuguese Ambassador, the 
Duchess of York [a sweet looking kid]. 
Lord and Lady Derby, James Hennessey of 
France, Princess Alice of Angleses, myself 
and about three others. . . 

'When I arrived the King immediately 
recognized me and said he was so glad Sir 
Andrew had won. 'It’s not winning the 
Derby, is it, but at least it’s a nice compen¬ 
sation,’ he said. I told him 'yes’ and that I 
appreciated his kindness. Lunch went on, 
and only a fair lunch-rather messy-but it 
is supposed to be the best lunch in England.” 

That “sweet looking kid” became the 
Queen Mother — whose daughter Elizabeth 
is the current Queen of England - and was 
101 when she died in 2002. 

Broodmares and Collections 

“Looking backwards, I am amazed at 
the quality and, therefore, success of the 
yearling fillies I bought,” Woodward wrote. 
“Of course I had for years studied blood¬ 


lines and was a firm believer in 
certain strains. I also believed in 
the old adage, 'Blood is blood, 
but Form is superior’ and the 
policy has succeeded; but even 
at that, I had the good fortune to 
strike the nail plumb on the head 
a good number of times.” 

The broodmare collection 
produced two Triple Crown 
winners (Gallant Fox, 1930, and 
Omaha, 1935) and four addi¬ 
tional Belmont Stakes winners 
I (Faireno, 1932; Granville, 1936; 
I Johnstown, 1939; and Nashua, 
I 1955, the latter raced by his son 
William Woodward Jr. following 
his death). Of the 101 stakes 
winners he bred, seven were 
American champions (Gallant Fox, 
Faireno, Happy Gal, Omaha, Granville, 
Vagrancy and Nashua), in addition to the 
four champions in Europe. 

Mares he bred but no longer owned 
proved valuable to other breeders. One 
was Laura Gal, the dam of Preakness win¬ 
ner Challedon. She was a daughter of *Sir 
GaUahad III out of Belair stakes winner 
Laura Dianti, the latter whom Woodward 
risked in a claiming race in 1926. “Fortu¬ 
nately for William L. Brann and me, no one 
claimed her. Had they done so, she would 
not have won the New RocheUe Handicap 
for Belair and that very high-class race¬ 
horse ChaUedon would never have been 
foaled,” he observed. 

Woodward’s research included keep¬ 
ing volumes of scrapbooks of newspaper 
and magazine cUppings about races in 
this country and in Europe, covering his 
own horses and those horses and races 
he admired. The cUppings included race 
recaps, pedigree columns, photographs and 
stories on important figures and horses. 

But there was more, for Woodward was 
an avid coUector. Nine scrapbooks, starting 
in 1909 and running through 1939, are in 
the Maryland Historical Society coUection, 
having been donated by his grandson, 
Thomas M. Bancroft Jr., and contain such 
treasures as race programs (from Epsom 
Downs to the Southern Maryland Fair), 
owner’s badges, telegrams, betting sUps, 
and receipts — counted among the latter are 
two from The Jockey Club, when he regis¬ 
tered the stable name “Belair Stud” Jan. 5, 
1917, and his famous polka dot colors on 
April 15, 1911.

Bancroft had access to his grandfather’s 
vast collection, which prompted him to put 
together a family history in a book he titled 
The Red Polka Dots, which was printed pri¬ 
vately for family and close friends in 2003. 
Upon completion, Bancroft donated, in 
addition to the scrapbooks, numerous pho¬ 
tographs, diaries and a Belair guest book to 
the historical society, where they are kept in 
the special collections department. 

Another collection found its way to the 
Baltimore Museum of Art, when in 1954 
Woodward’s wife, Elsie Cryder Woodward, 
donated more than 56 works of art, 37 tro¬ 
phies and seven additional inscribed silver 
plates, plus gave $127,000 to build a wing 
at the museum to house the collection. 

The majority of the works were done 
by J.E Herring Sr., known for painting 
Derby and St. Leger winners. Woodward 
noted in a catalogue of the collection 
he printed in 1929: “I started collecting 
with the idea of gathering some attractive 
horse pictures, but very soon the number 
began to grow and soon the ‘gathering’ 
had almost developed into a collection of 
Herrings.” 
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Most of the paintings were portraits of 
horses considered “founders of the British 
turf” and when Woodward couldn’t find 
subjects done by Herring, he acquired 
paintings by George Stubbs and J.N. 
Sartorius. The largest (40 x 50 inches) and 
most recognizable is Stubbs’ Eclipse with 
Mr. Wildman and His Sons. Other paintings 
of great stallions include likenesses of The 
Godolphin Arabian, The Darley Arabian, 
and Diomed. 

Also on display are 20 of the tro¬ 
phies, including Omaha’s Triple Crown 
trophy presented to the Woodward fam¬ 
ily in 1955, as well as Gallant Fox and 
Omaha’s Kentucky Derby trophies, 
Omaha’s Preakness and Belmont trophies, 
plus a Jockey Club Gold Cup and Ascot 
Gold Cup. 

The BMA reported that in addition to 
providing funds for the construction of 
a new wing, Mrs. Woodward also “was 
actively involved with design and later 
provided many of the furnishings used to 
decorate it.” 

The Woodward Room, near the 
museum’s famed Cone Collection, was 


“designed by Wrenn, Lewis, and Jencks 
of Baltimore and decorated by William 
Baldwin and Martin of New York, known 
for his work for First Lady Jacqueline 
Kennedy.” 

Stewardship 

One of Woodward’s most significant 
contributions to the industry, which hap¬ 
pened on his watch as chairman of The 
Jockey Club from 1930 through 1950, was 
convincing England’s racing leaders to 
repeal the Jersey Act, which for more than 
three decades (1913 through 1949) kept 
many American horses out of the General 
Stud Book as purebred Thoroughbreds. 
He was elected an honorary member of 
the British Jockey Club in 1950. 

He was also instrumental in establishing 
the Coaching Club American Oaks (which 
he won four times) and played a role in the 
development of the Grayson Foundation, 
which supports research for horses. 

On the November evening in 1921 
in front of members of the Maryland 
Historical Society, Woodward’s character 
and spirit came through as he summed up 
his speech: 


Het me leave a parting 
word with you. Do everything 
you can to protect the 
Thoroughbred. Be advocates 
of sport, true and clean, good 
for those who participate, for 
those who look on, and for 
those who read about it; for 
in this way the cause of the 
best of animals is promoted 
and is protected. Cherish the 
Thoroughbred and love him for 
his many-sided and stalwart 
character. It is worthy of your 
affections.

Preakness Week tours 
introduce guests to horses, 
people, culture at Pimlico

E arly one morning two days before the Preakness, 
a line of people snakes down the apron at 
Pimlico. A truck is dispensing free coffee and 
tea, popular on a chilly morning when clouds and fog 
shroud the sun that had risen minutes earlier. 

The people waiting to sign up for a ''Sunrise at Old 
Hilltop” tour didn’t get to see the sunrise that morn¬ 
ing, but, undeterred and undisappointed, they queued 
patiently, waiting to get their names on a list for one 
of the approximately 20 tours that would head out 
that morning. Fran Scully checked them in and gave 
each visitor a wristband, assigning them to waiting tour 
guides as soon as she had a group of about 20. 

“Group Four!” called out one of the guides, recognizable by her 
Pimlico hat and fleece as she gathered visitors not far from the 
winner’s circle. “Group Four, we’re getting ready to go!” 

By the time the morning session ended about three hours 
later, some 400 people had taken advantage of the chance to get 
an inside view of Pimlico during its biggest week—pushing the 
weekly total past 2,500. They had talked with a former jockey, met 
a Clydesdale, and watched as the weekend’s stakes horses were 
walked and bathed in the stable area. The visitors took photos 
and asked questions; they heard about horse care and history; they 
watched the Preakness contenders train. 

“We had 300 more people than last year,” said Fran Burns, the 
head tour guide who now spends more time overseeing the four- 
day operation than leading visitors through the historic track. 

A long-time advocate for retired racehorses who has taken in 
off-track Thoroughbreds to her Monkton, Md., farm. Burns was 
asked four or five years ago by Georganne Hale, the Maryland 
Jockey Club’s director of racing, to become a tour guide. Before 
too long. Burns was asked to take on a leadership position. 

“Fve worked hard to make the tours interactive,” said Burns, 
“to provide people with the opportunity to get up close and per¬ 
sonal with the horses and to learn more about our sport.” 

It was through their work with retired racehorses that tour 
guide Katherine Powder met Burns. Though Powder came to the 
horse world late, learning to ride when she married into a Mid- 
Atlantic breeding and racing family, she, too, is active in horse 
rescue, and after she and Burns met through a group trying to save 
a horse from an abusive situation, she joined Burns at Pimlico dur¬ 
ing Preakness Week to spread the word about the racing industry 
and to share her love of horses. 
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Gathering her group, Powder stood on 
the steps up to the grandstand, counting 
heads and offering a few ground rules, 
then led them inside for a brief history of 
the racetrack and an explanation of the 
name “Old Hilltop” 

Powder’s group is predominantly 
female, teenagers to senior citizens; other 
groups are made up of families with small 
children, couples of all ages, and groups of 
friends who have come out early for a tour 
before heading to work or to school. 

And for some lucky students, the tour 
of Pimlico has become part of the school 
day, and part of the curriculum. 


Shelly Mathias teaches first grade at 
Arlington Elementary and Middle School, 
just a few blocks east of Pimlico. Her 
students come from the neighborhood 
around the racetrack, and a few years ago, 
after driving past the track every day on 
the way to work, it occurred to her that her 
students would probably love a chance to 
see inside. 

She made a few phone calls, eventu¬ 
ally connected with Burns, who arranged 
for Mathias’ students to come to one 
of the weekday tours. The field trip has 
expanded to include other classrooms and 
other grades, and this year, every student 


in grades pre-kindergarten through sixth 
grade visited during Preakness Week. 

“The kids love it, and the teachers love 
it,” said Mathias. “This is a free field trip 
for us, which is always a plus. A lot of our 
students come from low-income families, 
and paying for things like buses is always 
a stretch.” 

The students walk to the track from 
their school, stepping for the first time 
inside the place that many of them know 
only by sight. Like many children who 
grow up in cities, their experience with 
horses is minimal or non-existent.

“Are we at the circus today?” 
asked one student, upon seeing the 
horses and the stables. 

The high point for the children is 
meeting the horses, the Clydesdales 
whose handlers encourage the little 
ones to pet them, and a stable pony 
at a barn that’s become a regular 
stop on the tour. 

Soon after taking the helm of 
the program. Burns contacted train¬ 
er Tim TuUock to see if he’d be 
interested in talking to tour groups 
on the backstretch. 

“I’m your guy,” TuUock answered with¬ 
out hesitation. 

Burns loves the horse-human connec¬ 
tions. 

“To see the children’s faces when Tim 
lets them pet his pony,” she said. “It’s Uke 
a Ught bulb turning on.” 

Also memorable is the opportunity to 
talk with jockey Darius Thorpe, who, Uke 
many of the students, is African-American. 

“He grew up in Baltimore, too,” said 
Mathias. “He came from where these kids 
come from, and he’s so encouraging to 
them. He told them, Aou can do this, too, 
when you grow up, but you need to take 
care of yourself and eat healthy’ He was 
reaUy positive and that’s neat for them to 
see.” 

The students’ exposure to horses 
doesn’t begin and end at PimUco’s gates. 
Mathias and some of the other teachers 
at the school have designed lessons that 
incorporate horses, using equine-related 
vocabulary and reading aloud to them. 

“I read to them about Seabiscuit,” she 
said. “The goal is to connect the learning 
with what they’re actuaUy seeing and make 
it more meaningful.” 

And their answer, when she asked them 
at the end of the tour what they Uked best? 

“I got to pet a horse.” 

But it’s not only the children who are 
awed by the experience of talking to jock¬ 
eys and seeing the horses. 

“This is so exciting,” said Anne Heald, 
who made the trip from her home in 
AnnapoUs. “I’ve never been on a tour Uke 
this before.” 

Describing herself as “sort of a Triple 
Crown fan,” Heald grew up riding horses 
and used to go to the races regularly when 
she Uved in New Mexico. After years away 
from the track, she went to PimUco that 
morning specificaUy because she wanted 
to see the horses and was surprised at how 
much the tour offered. 

“It exceeded my expectations,” she said. 
“I didn’t think that we’d get to hang out 



near the horses that were going to race 
Friday and Saturday.” 

Among the reasons for the success 
of this year’s tours was the presence of 
trainer Doug O’NeiU and his team, whose 
hospitaUty at the barn that housed Nyquist 
and Black-Eyed Susan contender Land 
Over Sea gave visitors even more of an 
inside look at the sport. As Powder’s tour 
watched the fiUy get a bath, racing man¬ 
ager Steve Rothblum walked over to talk 
to the visitors, answering questions for 10 
minutes about everything from conforma¬ 
tion to what the horses eat to how much 
Nyquist cost. 

'We’re passionate about what we do, 
and if people care enough to be here, how 
can you not?” he said, talking about the 
time he’d spent with fans. “We love what 
we do. Racing has to grow and the only 
way it can is by making fans, and if we can 
help do that, we’re aU in.” 

“The O’NeiU team has been so recep¬ 
tive to teaching people about racing and 
inviting them in and letting us go up and 
see the horse,” said Burns. “We need more 
people Uke him.” 

While Heald was making her first trip 
to PimUco, the Sunrise at Old HiUtop also 
attracts a fair number of repeat visitors. 
A resident of nearby Mount Washington, 
Kurt Celtnieks has been bringing his chU- 
dren for a half-dozen years, and whUe his 
older daughter had elected to sleep a Uttle 
later this year, his 9-year-old son EU was 
glued to the rail, watching horses train as 
his father sipped coffee. 

“We went up to where they have the 
AUbi Breakfast, and we saw the paddock—it 
was impressive,” said Celtnieks. “EU wiU be 
late to school today, but that’s OK. This is 
a special thing.” 

Fifteen-year-old Zoe Foringer-Laing 
has been coming for “maybe 10 years,” 
she said, and this year she brought along 
two friends, Simone and Anna Shafer, 
neither of whom seemed to mind the early 
wake-up time. 

“It’s reaUy cool to see the horses warm¬ 
ing up and to get to see behind the scenes. 


what you don’t see on TV,” she said. 
“We get to meet a lot of people we’d 
never meet otherwise. This is a cool 
part of the community.” 

Though the tour guides—who 
are paid by Pimlico for their 
time—aU try to convey the same 
information, they don’t stick to a 
certain script, taUoring what they 
say to the age, interest and knowl¬ 
edge levels of their groups, and 
bringing in their own experience 
with racing and horses. 

At the end of the tour. Burns 
has arranged for the visitors to learn about 
racetrack retirement and re-training, at a 
booth set up in the grandstand at which 
the careers of off-track Thoroughbreds 
are featured. 

“We preach the significance of opportu¬ 
nities for second careers,” she said. 

Though the Thursday morning tours 
are supposed to be abbreviated. Powder 
led her group around for nearly 45 min¬ 
utes. Curious and engaged, they peppered 
former jockey Bobby Lillis with questions 
about his career, and they listened intently 
as Powder explained horses’ morning rou¬ 
tines and the many historic moments that 
have happened at Pimlico. During their 
stop at Nyquist’s barn, they learned that 
the Kentucky Derby winner would be 
hitting the track at about 8:30, and many 
visitors hung around to see him, delaying 
further their arrival that morning at work 
or at school. 

While a connection to horses, new 
or renewed, unites many of the visitors 
to Pimlico during Preakness Week, so 
too does a connection to community. 
The residents of the neighborhoods sur¬ 
rounding Pimlico represent the econom¬ 
ic and racial diversity characteristic of 
Baltimore. The racetrack, with a free tour, 
opens its doors to the people of affluent 
Mount Washington and to the children of 
Arlington Elementary and Middle School. 

For those children, the high point and 
primary memory of the tour may be those 
moments spent with the horses, moments 
that might inspire a deeper interest in the 
animals or in the learning that accompa¬ 
nies their morning at the track. 

For their teacher, the tour is about those 
moments, too, even as it’s about something 
that might be even more important. 

“It’s a great opportunity to get into our 
neighborhood,” Mathias said, “for the 
children to be able see from the inside 
something that they ordinarily only see 
from the outside. 

“It’s a chance,” she said, “for them to see 
their community in a positive light.” ^

Plenty Of Talent 

Son of Talent Search, sold at farm’s 
open house, scores In Danzig Stakes

R olin With Ohn captured his first 
added-money event and his third race 
in a row June 11 when he led all the 
way in the $100,000 Danzig Stakes for 
Pennsylvania-bred 3-year-olds. 

Ridden by Brian Pedroza for trainer 
Jamie Ness and owner Jagger Inc., Rolin 
With Ohn was dispatched as the betting 
favorite in the field of nine, based on two 
prior victories in optional-claiming com¬ 
pany at Pimhco and a starter aUowance at 
Delaware Park. He cleared the field early, 
ripped off quick fractions and drew off to 
win by VA lengths over Jaguar Poz with last 
year’s Pennsylvania Nursery winner. Bird 
of Trey, third. 

Rolin With Olin is a gelded son of 
Talent Search out of Bye Bye Katie Pie, by 
Robyn Dancer, bred by Glenn Brok. 


Brok and his wife Becky own Diamond 
B Farm in MohrsviUe, Pa., where Talent 
Search stands. Rohn With Olin is the 
second stakes winner for Talent Search, a 
multiple stakes winner and Grade-1 placed 
sprinter. Owners Ken and Sarah Ramsey 
retired the staUion to Diamond B, where he 
stood his first three seasons before being 
sent to the Ramsey’s farm in Nicholasvihe, 
Ky. Brok eventually purchased Talent 
Search and returned him to Diamond B. 

Bye Bye Katie Pie has a yearhng fuU- 
sister to Rohn With Ohn and a 2-year-old 
colt by Mad Flatter named Windcries. She 
did not have a foal this year but is back in 
foal to Talent Search. 

'We initiahy intended to seh Rohn With 
Ohn at the [Fasig-Tipton] Midlantic year¬ 
hng sale,” Brok said, "but ended up selhng 


him privately at our annual open house [in 
August]. We always reahy hked him, and are 
very happy he’s done so weh.” 

Rohn With Ohn was offered at auc¬ 
tion as a 2-year-old at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic May sale at Timonium, where he 
was purchased by Midwest Thoroughbreds 
from the consignment of Rod McVey for 
$38,000. 

The gelding began his career with 
a first-out victory at Parx Racing in 
September 2015 for the partnership of 
Midwest Thoroughbreds and Jagger Inc. 
After Ness and Midwest parted ways last 
season, Jagger Inc. became the primary 
owner of Rohn With Ohn. 

Rohn With Ohn, last of eight in an 
ahowance July 3 at Parx, has won four times 
and earned $132,019. At Diamond B, the 
Broks also stand the stahions Got the Last 
Laugh, Uptowncharlybrown (whose first 
foals race this year) and Echpticalsprahne. 

■ Peter Kazamias’ homebred Behrnik’s 
Bank burst on the scene in November 
2015 and created quite a stir. 

The Pennsylvania-bred daughter of 
Kazamias’ stahion Bank Heist, whom he 
stands at his Kaz Hih Farm in New York, 
humbled the competition in her first career 
start at Penn National, winning by I 8 V 2 
lengths in a maiden special weight for 
Pennsylvania-breds. 

Behrnik’s Bank proved her maiden 
blowout was no fluke, as she returned 
three weeks later at Penn National in the 
$75,000 Blue Mountain Juvenile Fihies 
Stakes against state-breds and romped 
again. She then was second, at 1-4 odds, 
in the $150,000 New York StalHon Series 
Stakes at Aqueduct, after which Kazamias 
was flooded with offers to buy her, as well 
as so many interview requests from report¬ 
ers that he stated "he was tired of talking 
about her.” 

One thing Kazamias did do, however, 
was drastically raise the stud fee of Bank 
Heist, a half-brother to champion Midnight 
Lute, from $2,500 to $10,000, based on the 
increased demand from mare owners and 
the success of his first crop. 

This year, for instance. Bank Heist 
has six runners, three winners and one 
stakes winner. Among those winners was 
Ignorant Heist, who captured a maiden 
special weight May 14 at Monmouth Park. 

After the New York Stallion Series, 
Kazamias put Behrnik’s Bank away for the 
winter and brought her back in another 
New York StaUion Series stakes AprU 23 at

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Aqueduct. She vied for the lead but faded 
to sixth, her first off-the-board finish. 

Resurfacing again June 11 at Penn 
National against state-breds in the $100,000 
New Start Stakes at 6 furlongs, the dark bay 
jumped out to the early lead and held off 
a late charge of Authoritative to win by 1 
length in 1:10.12. 

Behrnik’s Bank was foaled in Penn¬ 
sylvania at Kazamias’ satellite farm in 
AnnviUe. She is out of Behrnik, a stakes- 
placed daughter of Chimes Band who 
won 10 races and $385,513 for Kazamias, 
who also trained her. Behrnik foaled a fuU- 
brother to Behrnik’s Bank this spring, and 
also has a yearling fuU brother. 

Behrnik’s Bank, trained by Enrique 
Arroyo, has bankrolled $155,980 from five 
career starts. 

■ Timothy Thornton and Michael Cloonan’s 
She’s Lovely had no competition in her 
maiden-breaker June 3. Literally, no com¬ 
petition. 

Thanks to rainy weather, eight fillies 
and mares from the original nine-horse 
field scratched from a maiden special 
weight that was taken off the turf, leav¬ 
ing only She’s Lovely to gallop around the 
main track unchallenged, and pick up a 
quick $17,100 for her efforts. 

Apprentice Ashley Castrenze just had 
to hang on to be declared the winner, and 
after iyi6 miles in 1:48.24, She’s Lovely was 
a maiden no more. 

“I’ve been working in racing here or in 
other racing jurisdictions for 35 years, and 
I’ve never seen anything like this,” said Eric 
Johnston, Penn’s director of racing. “They 
don’t write operation manuals for things 
like this, so we were flying by the seat of 
our pants.” 

She’s Lovely, a 3-year-old Kentucky- 
bred daughter of Majesticperfection, is 
trained by Tom Proctor. #

Back on track 

Eclipse Award finalist I’m a Chatterbox 
romps in Obeah for first win of 2016

F letcher and Carolyn Gray’s I’m a 
Chatterbox breezed to an 8 !/ 2 -length 
victory in the $100,000 Obeah Stakes 
June 11. 

Racing in traffic early while about 
2 lengths off the pace set by Savings 
Account, I’m a Chatterbox made a three¬ 
wide bid for the lead around the far turn, 
took control and drew off with a flourish 
under Gabriel Saez. 

“We’re sitting good right now,” said 
winning trainer Larry Jones. “With the 
Delaware Handicap [run July 16] being 
a Grade 1 and worth three-quarters of a 
milli on dollars, I think we’U stay right here. 
We got a trip over the track, which was one 
advantage of staying here instead of going 
into the [Ogden] Phipps-Gl in New York. 


So we plan on staying home and I’m happy 
with the way this race is going to set her up 
for the Del ’Cap.” 

I’m a Chatterbox was a finahst for 
champion 3-year-old filly honors in 2015. 
She captured the CotiUion Stakes-Gl, Fair 
Grounds Oaks-G2, Rachel Alexandra 
Stakes-G3 and SilverbuUetday Stakes last 
season, while also placing in the Kentucky 
Oaks-Gl, Coaching Club American 
Oaks-Gl and Alabama Stakes-Gl. Prior to 
the Obeah, she started her 2016 campaign 
with a second in the Doubledogdare 
Stakes-G3 April 22 at Keeneland. 

As usual, Jones is off to a fast start at 
Delaware Park, winning 13 races and plac¬ 
ing eight times from 25 starts through July 
4. Jones scored back-to-back victories with 


Brereton Jones and B. Ned Jones’ home¬ 
bred Mason County in allowance races 
May 28 and June 29, and May 30 won an 
optional claimer with Woodward Racing, 
Becky Helmers and Nelson McMakin’s 
Bluegrass Beat, who benefltted from the 
disqualification of the winner. 

Mason County made his debut at Fair 
Grounds last season, without success. 
Given nearly three months off, the 3-year- 
old son of Haynesfield resurfaced in mid- 
March in New Orleans and found new hfe, 
speed-popping a large field in a maiden 
special weight at 1 mile. Jones gave Mason 
County another two months to regroup, 
and he won his first two Delaware starts. 

Mason County is out of the Orientate 
mare Daisy Mason, and is a half-brother 
to graded stakes-placed Harry’s Hohday, 
who was third in the Spiral Stakes-G3 
at Turfway Park and ran in the 2014 
Kentucky Derby. Harry’s Hohday won the 
96ROCK Stakes at Turfway, and earned 
$197,657. 

Bluegrass Beat, a 4-year-old son of 
Fusaichi Pegasus, broke his maiden in May 

2015 at Delaware, and then recorded two 
more victories before starting his 2016 
campaign in January with another win at 
Fair Grounds. In his 2016 Delaware debut 
May 30, he was put up to first place by the 
Delaware stewards as he was forced out 
near the quarter pole in the 1 -mile race 
by Hauler, who was disquahfied to third 
position. 

Bluegrass Beat, out of the multiple 
stakes-placed Lord Avie mare Beat the 
Band, increased his record to five wins 
from 15 starts, and $125,452. 

I Sagamore Farm’s Purpose of Life 
returned to the scene of her first victory 
and found the winner’s circle again May 25. 

The 4-year-old daughter of Mahbu 
Moon broke her maiden locaUy in October 
2015, and foUowed that up with three in- 
the-money finishes in allowance company 
at Laurel Park and Tampa Bay Downs. 

It wasn’t until Delaware opened for 

2016 that Purpose of Life was able to 
break through with another win. With 
Victor Carrasco aboard for trainer Horacio 
DePaz, Purpose of Life raUied on the far 
turn and took the lead in the stretch to 
draw away by 4 lengths in allowance com¬ 
pany going 1 mile and 70 yards. 

Purpose of Life, out of the Fusaichi 
Pegasus mare Chapena, was bred in 
Kentucky by Spendthrift Farm and pur¬ 
chased by Sagamore Farm for $220,000 
at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic May 2-year-

olds sale. Chapena is out of La Chaposa 
(Per), a champion 2-year-old filly and 
champion sprinter in her native country 
of Peru. La Chaposa is also dam of Grade 
1 winners You and I and Chaposa Springs. 

■ When Amenta Racing Stable’s Sir Rock- 
port captured an allowance test May 28, 
it represented the third generation of 
breeding for R. Larry Johnson, who owns 
Legacy Farm in Bluemont, Va. 

Bred in Virginia by Johnson, Sir Rock- 
port is out of the Partner’s Hero mare 
Wonderous Woman, who was bred and 
raced by Johnson. Wonderous Woman 
placed in the Jameela Stakes and earned 
$70,710 before joining his broodmare 
ranks. 

The dam of Wonderous Woman, 
Special Kell, was also bred and raced by 
Johnson. Special Kell, a foal of 1987, was 
a Maryland-bred daughter of Parfaitement 
who won six times, including the Very 
Subtle Breeders’ Cup Handicap, and 
earned $100,916. 

Sir Rockport broke his maiden in July 
2015 at Delaware Park, and has been a 
hard-knocking allowance type since, even 
making several forays into stakes competi¬ 
tion. In his allowance victory May 28, he 
ran down pacesetter Cowboy Prince late 
and won by 1 Va lengths for trainer Tim Ice 
and jockey Gabriel Saez. ^

Perseverance pays 
for jockey Gallardo 

Native of Spain finds success 
at Jersey Shore, Presque isie Downs

M other doesn’t always know best. 

“When I first came from Spain 
to the United States, it was really, 
really bad for the first year,” said Antonio 
Gallardo, who began at the South Florida 
tracks after being a riding sensation in his 
homeland. “Nobody wanted to give me a 
chance to ride, only to gallop. I felt so bad. 
I’m a jockey and I had no horses to ride. 
Nobody wanted to give me a shot and I 
kept feeling worse and worse. 

“I was doing so bad. I had no money. 
So my mom said. Why do you stay there 
when you were doing so good here? You’re 
crazy. You don’t have to show anybody 
who you are.’ She told me to come home.” 

Fortunately, the then 22-year-old didn’t 
heed his mom’s advice in 2009 and decided 
to stick it out. Now he’s sitting second in 
North America in total wins for the second 
straight year, has multiple record-breaking 
leading rider titles at Presque Isle Downs 
and Tampa Bay Downs, and is taking the 
Jersey Shore by storm in his initial season 
at Monmouth Park, where he had won 
four stakes races in the first two months. 

Jorge Navarro, Monmouth’s leading 
trainer the past three years and atop the 
leaderboard once again, gave Gallardo a 
leg up on three mounts through the end of 
June. He finished second in one stakes and 
then piloted David Gruskos’ Chubhcious 
to victory in the John J. Reilly Handicap for 
New Jersey-breds May 28. When awarded 
the return call in the Mr. Prospector Stakes 
against open company June 26, Gallardo 
got Chubhcious home first again in a race 
that incidentaUy, saw Navarro’s charges 
run 1-2-3 and Gruskos’ Visionary Ruler 
finish third. 

“He’s a powerful rider who wins aU the 
time, and he’s always in the right spot,” 
Navarro said. “Once you get that feehng 
of winning every day, hke the kid does, 
he’s going to put your horse in the right 
spot. We know the type of job he’s been 
doing for the last three years. He’s just 
amazing. He’s very respectful and he’s a 
hard worker.” 

GaUardo works seven days per week, 
sphtting time between Monmouth, which 
races Fridays through Sundays, and 
Presque Isle Downs, which runs on the 
other four, to not only ride in the after¬ 
noon and evenings but also work horses in 
the mornings. 

Accompanied by agent Mike Moran 
on the 450-mile and seven-hour, one-way 
drive between the two Mid-Atlantic tracks, 
GaUardo uses part of the commuting time 
to study his races and go over strategy. 
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Turf sprinter Indian Splendor (6) gets up in the final stride to nip Forest Funds 
in the Honey Bee Stakes for Castaway Stable and trainer Jason Servis. 


The homework pays off. Trainers based 
at tracks wherever he rides have noticed 
his work ethic, polite demeanor and intel¬ 
ligence, along with his good hands and 
good seat on a horse, and they appreciate 
that when he comes into the paddock, he’s 
prepared. 

“That’s my job, no? The owner pays me 
to do my best and I want to win for him or 
her,” said Gallardo, who recorded 320 wins 
last year, behind only three-time Eclipse 
Award winner Javier Castellano, and this 
year had 169 wins through July 3 to rank 
second behind Jose Ortiz. “No matter the 
horse or the race I always have to give my 
best. I have to see the \Dailj) Racing Form, 
I have to study the replays, I have to try 
to understand that horse so he gives me 
everything 100 percent in the stretch.” 

Gallardo rode the very swift Indian 
Splendor for trainer Jason Servis in 
Monmouth’s Honey Bee Stakes June 11 
for the first time and he got her to relax as 
she became a first time stakes winner. 

“That was a whole new dimension 
for her and I could be wrong but I think 
that’s going to make her a whole new fiUy 
because she is so fast and she’d always go 
to the front, but she’d be at the mercy of 
the pace and get stopped, or end up hang¬ 
ing on. But now that she can rate a little bit 
and punch. I’m really excited about that,” 
said Servis, who gave Gallardo a shot on 
the advice of agent Cory Moran, who 
represents Paco Lopez and Joe Bravo and 
happens to be Mike Moran’s brother. 

When Servis put Gallardo on Fuzzy 
Muzzle, the barn pet and leading consumer 
of carrots and mints, in the Dan Horn 
Handicap June 18 at Monmouth, it pro¬ 
duced another winner’s circle photo. 


Servis said he planned to use Gallardo 
when he runs a horse at Saratoga Race 
Course this year instead of picking some¬ 
one from the top-echelon New York riding 
colony. 

“I am hoping for a different door to 
open now that I’ve started riding for dif¬ 
ferent trainers, and winning for them,” 
said GaUardo, who turned 29 July 18 and 
has ridden horses for Todd Fletcher and 
Kiaran McLaughlin at Monmouth during 
the meet and was aboard multiple graded 
stakes winner and 2014 Canadian Horse of 
the Year Lexie Lou when Mark Casse ran 
her at Tampa Bay Downs this past winter. 

Through July 3 GaUardo was just 22 
victories away from reaching the milestone 
of 1,000 North American wins, although 


he is stiU seeking his first graded stakes 
score. 

“He is talented and he’s certainly made 
his mark at Monmouth,” said Jane CibeUi, 
Monmouth’s leading trainer in 2012. “He 
rides the turf weU. I Uke him. He’s ridden 
some races for me at Tampa the last couple 
of years and he towers above that colony 
there. HopefuUy, he can take that next step 
forward and be on to bigger and better 
racetracks. Maybe he can make that step 
to New York somewhere down the road. 
When you put him in with better riders 
that wiU be the test. At Monmouth there 
are good riders. I don’t know if he fits 
in with the [Javier] CasteUanos and [Joel] 
Rosarios of the world, but you don’t know 
until you try.”

Try Gallardo will. 

“It’s like I told my mom, I don’t have 
to show anybody I want to show myself 
because I know I can do it. I know I am 
hard working. I have the dream,” said 
GaUardo, who plans to take his first vaca¬ 
tion at the conclusion of the Monmouth 
and Presque Isle meets to travel home 
and visit the family he hasn’t seen in three 
years. “Thank God everything changed 
from when I first came to Miami. Now 
my family knows there is not one jockey 
from Spain who has ever done what I am 
doing here. In Spain I am in the news. In 
my school, there is a huge picture of me. 
When you go back and see that it makes 
you feel pretty good.” 

Moran said that having his brother, 
Cory, represent Bravo, the established king 
of the colony who often rides in graded 
stakes races around the country, and Paco 
Lopez, the runaway leading rider over the 
last several years, is a bonus for Gallardo. 

“It’s good to have my brother around 
because sometimes he gets doubled and 
tripled, and maybe Bravo is out of town, 
so everything falls into place for Antonio,” 
said Mike Moran. “Everything is clicking 
for Antonio now. The horses are running 
good for him and he just wins.” 

Said Gallardo, who is well aware of 
long-established relationships between 
owners and trainers and riders and knows 
where loyalties lie, “I am very appreciative 
of everybody who is giving me a shot at 
Monmouth. It’s hard for a new jockey to 
come in, and I am so thankful for every 
opportunity.” 

I Navarro and Servis were not the only 
trainers with stakes doubles at Monmouth. 

Todd Pletcher, who maintains a division 
on the grounds, won two in June, but both 
of his scores were of the graded stakes 
variety. 

Pletcher took the Grade 3 Pegasus, the 
final local prep for the $1 million William 
Hill Haskell Invitational Stakes-Gl, with 
Donegal Racing’s Donegal Moon June 
19 and came back the next weekend to 
win the Eatontown Stakes-G3 with Siena 
Farms’ homebred Isabella Sings, her sec¬ 
ond Monmouth stakes win this year. 

Joe Bravo, aboard Donegal Moon got 
his third stakes win of the meet, and 
Isabella Sings was ridden by Lopez, who 
was tied with Gallardo for most stakes 
wins (four) for the season. ^

Bought as a racing prospect in 2015, 
Edisto Bay wins pair for Bran Jam Stable

T he partnership of Michael Mellen’s 
Bran Jam Stable and trainer Lou 
Linder Jr. have fared well at Parx 
Racing the last few years. Two-time allow¬ 
ance winner and $79,869-earner Edisto 
Bay kept things rolling this spring. 

A 4-year-old Pennsylvania-bred son of 
Bullsbay, who stands at Northview PA in 
Peach Bottom, Edisto Bay was plucked out 
of the 2015 OBS winter mixed by Linder 
for $72,000, where he was entered as an 
unraced horse of racing age. 

“At the time, Todd Pletcher had another 
good Bullsbay running [BuUheaded Boy, 
a stakes-placed earner of $326,469] and I 
liked Edisto Bay physically,” said Linder, a 
native of northeast Philadelphia who has 
been training at Parx since 1977. “When 
the bidding started, there was somebody 
else interested in him and so I had to 
go over budget to get him, but it’s really 
worked out.” 

Edisto Bay, owned by Bran Jam and 
David Clark, broke his maiden at Parx in 
September 2015, and has competed in the 
allowance ranks ever since. He scored a 
neck victory against fellow Pennsylvania- 
breds May 16, and then wheeled back May 
30 in an open allowance worth $66,768, in 
which he overcame bumping at the break 
to rally down the stretch and win going 
away. The E/i 6-mile race was originally 
scheduled for the turf 

“I tried to play weatherman,” Linder 
said. “But I would have kept him in the 
race had it stayed on the turf He will run 
well on grass, because he likes a tight, hard 
track.” 

Overall, Edisto Bay has won three races 
from 14 starts, and $163,748. 

MeUen, who operates Bran Jam Stable 
with different partners at tracks on both 
coasts, owns Town Fair Tire, which has 
nearly 100 locations across New England. 
His wife Valerie and daughter Dawn are 


also involved with the stable, and Dawn 
is the president of After the Finish Line, 
an organization that raises money and 
provides grants to Thoroughbred charities. 

H David Dotolo may not be a household 
name among the Parx training colony, 
but he’s been quietly plying his trade on 
the Bensalem backstretch for nearly two 
decades and saddled several good horses 
during that period. 

The latest Dotolo trainee to visit the 
winner’s circle is Repentant, a Pennsylvania- 
bred son of Ecclesiastic who took a 
$70,140 off-the-turf allowance going 5 
furlongs May 30 under Javier Felix Jr. 

Owned and bred by the Northcote 
Stable of Robert Gordon, Repentant took 


16 tries before breaking his maiden in 
December 2014, but then was a frequent 
entrant in rich Parx allowance races the 
last two years, earning $50,785 in 2015 and 
$53,300 through July 5 in 2016. 

Dotolo, a native of Malden, Mass., a 
small town about seven miles north of 
Boston, began working in racing with 
some of his uncle’s horses at Suffolk 
Downs. 

“My whole life has been spent with 
horses,” Dotolo said. “At one point, I 
thought I might like to be an auto mechan¬ 
ic, but it really wasn’t for me. I wanted to 
work with the horses, and be at the race¬ 
track, and that’s how it’s turned out. I’ve 
never regretted it.” 

Dotolo worked with top New England 
trainer Dan Hasbany, and made his first trip 
to Parx Racing (then called Philadelphia 
Park) when Hasbany began sending strings 
of horses there in the late 1970s. Hasbany 
earned the Philadelphia Park training 
crown in 1978, and continued to ship to 
Bensalem throughout the 1980s. 

Dotolo eventually settled permanently 
near Philadelphia Park, and went out on 
his own in 1994 with the support of 
Northcote’s Gordon, his primary owner. 
Gordon, a real-estate investor who hails 
from New Hampshire, was the owner of 
the former Nashua Mall in Nashua.

Gordon’s breeding program has pro¬ 
duced a long line of stakes and allowance 
winners, many descending from his stakes- 
winning broodmare Nasherrico, including 
Vikki Slew, winner of the 2001 Steve Van 
Buren Handicap at Philadelphia Park, and 
stakes-placed Nash’s Prospect, the dam of 
Repentant. 

Repentant is a half-brother to Sweet as 
You Are, a daughter of Mecke who won 
the 2012 Mrs. Penny Stakes at Parx Racing 
and earned $325,344. 


■ Last year’s Alphabet Soup Handicap 
winner, M-Z Racing Partnership’s Uncle 
Dave, scored his first victory of 2016 when 
he triumphed in a May 28 optional claimer. 

The 6-year-old son of Langfuhr failed 
to win in three starts after the Alphabet 
Soup, but got the job done in the 1-mile 
and 70-yard turf test. Uncle Dave, in for a 
$40,000 tag, led aU the way under Anthony 
Salgado while racing in the four path, 
repulsing several challenges that included a 
stout bid from Saffron Hall in midstretch, 
before edging away at the wire. 

Bred by Nelson Clemmons in Penn¬ 
sylvania, Uncle Dave is out of the Cozzene 
mare Party Queen and has won eight times 
from 41 starts, earning $315,346. 

■ Lemon Strudel gave a sweet perfor¬ 
mance May 28 when she came from far off 
the pace to win a 5-furlong turf allowance 
with a $72,072 purse. 

The 5-year-old Pennsylvania-bred 
daughter of Pennsylvania stallion Rimrod, 
owned and bred by RH Breeding (formerly 
known as Rocky HiU Group), lagged in 
sixth early but turned on the afterburn¬ 
ers late to power past longshot Haunted 
Vision and hit the wire a head better 
than the rallying Zensational Merry, with 
Haunted Vision hanging on for third. 

The whopping purse yielded a first- 
place check of $42,840 for Lemon Strudel’s 
connections. With a second place finish 
next out in state-bred allowance competi¬ 
tion June 25, she boosted her career earn¬ 
ings to $182,640 from 28 starts. 


Lemon Strudel is trained by Suzanne 
Jenkins, the first registered female Thor¬ 
oughbred trainer in Pennsylvania and a vet¬ 
eran of the Parx stable area. She has been 
such a part of the fabric of the Bensalem 
backstretch that her two children were 
baptized in the recreation haU that served 
as the chaplain’s office many years ago. 
Jenkins’s father, Edwin Hineman, a deputy 
secretary of revenue under Gov. Raymond 
Shafer, was one of the people who brought 
flat racing to Pennsylvania. 

I Another good horse has emerged from 
the first small crop of New York sire 
Bank Heist as 3-year-old Grande Heist 
rebounded from his first unsuccessful start 
at Aqueduct to score a UZ-length victory in 
a Pennsylvania-bred maiden special weight 
May 23. 

Trained by Enrique Arroyo for owner/ 
breeder Peter Kazamias, Grande Heist 
was devoid of early speed in the 5 / 2 -fur- 
long race, lagging in sixth early. He rallied 
around the turn, surged in the stretch 
and was in front inside the eighth pole. 
Jockey Inoel Beato just offered the mild¬ 
est encouragement and the gelding strode 
under the wire. 

Grande Heist, sixth in the Danzig 
Stakes and third in an allowance in sub¬ 
sequent starts, is out of the stakes-placed 
Adonis mare Fuego Grande. Bank Heist, 
who stands at Kazamias’s Kaz Hill Farm 
in New York, has three winners from 
six starters, including the stakes-winning 
Pennsylvania-bred filly Behrnik’s Bank. ^

Owner Moore makes splash in stakes 
with first purchase Queen Caroline

G oing to a sale and buying a racehorse 
for the first time can be intimidating, 
at least for most people. Amy Moore, 
clearly, isn’t most people. 

When she was younger, Moore rode 
and broke ponies, she show-jumped and, 
in her early 20s, she began galloping race¬ 
horses. While in college, Moore landed a 
summer job at Delaware Park exercising 
horses for Del Carroll. The trainer had a 
horse named Bee Bee Bee, who’d won the 
Preakness a few years earher in 1972. 

That was, let’s say, a while ago. Moore 
also rode other people’s horses, includ¬ 
ing those of Faye and Jim Little, who ran 
Pegasus-Meadowbrook Stables in Chevy 
Chase, Md. The Littles pinhooked, as well, 
and Moore occasionally helped them out 
at the sales. 


Moore loved horses but, as the daughter 
of an English professor at North Carolina 
State University, academic expectations 
were high. Moore had lofty professional 
goals of her own and made a decision that 
no one could reasonably criticize. 

“I found it necessary to earn a hving, 
so I went to law school,” she said. “I’ve 
been practicing as a lawyer in Washington, 
DC., for the past 30 some-odd years. . . I 
occasionally came back to the sport but as 
I became engaged in the practice of law, I 
had less and less time to spend on horse 
related activities.” 

Moore graduated from the University 
of Virginia School of Law in 1983, and 
she was on her way. She is senior counsel 
for a major firm in DC., advising some of 
the world’s largest multinational compa¬ 


nies on tax, health care and employment 
law. Moore is ranked as one of the top 20 
employee benefits lawyers in the country. 

The success she’s enjoyed allowed 
Moore to begin exploring a hfe-long dream: 
owning and racing horses. So, in 2014, she 
decided to go ahead and try to buy one, 
or two. When she arrived at Keeneland 
for that year’s September yearhng sale, she 
was alone; no trainer, no bloodstock agent, 
nothing. 

Moore looked around and found sev¬ 
eral horses she hked. Her favorite was a 
well-built Virginia-bred daughter of Blame 
out of the stakes-winning Forestry mare 
Queens Plaza. 

“This fiUy,” Moore said, ’’was just an 
outstanding, athletic looking fiUy She was, 
to my way of thinking, just very well bal¬ 
anced, very light on her feet, very correct 
and beautiful. I thought she was one of the 
nicest ones there.” 

Despite having never purchased a 
horse before, Moore confidently laid down 
$170,000 for the fiUy By the end of the 
sale, Moore’s stable would grow to two 
(the other being a $120,000 Kentucky- 
bred Awesome Again filly), both with 
pedigree to potentially become attractive 
broodmares. 

But the work had just begun. Moore, 
remember, stiU needed a trainer. She had 
long admired Michael Matz, dating back 
to his Olympic equestrian days. The only 
problem was that Moore didn’t actually 
know Matz personally. Fortunately for 
Moore, Wayne and Susie Chatfield-Taylor 
did know Matz. 

The Chatfield-Taylors own Morgan’s 
Ford Farm in Front Royal, Va., and bred 
the Blame fiUy that Moore had purchased 
at the sale. Moore now had an in. She was 
introduced to Matz and the trainer clearly 
hked Moore’s style and her taste in horses. 

“She bought this horse, picked it out, 
did ah the work,” Matz said. “She said, 
would you hke to train her?’ And I said, 
yes.’” 

When it came to naming the fiUy, 
Moore went with Queen Carohne. It was 
a tribute to Carohne of Brunswick, who 
famously refused to grant a divorce to her 
husband King George IV after he, and 
others, falsely accused Carohne of adultery. 
As a daughter of Blame out of Queen’s 
Plaza, the name couldn’t have been more 
appropriate. 

Queen Carohne debuted last August at 
Saratoga and finished last of 10 in a dirt 
sprint. Her second start was another try 
over the dirt, at Belmont, and she again

finished last. But Moore and Matz were far 
from discouraged; the plan for the filly was 
to run her on the turf and, once they did, 
she immediately showed marked improve¬ 
ment. 

After consecutive seconds on the grass 
at Gulfstream Park and Keeneland to 
kick off 2016, Queen Caroline broke her 
maiden by a neck at Pimlico May 21. It 
was enough for Matz to enter her in the 
$60,000 Nellie Mae Cox Stakes, a lVi6-mile 
turf race for Virginia-breds June 25 at 
Pimlico. 

“I thought she was in a good spot 
there,” Matz said. “Ever since we put her 
on the turf, she has been pretty consistent. 
It was a nice maiden win she had, so I was 
hoping she’d run back to that form.” 

Moore’s fiUy met and exceeded all 
expectations, despite landing the widest 
post in a field of 12. Under Alex Cintron, 
Queen Caroline managed to work out a 
good spot in the two-path, just off the 
pace, throughout the race and made a 
sweeping move turning for home to take 
the lead. She would have to battle paceset¬ 
ter Hooligan and fend off Secret Or Not in 
the stretch, but in the end Queen Caroline 
crossed the line a length ahead of Secret 
Or Not in 1:42.41. 

It was instant validation for Moore who, 
in her first attempt at purchasing a horse at 
sale, picked out a stakes winner. 

“It felt very good. It was a big relief,” 
she said. “It’s true that most owners have a 
bloodstock agent helping them pick horses. 
I chose not to got that route. I wanted to 
pick my own so that I was relying on my 
own judgment of the horses’ ability, and 
putting my judgment up against that of 
professionals who are very much more 
experienced than I was. So, it was exciting 
to have some indication that I was able to 
compete in that arena. It’s mostly luck, but 
it was nice to have some success with the 
first horse that I bought. It was a big thrill.” 

More thrills could lay ahead, both 
with Queen Caroline and Moore’s other 
Keeneland purchase, who was unraced 
through early July. Her name, curiously, is 
Beginner’s Luck. 

Moore, 62, is on a “glide path to retire¬ 
ment” and she couldn’t possibly be flying 
any smoother in her first ownership ven¬ 
ture. The next phase of her plan involves 
breeding, for which she recently purchased 
the farm of Susie and Dr. Pug Hart in 
Millwood, Va. As it turns out. Dr. Hart 
was the man who vetted the horses Moore 
purchased at the sale back in 2014. 

“It’s a small world,” Moore said.

There was no immediate plan for 
Queen Caroline’s next race. Matz said he 
would explore several options and hkely 
enter the filly in an allowance or a 3-year- 
old stakes race. Moore, her ambitions not 
to be underestimated, is understandably 
looking forward to big things from Queen 
Caroline. 

“Clearly, I’d hke to see her race suc¬ 
cessfully in open stakes races, races that 
aren’t restricted to Virginia-breds,” Moore 
said. “That might be several steps down 
the road. Since I’m hoping to eventually 
retire her as a broodmare, it would be nice 
to have some black-type on her catalogue 
page.” 

STAKES SWEEP 

Michael Horning has a 10-horse stable. 
For him to run two horses in the same day 
is a rarity. So imagine what it felt hke when 
Horning and his wife Debbie raced two of 
their homebreds at Pimhco on June 25 — 
and won stakes races with both horses. 

“It’s something I never thought would 
happen,” Horning said. “I don’t know how 
we top it.” 

The couple’s stakes double started with 
the fifth race on the card, the $75,000 Ah 
Brandy Stakes for Maryland-bred fihies 
and mares going IVs miles on the turf 
The Hornings had run Debbie’s Tude in 
the race every year since 2014 but she’d 
never finished better than fourth. This year 
would be different. 

Debbie’s Tude, a 5-year-old daughter of 
Aptitude, took the lead early, set loose and 
comfortable sphts, and never rehnquished 
the lead, despite a late charge by Sagamore 
Farm’s race favorite Ginger N Rye, who 
closed to finish within a head at the wire. 

“We thought we had a hve shot because 
she was the lone speed in the race,” 
Horning said. “I thought that we were 
going to be in the front, the question was 
for how long. When she crossed the finish 
hne, I jumped up in the air and said, we 
won, we won.’ ” 

The victory meant even more for the 
Hornings because Debbie’s Tude was one 
of the first horses they’d ever bred. She’s 
out of a Silver Charm mare, Debbie’s 
Diamond, whom the couple purchased for 
$50,000 as a yearling in 2005 at Keeneland. 

Debbie’s Diamond has a special story 
of her own. She got her name after Debbie 
Horning, when given the choice of either 
a new diamond ring or racehorse, made a 
tough decision. 


“We bought the horse, instead of 
the diamond, so I named her Debbie’s 
Diamond,” Horning said. 

In Debbie’s Diamond, the Hornings 
had their first chip. The fiUy, and soon to 
be broodmare, set it motion a long-term 
plan, which was reahzed through Debbie’s 
Tude. 

'We’ve always been Maryland-focused 
people,” Horning said. “Our objective was 
always to go to Kentucky, buy some weU- 
bred fiUies, bring them back to Maryland, 
race them, breed them and then produce 
Maryland-breds.” 

The Hornings now had a Maryland- 
bred stakes winner. For Debbie’s Tude, it 
was her third career score over the Pimhco 
turf and her sixth career win overall for 
career earnings of $166,043. 

Coming into the day, the Hornings 
would’ve been happy with an in-the-mon- 
ey finish with Debbie’s Tude. In truth, 
they were more excited about the pros¬ 
pects of their other 5-year-old homebred, 
Eyeplayeveryday, in the $75,000 Find 
Stakes —a race for Maryland-breds going 
the same IVs miles on the turf 

Eyeplayeveryday is out of the Touch 
Gold mare Gimme the Gold. The 
Hornings purchased Gimme the Gold for 
$100,000 at Keeneland in 2006, and she 
eventually joined Debbie’s Diamond in the 
Horning’s broodmare band. In 2010, she 
was bred to Jazil—who, hke Touch Gold, 
was a Belmont Stakes-Gl winner-and the 
end result was Eyeplayeveryday. 

Plagued by bad racing luck and injuries, 
Eyeplayeveryday had only raced once since 
last August, when he finished second in 
the 2015 Find Stakes. The horse that beat 
him, HiUwood Stable’s 2015 Maryland- 
bred champion turf horse Phlash Phelps, 
would be sent off as the heavy favorite in 
2016 running of the Find Stakes. 


Under jockey Feargal Lynch, Eyeplay¬ 
everyday raced just to the outside of 
Phlash Phelps early, keeping him bottled 
up in tight quarters on the rail. Turning 
for home, Eyeplayeveryday began to drift 
out, eventually leaving a wide opening 
for Phlash Phelps to shoot through. The 
favorite momentarily took the lead but 
Eyeplayeveryday re-raUied to take the lead 
in deep stretch, and then held off a fast¬ 
closing Enghsh Minister by a neck. 

Eyeplayeveryday survived a tight photo. 
He also made it through a long inquiry and 
objection stemming from him drifting out 
in the stretch. The race was run in 1:49.61, 
and the final three-eighths of a mile were 
clicked off in a swift :35.12. 

Despite Eyeplayeveryday being briefly 
passed in the stretch by Phlash Phelps, 
Horning’s confidence never wavered. 

“If you look at the races he’s run, when 
he gets to the front, horses don’t go by 
him,” Horning said. “If you watch him 
gallop out, he never lets those horses get 
by him. He’s always in front.” 

For the second time in three races, the 
Hornings found themselves in the win¬ 
ner’s circle at Pimlico. With them was Bill 
Komlo, Debbie’s father, and trainer of the 
couple’s horses. 

“We were overjoyed,” Komlo said. 
“Our horses performed well and they were 
both tough races. They fought the battle 
and won both of them.” 

Komlo, 81, has been an owner and 
trainer for parts of five decades. He’s won 
stakes races before but never two in the 
same day. In addition to training for the 
Hornings, Komlo also owns and trains 
horses under Tanterra Stable with his other 
daughter Wendy and his son Drew. 

On the other side of the family, Michael 
Horning’s father was also heavily involved 
in the sport, buying his first horse in 1968. 
Michael and Debbie have three children 
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M and D Stable doubled on Mid-Atlantic Day with Maryland-bred stakes wins by Debbie’s Tude

and saw horse ownership and breeding 
as “something to do” when their kids got 
older. 

The Hornings operation has continued 
to grow over the years and they now have 
three mares and could soon be joined by 
Debbie’s Tude. Her dam has foaled three 
runners and all three are winners, including 
a 3-year-old filly named If I Was a Boy who 
broke her maiden in April at Laurel. The 
Hornings and Komlo have high hopes for 
her and several other homebreds on their 
way to the track. 

“This is probably the best group of 
horses weVe had in quite a while,” Komlo 


said. “In addition to the two that won the 
stakes, there are some young horses that 
are going to be pretty productive. So, the 
future looks pretty good.” 

MULTIPLE CROWNS 

Kieron Magee takes pride in being 
known as a “redeemer” of lost racehorses. 
The trainer has made a name out of claim¬ 
ing horses with diminished form and then, 
somehow, turning them into winners again. 

Take, for example, Billy the BuU. A 
multiple allowance winner in New York in 
2014, the now 6-year-old Holy Bull gelding 
had gone totally cold. He’d won just twice 


from his 11 starts since his run of victories 
in New York and he’d dropped down to 
the claiming ranks at Laurel. 

Magee saw potential. He also noticed 
that the gelding did his best running in 
2014 on the turf So, Magee claimed BiUy 
the Bull for $5,000 in April. In his very 
first start for Magee, on the turf at Laurel, 
BiUy the BuU reversed his form and won 
by 3 lengths. 

“We’ve now run him five times and he’s 
had four wins,” Magee said. “His last three 
races on a firm turf course, five-eighths on 
the grass, he’s just so quick out of the gate 
and he opens up on them and they can’t 
catch up to him.” 

BiUy the BuU accounted for two of 
Magee’s meet-leading 14 victories at 
PimUco. Jamie Ness, who won last year’s 
training title at PimUco, finished second 
this year with 11 wins. It was Magee’s sec¬ 
ond PimUco training title in three years and 
he also won the preceding winter-spring 
meet at Laurel Park. 

“PimUco is my home and to win PimUco 
means so much to me,” Magee said. “I 
love those old classy horses. Just give me 
a horse with some back-class and just get 
them happy. I get them happy and a lot of 
them can rewind some of their best form.” 

On the rider front, Trevor McCarthy 
stayed on form by foUowing up his Laurel 
winter-spring meet tide with another riding 
crown at PimUco. He was propeUed to the 
top of the standings when he took down 
six races in his final two days of riding at 
the meet. 

McCarthy finished the meet with 29 
wins. Victor Carrasco and Jevian Toledo 
tied for second with 26 wins. Back in 
fourth was Feargal Lynch with 25 victories 
in his first fuU Maryland meet. 

MCA Racing Stable took home leading 
owner honors with five wins. HiUwood 
Stable and The Elkstone Group each had 
four wins. 

The Maryland Jockey Club reported 
that average daUy handle for the PimUco 
meet was up nearly 22 percent for the 
28-day meeting. The track brought in $6.3 
mUUon per day in 2016, which was up from 
the $5.2 miUion in daily handle during the 
37-day 2015 PimUco meet. 

The MJC attributed the sharp increase 
in handle, in part, to a record-breaking 
Preakness day handle of $94.1-miUion. 

Average field sizes at PimUco in 2016 
did lag sUghtly behind 2015. The recenfiy 
completed stand saw an average field size 
of 8.05, compared to 8.21 last year.

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Weather Beater 

Longshot Stormofthecentury upsets 
Karl Boyes for owner/trainer Ruberto

I t’s too bad Lou Ruberto isn’t a betting 
man. If he was, he could’ve added to 
the purse money he took down when 
his horse, Stormofthecentury, went gate- 
to-wire winning the $100,000 Karl Boyes 
Memorial Stakes. 

Despite his gelding’s 25-1 price at post 
time for the June 20 stakes, Ruberto felt 
fairly confident coming into the 5 !/ 2 -fur¬ 
long event. That, despite the fact that his 
8-year-old gelding hadn’t won a stakes 
since the 2013 Turf Monster Handicap-G3 
at Parx Racing. But Stormofthecentury had 
experienced trip trouble in recent races, 
and had recently drilled successive bullet 
works. 

In the Karl Boyes, Stormofthecentury 
jumped out to a quick lead and he would 
remain on top at every point of caU. He 


didn’t get any breathers through quick 
splits, either. 

“Between the three-eighths and quar¬ 
ter-pole, right around the middle of the 
turn, I see him prick his ears up,” Ruberto 
said. “When I saw his ears pricked up, I 
knew they weren’t beating him. I know my 
horse. I said, ‘they ain’t beating this horse 
today.’” 

Ruberto was right. Stormofthecentury 
won by 2 lengths from 9-5 favorite Good 
Bye Greg. Rapid Dan was a neck back in 
third. 

“The horse just reaUy came around,” 
Ruberto said. “We kind of laughed about 
that 25-1 because when he won the Turf 
Monster at Parx, he was 25-1 that day.” 

In fact, Stormofthecentury had been 
an even larger 28-1 longshot that day three 


years earlier when he’d beaten, among oth¬ 
ers, Ben’s Cat. 

Ruberto, 64, has been training since 
the early 1970s. He started off in his 
native Massachusetts, running at tracks like 
Lincoln Downs and Narragansett Park. 
Once the latter shut down in 1978, Ruberto 
moved his operation to Pennsylvania, 
where he met his wife Sharon. 

Together, the couple eventually moved 
to New Jersey, and they continued to race 
horses in the region. During their time in 
New Jersey, Ruberto’s best year saw him 
win 14 races and $125,380 in 1993. Seven 
years later, he picked up and moved again. 

In 2000, the Rubertos settled on a farm 
in West Point, Ohio. They’ve lived there 
ever since, along with their horses. The 
family racing team includes their son Lou 
and daughter-in-law Jen. 

“I was always a small outfit,” Ruberto 
said. “I always had six to eight horses. But 
now, my farm, it’s a family farm. It’s me, my 
wife, my son and my daughter-in-law. We 
aU work together.” 

As a family, they’ve seen Stormofthe¬ 
century grow. The horse was purchased 
by Ruberto and Beechwood Racing Stable 
(Ruberto is now the sole owner) as a 
yearling in Ocala back in 2009 for a mere 
$1,700. Stormofthecentury was consigned 
by the University of Florida Equine 
Sciences Program, which also bred the 
gelding in the name of the University of 
Florida Foundation. 

His sire. Dark Kestrel (later purchased 
as a stallion by Ruberto), posted just one 
win from two starts in his racing career. 
Stormofthecentury was out of an equal¬ 
ly obscure and unproven Blue Buckaroo 
mare named As of Now. Despite the mod¬ 
est pedigree, Ruberto detected a tenacity 
in Stormofthecentury that would persist 
throughout the years. 

“I’ve had this horse his whole racing 
career,” he said. “He’s got a heart as big 
as his body, that horse. He just don’t quit. 
When a horse heads him, he’ll fight right to 
the end. He wiU not let a horse go by him.” 

As he’d done so many times before, 
especially when sprinting on the turf or 
synthetic, Stormofthecentury refused to 
give up a lead in the Karl Boyes. The vic¬ 
tory was his 10th from 32 career starts and 
bumped his earnings total to $553,728. 

The only negative for Ruberto was that 
he stopped betting years ago and said he 
“wouldn’t want to jinx” his horses by start¬ 
ing to wager again. After all, $60,000 in 
purse money is plenty to get by on, espe-

cially from a horse to which hardly anyone 
had given a chance. 

DISCO BARBIE FINDS FOOTING 

She’s gotten feistier, maybe even a little 
nastier, with age. But some things haven’t 
changed with Disco Barbie. At 6 years 
old, she proved she still loves the Tapeta 
Footings surface at Presque Isle, winning 
for the fifth time over the track in the 
$100,000 Satin and Lace Stakes June 19. 

It was at the Erie oval two years ago that 
Disco Barbie came within a half length 
of winning the track’s most prestigious 
race, the Presque Isle Downs Masters 
Stakes-G2. Instead, she finished second 
and it marked the beginning of a 10-race 
losing streak that didn’t end until Disco 
Barbie returned to Presque Isle to win an 
allowance race this past May. 

The allowance victory came in Disco 
Barbie’s second start of 2016, after she’d 
been out 11 months following a runner-up 
finish in last year’s Satin and Lace Stakes. 

“She kind of got bounced off the rail 
a couple of times and, after the race, she 
wasn’t right,” said trainer Dale Capuano. 
“There was nothing we could pinpoint but 
she just wasn’t right. We decided to give 
her plenty of time off, bring her back and 
see how she was this year. Obviously, she’s 
come back very well.” 

The comeback was made whole in this 
year’s Satin and Lace. Under leading jockey 
Antonio Gallardo, Disco Barbie sat off a 
pace of :22.12 and :44.88 set by longshot 
Granny’s Drink. Disco Barbie made her 
move turning for home, took over and 
held on to win by a neck over even-money 
race favorite Cactus Kris in 1:03.14. 

“We thought that the race would set 
up where she’d be off the pace somewhat 
because there was a lot of speed in the 
race,” Capuano said. “As usual, I had to 


worry about her getting a trip through 
there. So, it worked out this time very well.” 

Owned by Diane Manning, Disco 
Barbie increased her earnings to $441,536. 
The win moved the mare’s record at 
Presque Isle to a stellar 8-5-3-0. When 
she’s run elsewhere, she’s 2-for-15 through 
July 7. 

“She’s a good, big, strong, nice looking 
fiUy,” Capuano said of the Kentucky-bred 
daughter of Pure Prize. “She’s a little nasty 
around the barn. She’s an aggressive type, 
which is good. It helps her race better, I 
believe. She doesn’t try to hurt you but she 
let’s you know she’s there. She runs the 
barn. So, that’s her personality, which is just 
fine by us.” 

Capuano hopes Disco Barbie can 
keep channeling her mean streak into 
September, when she’ll again be given a 
chance in the Masters. 

Weah, that’ll be our goal this year,” he 
said. “So, hopefully we can get her in top 
form by the time the Masters comes up. 
Hopefully, we can get lucky in that race.” 

CLOSE CALL, EASY VICTORY 

Winning the $100,000 Tom Ridge 
Stakes was no problem for Bear Stables’ 
Noholdingback Bear. The hard part for the 
colt’s connections was actually making it to 
Presque Isle Downs for the race. 

'We cut it a little close,” said trainer 
Mike De Paulo. 

That was putting it mildly. Noholding¬ 
back Bear’s jockey Eurico Rosa Da Silva had 
just ridden another horse named Where’s 
the Widget to victory in a stakes race— 
at Woodbine. That race had gone off at 
4:39 p.m., and the Tom Ridge was sched¬ 
uled to run at around 7 p.m. 

Already on a tight schedule. Da Silva, 
De Paulo and several others had their 
flight delayed from Toronto to Erie. Once 


they finally took off and landed, about an 
hour before race time, they couldn’t find 
the car that had been sent to pick them up. 
They scrambled and finally got a ride to 
the track, as post time for the Tom Ridge 
approached. 

“We basically ran to the paddock, 
tacked the horse up and that was it,” De 
Paulo said. “We made it but we didn’t get a 
chance to check out too much of Presque 
Isle, unfortunately.” 

As Da Silva loaded into the gate with 
Noholdingback Bear, De Paulo tried to 
scope out a spot to watch the race. He 
didn’t even have time to do that. 

The gates sprung open and, although De 
Paulo could hardly see it, Noholdingback 
Bear jumped out to an easy lead and 
wired the field in 1:08.16. Back in sec¬ 
ond was Holding Gold, ridden by Patrick 
Husbands, who had also been aboard the 
frantic fiight in from Toronto. 

Later on, De Paulo finally caught his 
breath and got to watch a replay of the 
race. 

“Da Silva pretty much let him roll from 
the time the gate opened. He put him in 
front and he kind of just stayed there,” he 
said. “It was a great ending, that’s for sure.” 

For Noholdingback Bear, the emphatic 
win was a second consecutive stakes vic¬ 
tory. He’d previously won the Woodstock 
Stakes over the Tapeta at Woodbine by 
414 lengths. The horse shipped back to 
Toronto after the Tom Ridge and won yet 
another race at Woodbine, an allowance 
July 1, to improve his record to four wins 
from eight starts and $242,129 in earnings. 

Bred in Kentucky by Jerry Jamgotchian, 
the 3-year-old son of Put It Back was pur¬ 
chased by Bear Stables as a short yearling at 
the 2014 Keeneland January horses of all 
ages sale for $25,000. He won his debut at 
Woodbine by 5y4 lengths and then finished 
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second in the Juvenile Dirt Sprint Stakes 
on last year’s Breeders’ Cup Saturday at 
Keeneland Race Course. 


Hopes were high for the colt com¬ 
ing into 2016. He started the year at 
Gulfstream Park with a runner-up finish 


in the Hutcheson Stakes-G3 and then 
finished fourth in the Swale Stakes-G2. 
Noholdingback Bear followed those 
efforts up with another second in the 
Texas Glitter Stakes. 

The results at Gulfstream were mixed. 
Since then, however, Noholdingback Bear 
has won three in a row, including the two 
stakes-all on Tapeta. 

“We don’t know if he’s just that much 
better on synthetic or if he’s just physi¬ 
cally developed and doing better now,” De 
Paulo said. “I guess we’ll find out.” 

The plan to find out includes tougher 
targets, back on the dirt, including the 
Amsterdam Stakes-G2 July 30 at Saratoga 
Race Course and potentially the Breeders’ 
Cup Sprint-Gl Nov. 5 at Santa Anita Park. 

Suffice it to say that if Noholdingback 
Bear runs in those races, his team will bud¬ 
get just a bit more time for travel. #

Uncertain Times 

More cuts, bad luck raising concerns 
for racing product at West Virginia track

W hen trainers spend enough time 
around the track, they get used 
to the highs and lows inherent in 
racing. At the moment, Javier Contreras is 
experiencing a bit of both. 

The native of San Julian, Mexico, 
moved to the United States nearly 45 years 
ago to pursue a career in the sport that 
put food on his table when he was a child. 
Contreras grew up in a racing family, led by 
his father who was a farrier. 

“I used to go with him and watch him 
shoe the horses,” Contreras said. “I was 
mesmerized by it. I was hooked.” 

Contreras’ first stop in the U.S. was 
Florida. He spent years galloping horses 


but, all along, he felt like his calling wasn’t 
in riding but rather in training. In 1984, 
he took out his trainer’s license and got 
to work at Calder Race Course, where he 
registered his first win with a horse named 
Teetotalist. 

Contreras would win hundreds of races 
along the East Coast, from Florida all the 
way up to Maryland. Then, eight years ago, 
drawn by the allure of owner and breed¬ 
er incentives in West Virginia, Contreras 
moved his barn to Charles Town. 

At the time, the state’s purses —fueled 
by video lottery and casino table game 
revenue-were among the strongest in the 
region. There was live racing year-round 


at Charles Town, which meant more than 
2,000 races a year. And those weren’t the 
only factors that made Contreras fall in 
love with West Virginia. 

“I love the people here. I love the com¬ 
munity, the area,” Contreras said. “It’s just 
a nice place to live. It’s so quiet and I love 
the setting.” 

It wasn’t long before Contreras found 
his groove. He trained for the late Phyllis 
Susini and they won at a high percentage 
together. In 2013, their gelding Hidden 
Canyon captured the West Virginia Lottery 
Breeders Classic, Robert G. Leavitt 
Memorial Stakes and three other races. 

That same year, Contreras sent out 
Susini’s 2-year-old Amherst Street to an 
undefeated five-start season, four stakes: 
the West Virginia Vincent Moscarelli 
Memorial Breeders Classic, Henry Mercer 
Memorial, Tri-State Futurity and West 
Virginia Futurity. Contreras won 32 races 
in 2013 from just 125 starts and his horses 
earned $638,491. 

His business was expanding, both on 
the track and in the breeding shed, where 
Contreras invested in half a dozen mares. 
He’d breed into the West Virginia breeder’s 
incentive program and have added stability 
moving forward, he thought. 
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This summer, one of Contreras’ most 
promising West Virginia-breds emerged at 
Charles Town. The 4-year-old filly Boppin 
Rocket won her third straight allowance 
race June 17. It was the fourth score from 
seven starts for the Bybee Road Farm-bred 
daughter of Officer Rocket (GB), who had 
overcome a series of shin issues earher in 
her career. 

“I love her. She’s had a great attitude 
through everything,” Contreras said. “I 
reaUy liked her as a 2-year-old but she was 
a httle late getting started. I’m hoping that 
she can improve a httle and we can get 
lucky and run her in those West Virginia- 
bred stakes.” 

There was cause for celebration around 
the barn. Except at nearly the exact 
moment that Boppin Rocket inspired opti¬ 
mism in Contreras, the West Virginia legis¬ 
lature crushed it. 

Earher on that same day. West Virginia 
Gov. Earl Ray Tombhn signed a budget 
that made official the latest round of cuts 
to racetrack purses in the state. The net 
result of a $4.1-million slash wih be an 
estimated loss of about $1 milhon to $1.2 
milhon in purse funds at Charles Town for 
the fiscal year that began July 1. 

Officials at Charles Town now project 
that the track wih pay out something in 
the bahpark of $24 mihion in purses in 
2016. In the year before the initial round 
of cuts (in 2005, the state passed a bih that 
diverts up to $11 mihion annuahy from 
track purse funds to the West Virginia’s 
Workers’ Compensation Debt Reduction 
Fund), the state awarded $51.9-milhon in 
purses. Since then, purses have dropped 
nearly 54 percent. 

“It’s a shame that we’re going through 
ah these cuts,” Contreras said. “It’s a shame 
that everybody wants to destroy racing in 
West Virginia.” 

On the side of saving racing in West 
Virginia has been Randy Funkhouser, pres¬ 
ident of the Charles Town Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Association. 

He and his sons represent the third 
and fourth generations of Funkhousers 
to run O’Suhivan Farms in Jefferson 
County-the oldest famhy breeding farm 
in West Virginia. 

“It’s been basicahy death by a thousand 
cuts,” Funkhouser said. “We’re just slowly 
bleeding to death. What the [cuts] have 
done is cause us to run four days a week, 
not five days a week. We end up running 
somewhere probably in the neighborhood 
of 170 to 175 [days] this year and probably 
less next year.

“As we get less money. I’m not sure 
what we’re going to do. Needless to say, it 
creates a very unstable environment.” 

For Funkhouser, that instability may 
manifest itself in the contracting of the 
family business. Options on the table 
include cutting down on their total number 
of horses, selling more at auction, racing 
less and expanding farming in a different 
area. 

There are others, however, like Con¬ 
treras who don’t have the weight of histori¬ 
cal and famihal preservation tying them to 
the land in and around Charles Town. For 
them, it’s looking more like a matter of 
when, not if, they’U be forced to move out 
of West Virginia. 

“If things keep going the way they’re 
going,” Contreras said, “I don’t think I can 
make a hving here. Not hke that. They’re 
going cut the purses down more and 
they’re going to cut the days down more.” 

Erich Zimny, vice president of racing 
operations at Charles Town, confirms that 
of the approximate 1,350 available stalls at 
the track, 325 were empty as of late June. 
That reahty has also been reflected in the 
entry box and on-track on a nightly basis. 

Average field size has dropped to fewer 
than eight horses per race, with the track 
running an unprecedentedly low number 
of races, hovering around 25 a week, dur¬ 
ing the first half of the year. In 2005, the 
track ran more than 45 races a week and 
field size was closer to nine horses per race. 

“Looking at the trend hne of where 
we’re headed, the diminution in terms of 
races per week can’t even keep field size 
level,” Zimny said. “That’s not a good spot 
to be in. 

“Putting out a product that doesn’t turn 
customers off and wanting to race 180 to 
200 days a year is completely misahgned 
expectations. In this environment, it’s just 
not realistic and fading to recognize that 
reality could have a significantly negative 
impact on customer interest in our product 
in the short and long term. And this is by 
no means a problem unique to Charles 
Town.” 


Long gone are the years of 220 race 
days, or anything near 2,000 races, a year. 
Coming into 2016, reduced purse money 
led to the approval of just 179 race days 
at Charles Town. There may be fewer days 
than that actually run this year, when it’s aU 
said and done. 

Thus far in 2016, weather and unfore¬ 
seen issues have caused 13 full-card cancel¬ 
lations and two partial-card cancellations 
at Charles Town. Most recently, a routine 
track-resurfacing project became anything 
but routine when the track discovered that 
the sand it had laid down from its vendor 
was contaminated with rocks. 

The issue could have been resolved 
fairly easily with a sifter but the track had 
to be dry to safely and thoroughly pick out 
the rocks. Unfortunately, rain over a three- 
week stretch prevented the process from 
happening and the track was forced to 
cancel six days of hve racing in May. 

The number of cancellations for the 
first half of 2016 was comparable to the 
first half of 2015. However, considering 
the circumstances surrounding shrinking 
purses and fewer racehorses, the HBPA 
called a meeting with Charles Town where 
it was mutually decided that they would use 
a “wait and see approach” for making up 
cancelled dates later in the year. 

“Right now, it would be very difficult to 
fill entries on a four day a week schedule 
in July and August, which is when the lost 
days would have been made up,” Zimny 
said. “It’s brutally difficult to fill entries 
right now and won’t be getting better over 
the summer months. If we have some 
signs that the flow of entries is going to 
pick up, we’U revisit making those days up 
later in the year.” 

If the days aren’t made up, Zimny proj¬ 
ects Charles Town would be looking at a 
calendar of 160 racing dates. 

Back at his barn, Contreras is conflict¬ 
ed. He stiU loves this track that he made 
his home eight years ago, but slowly it’s 
starting to look less and less hke the place 
he feU for. 

“It’s a scary situation,” he said. “It reaUy 
is.” *

A member of Lord Shana- 
kill’s first crop, 4-year-old 
My Dream Boat also outfin- 
ished the Japanese runner A 
Shin Hikari, who entered the 


race as the top-ranked horse 
in the Longines World’s Best 
Racehorse Rankings and Time- 
form ratings. Other notable 
starters were European cham¬ 
pion and |4 million-earner The 
Grey Gatsby and Group 1-win¬ 
ning milli onaire Tryster. 

Bred by Patrick Monahan, 
My Dream Boat is trained by 
Clive Cox for owners Paul 
and Clare Rooney. My Dream 
Boat has won six of 15 starts, 
four stakes, including this 
year’s Gordon Richards-G3 
at Sandown and the Prix 
Perth-G3 last year at Saint- 
Cloud in France. He has total 
earnings of $822,677. 

Lord Shanakill moved to 
Pennsylvania for the 2016 sea¬ 
son from the Irish National 
Stud, where the Group 1 win¬ 
ner stood since 2011. 

The sire of four stakes per¬ 
formers in his first crop, three 
in group/graded company. 
Lord Shanakill remains the 
property of the Irish National 


Stud syndicate and stood for 
$5,000 this year. 

A top-class sprinter/miler. 
Lord Shanakill earned $908,475 
from 18 starts in England and 
France, with 10 stakes wins or 
placings, five in Group 1 com¬ 
petition.

Cal Nation, who stands 
for his breeder WinStar Farm 
and Country Life, got his first 
winner when first-time start¬ 
er Parade of Nations went 
straight to the front in a 5-fur¬ 
long test at Pimlico June 5 and 
came home 2% lengths in front, 
topping a Cal Nation exacta 
as the stallion’s son Earned It 
finished second. Trained by 
Bernie Houghton, Parade of 
Nations was bred by and races 
for Maryland racing mainstay 


John E. ‘"Jay” Williamson. 
The chestnut gelding is the 
first foal for his dam, the win¬ 
ning Leading the Parade mare 
Parade of Colors. 

Cal Nation had four start¬ 
ers through early July from 24 
2-year-olds, including addi¬ 
tional placed runner Faze the 
Nation, and ranked 15th on the 
national first-crop list. By the 
end of last year. Country Life 
stallion Friesan Fire topped the 
region and was 15th nationally. 

A graded stakes-placed 
son of Distorted Humor, Cal 
Nation is one of five stakes 
performers for his dam, the 
A.P Indy mare She’s a Winner, 
from the sire producing fam¬ 
ily of Numbered Account (his 


fourth dam). He is a full-broth¬ 
er to graded winner Dramedy, 
now standing his second sea¬ 
son in Kentucky. Half-brother, 
Grade 1 -winning millionaire 
Bluegrass Cat, was the lead¬ 
ing sire in California in 2015. 
Another half-brother, stakes 
winner Sonoma Cat, is the sire 
of Chilean champion miler 
Sonoma Band. Another half- 
brother, the gelding Lord of 
the Game, won two graded 
stakes and earned $543,730. 

Second dam Get Lucky 
also produced top 2015 fresh¬ 
man sire Girolamo, and is the 
granddam of 2015 second- 
ranked second-crop sire Super 
Saver (out of a fuU-sister to 
She’s a Winner).

FRANK CHAPOT 

New Jersey horseman Frank Chapot, best 
known for competing in six Olympics as 
a member of the United States equestrian 
team, died June 20. He was 84. 

A fixture with the USA Jumping 
Team for more than five decades, Chapot 
coached the team in six Olympic Games 
after he retired as a competitor. A two- 
time Olympic medallist as a rider (team 
silver in Rome, 1960 and Munich, 1972), 
he coached the team to win nine Olympic 
medals, including two team golds (Los 
Angeles, 1984 and Athens, 2004). 

Chapot bred and trained show jumpers 
at his family’s Chado Farms in Neshanic 
Station, N.J., and competed in the world’s 
top competitions for decades. His most 
famous horse was Gem Twist, ridden 
by Greg Best to Olympic team and indi¬ 
vidual silver in Seoul in 1988. A member 
of the United States Show Jumping HaU 
of Fame, Chapot also rode in the 1965 
and 1973 Maryland Hunt Cup steeplechase 
races, finishing third both times. 

He is survived by his wife Mary, two 
daughters and three grandchildren. 

FELIX NUESCH 

After a long iUness, Virginia horseman 
Felix Jacob Nuesch died June 6 at his home 
in Free Union. He was 84. 

Born and raised in Switzerland, his love 
for horses began at a young age with a pony 
and cart he used to load with eggs to sell at 
the local market. He later joined the Swiss 
cavalry, during which time he competed in 
military events and in three-day events. He 
galloped racehorses in France prior to com¬ 
ing to the United States in 1956. 


He started work at Canaan Farm in 
Esmont, Va., where he met his wife Anne- 
marie, and later managed several farms 
while he started a business at his home, 
Rehberg Farm, in Free Union. There he 
trained horses to race and show, and devel¬ 
oped foxhunter prospects. 

In 1984, he started Braeburn Thorough¬ 
bred Training Center in Crozet, Va., where 
he and his family broke and trained horses 
for owners such as Lael Stable, Christiana 
Stable, Morven Stud, A1 Fried Jr., Joanne 
Nielsen, and Mr. and Mrs. Orme Wilson. 
Grade 1 winners Thunder Rumble, Unac¬ 
counted For and Waquoit received their 
early educations at Braeburn. 

His family continues to run the farm 
where his son, Pat, is the head trainer. 
Nuesch was instrumental in developing the 
Virginia Horse Center in Lexington and 
was on the board for many years. He was 
inducted into the VHC Hall of Fame as 
weU as the Virginia Horse Show Association 
HaU of Fame and was named Horseman 
of the Year by the Virginia Horse CouncU. 

He was preceded in death by his wife 
and is survived by sons Patrick, Raymond 
and David, two grandchildren, a sister 
and a brother. Memorial donations may 
be made to the Virginia Horse Center 
Foundation in Lexington or the EarlysviUe 
Volunteer Fire Department. 


JOHN PATRICK SMITH 

Stakes-winning owner John Patrick 
Smith, 72, died June 3. The Baltimore native 
developed a passion for Thoroughbreds 
and racing via his father. When DiUon 
Smith died in the early 1970s, he left his 
son a trucking company and two race¬ 
horses. The younger Smith promptly sold 
the two horses, but soon purchased an 
unraced 3-year-old from trainer Henry 
Clark and dove into the sport. 

The purchase turned out to be multiple 
stakes winner Gasp, who won 17 races and 
earned $288,814. Among his wins were the 
Goss Stryker, Jennings and Star de Naskra 
Handicaps. Racing for trainers John 
DiNatale, Jerry Thurston, Dick Dutrow 
and Donald Hayes-the last two on the 
strength of the horse’s relationship with 
his groom—Gasp had a fan club, a theme 
song that began “Gasp is my name, racing’s 
my game” and a foUowing. The son of 
Tinajero and the Native Dancer mare Last 
Leg raced from 1978-82 and retired to stud 
for Smith in Maryland. 

Smith was an avid CivU War enthusiast 
and devoted years to studying the generals 
and war, visiting battlefields, and coUecting 
CivU War reUcs and art. He spent the last 
several years with the love of his Ufe, Jan 
O’NeU. Smith is survived by O’NeU, two 
daughters and two grandchildren. 
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Sagamore filly rules 82 nd 
annual yearling show

Though she probably just 
missed her barnmates from 
Sagamore Farm, the big bay 
filly made her case-loudly- 
that she belonged in the cham¬ 
pionship class of the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Associ¬ 
ation's yearling show June 26 
at the Timonium Fairgrounds. 

And her voice apparently 
carried as she took home the 
Chanceland Farm Challenge 


Trophy as the show's cham¬ 
pion. Judged by Mid-Atlan¬ 
tic trainer John Servis, the 
show attracted 115 yearlings 
and showcased some of the 
state's prime Thoroughbred 
crop born in 2015. Sagamore 
claimed its second champion¬ 
ship in four years with the 
daughter of Into Mischief and 
the Not For Love mare Road- 
tohanna. The May foal won 


Class IV, for fillies by out-of- 
state sires, and then repeated 
the performance in the cham¬ 
pionship showdown with the 
other three class winners a 
few moments later. 

Physical makeup won the 
day, for Servis. 

"There were nice sprinter- 
type horses in there, but that's 
not the kind of horse I like or 
look for," he said. "I like a big.

rangy, two-turn looking horse 
and that was her. She had a lot 
of the things that I like. She 
looked very athletic. She had 
a couple of little flaws that I 
felt as a horse trainer I could 
overlook, as nice as she was." 

Sagamore's team celebrat¬ 
ed the win, but paid full credit 
to their filly. 

"We thought she was a real¬ 
ly good one," said Sagamore's 
Debbie Moorefield. "She's big, 
but she has elegance. She has 
a really elegant walk and she 
reaches and steps and she's 
real sure of herself." 

The Into Mischief filly- 
who whinnied through 
Moorefield's interview back 
in the barn-has a right to be, 
thanks to a deep family tree. 

Bred in Maryland by 
Charlie and Cynthia Mc- 


Ginnes, the champion's dam 
Roadtohanna never raced 
but has produced four win¬ 
ners - $238,365-earner Going 
to Market and stakes perform¬ 
ers Tell a Great Story, Give No 
Quarter and All I Karabout, 
for Sagamore. A 2014 colt by 
Scat Daddy placed in a class 
at the 2015 yearling show, and 
little sister went two steps bet¬ 
ter in 2016. 

Sagamore founder Alfred 
Vanderbilt was a frequent 
yearling show participant and 
winner-taking championship 
honors seven times. Now 
owned by Kevin Plank, Saga¬ 
more won the championship 
with a Macho Uno filly in 
2013. 

"We're thrilled," said 
Moorefield. "It really matters. 
It's the prestige. It's like win-

ning a race at Pimlico. There's 
a lot of tradition here. Saga¬ 
more and Mr. Vanderbilt used 
to do the yearling show and 
we're sort of keeping it up. It 
means something." 

Moorefield headed a crew 
from the historic farm at the 
show-Ihor Dinatenko, Paco 
Vega, Francisco Lopez, Gra¬ 
ham Bell, Randy Lewis, Joce¬ 
lyn Brooks, Katel 3 m Lamp and 
Kaitl 3 m Helwig. Everybody 
pitched in with the six fillies 
in the day's final class. 

"It's why we get up early 
in the morning and sweat on 
100-degree days and groom 
these horses and bathe them 
and do everything that needs 
to be done," said Moorefield. 
"Otherwise, it's just work." 

Reserve champion hon¬ 
ors went to owner/breeder 
R. Larry Johnson's Maclean's 
Music colt. Smaller and more 
compact than the champi¬ 
on, the bay colt nevertheless 
caught the eye of Servis and 
others at the show. 

"He had that athletic look 
to him," said Servis, who won 
this year's Kentucky Oaks 
with yearling show graduate 
Cathr 3 m Sophia. "He wasn't a 
big horse, but he wasn't that 
horse that looks like he has to 
go 6 furlongs. He looks like a 
horse who has plenty of length 
to him and would probably 
stretch out with no problem. 
Just overall I thought he was 
very athletic looking." 

Making his yearling show 
debut, Johnson brought a 
horse for each class and was 
happy to leave with a reserve 
championship, a class win, a 
chance to share in $40,000 in 
bonus money for show grad¬ 
uates and plenty more. From 
the Two Punch mare Keeper 
Kell, the colt was foaled by the 
Bowman family in Maryland 
and propped at home with Su¬ 
zanne Dempsey. 

"Wow, those are some nice 
horses in the ring," Johnson 
said after the class win. "I like 
my horse but I didn't come up 
here with any expectations. I 
bred him to race him and the 
incentive to this is the mon¬ 
ey that's available for them 
as racehorses. I don't sell too 
many of mine and I won't sell

this guy. He looks like a race¬ 
horse." 

Dempsey called the colt 
a tribute to his dam, a John¬ 
son homebred who descends 
from the breeder's foundation 
mare Ran's Chick. Keeper Kell 
never raced but has produced 
three winners from four foals 
to race, including stakes- 
placed Change of Seasons. 

"He's always been a nice 
colt," Dempsey said. "The 
dam is really nice, she's a 
classy horse, so easy to deal 
with, and he's been the same 
way He's the one who kept 
all the other ones happy over 
here getting a bath today He's 
the babysitter." 

In the Maryland-sired 
classes, a Not For Love colt 
owned and bred by Dark Hol¬ 
low Farm won Class I while a 
Hunters Bay filly owned and 
bred by Glenangus Farm won 
Class III. The colt is out of the 
Red Bullet mare Silver Ashlee, 
a half-sister to graded stakes 
winner Not for Silver and 
stakes winner Roman Chest¬ 
nut. The filly, out of the stakes- 
placed El Corredor mare Lady 
of Summer, is a half-sister to 
two winners. 

The MHBA presented a 
Young Showmanship Award 
for the first time, and the $100 
prize went to 14-year-old Ka¬ 
tie Morgan of Chesapeake 
City for her work with her 
Orientate filly Whyyouask. 

Servis is the latest on a long 
list of notable trainers, breed¬ 
ers, owners, bloodstock agents 
and other experts to judge the 


show, which was founded in 
1932. In addition to his Ken¬ 
tucky Oaks win with Cathr 3 m 
Sophia, he won the 2004 Ken¬ 
tucky Derby and Preakness 
with Smarty Jones and trained 
Grade 1 winners Jostle and 
Round Pond on the way to 
more than 1,500 wins and $46 
million in purse earnings. The 
West Virginia native enjoyed 
the experience, but admitted 
it was not an easy job. 

"I loved it," he said. "I really 
enjoy looking at young horses, 
especially horses who look 
good. I really enjoyed it. I had 
a good time. It was exhausting, 
I was pretty tired. A lot of that 
was standing out in the sun, 
but when you are looking at 
that many horses, it's mental¬ 
ly exhausting." 

As usual, the judge did not 
know the pedigrees of the 
horses in each class until af¬ 
terward-which really didn't 
make that much impact on his 
formula for finding the best 
horse. 

"I always tell owners, espe¬ 
cially new owners, that when 
I go to a sale, I get a catalog 
for two reasons-one for birth- 
dates, and two to write my 
notes on. I couldn't care less 
about the pedigree ... if he's 
a nice horse, they come from 
anywhere."

There are now 25 Mary- 
land-bred millioniares as 
3-year-old filly Cathryn So¬ 
phia surpassed the seven- 
figure mark with her third- 
place finish in the Grade 1 
Acorn Stakes June 11 at Bel¬ 
mont Park. 

In just her seventh career 
start-the fewest starts for 
any horse on the all-time 
Maryland-bred money win¬ 
ner list-the Street Boss filly 
bred by Robert T. Manfuso 
pushed her career earnings 
to $1,019,720, good enough 
to rank 24th, just ahead of 
Urbane with $1,018,568. 

Owned by Cash is King 
LLC and trained by John 
Servis, Cathryn Sophia is 


one of a handful of Mary- 
land-breds ever to win a race 
worth $1 million or more, 
accomplishing the feat with 
her victory in the Grade 1 
Kentucky Oaks in May at 
Churchill Downs. The last 
million-dollar winner was 
Richard's Kid, in back-to- 
back runnings of the Pacific 
Classic (2009 and 2010). 

Four-time Maryland-bred 
Horse of the Year Ben's Cat 
continues to increase his 
bankroll, having finished on 
the board in his first four 
starts this year at age 10. His 
total earnings of $2,629,782

Giant Run rebounds with stakes 
score at Beimont Park 



A. stakes winner in March 
at Gulfstream Park, Giant Run 
notched his second stakes win 
with a determined run in the 
$100,000 Manila Stakes for 
3-year-olds at Belmont Park 
on the July 4th holiday The 
Maryland-bred son of Giant's 
Causeway, who hasn't been 
worse than third in six starts 
this year, was allowed to go off 
the 7-1 fifth choice in the field 
of seven, but turned in his pat¬ 
ented run by being on or near 
the lead early and making his 
move in the stretch. He gained 


control swinging into the 
stretch and opened up at the 
wire to win by a length and a 
half. His final time for the mile 
on firm turf was a solid 1:32.85. 

Winner of the Cutler Bay 
Stakes earlier this year, the 
chestnut colt owned by Robert 
Baker and William Mack and 
trained by Tom Albertrani was 
also second in two other Gulf- 
stream Park stakes, the Grade 
3 Palm Beach in his stakes de¬ 
but, and English Channel 
Stakes in May. On June 4, he 
shipped to Penn National and 


finished third in the $500,000 
Penn Mile Stakes-G3. From 10 
starts, he has three wins and 
four placings, all on the turf, 
for earnings of $247,560. 

Purchased by his owners 
for $200,000 at the 2014 Keene- 
land September Yearling sale, 
the colt was bred by Richard 
Golden's Sycamore Hall Thor¬ 
oughbreds. He is the third 
stakes performer for his dam, 
the Polish Numbers mare 
Who Did It and Run, an ac¬ 
complished turf runner with 
wins in the Grade 2 Jersey 
Derby (against males), and the 


Reeve Schley Jr. Stakes-G3. 
She is also the dam of stakes 
winner American Victory, 
dam of 2016 stakes-placed 
3-year-old Charmed Victory, 
and Who's Cozy, a graded 
stakes-placed runner and dam 
of stakes winner Who's in 
Town and stakes-placed Cam¬ 
paign Vows. 

Who Did It and Run pro¬ 
duced a daughter of Not For 
Love, named Worthy of Love, 
in 2014, and a full brother to 
Giant Run in 2015.

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Peter Freundlich 


D avid Gruskos Chublicious won his second consecutive stakes, taking the Mr. 

Prospector against open company June 26 at Monmouth Park. The New Jersey-bred 
ran the 6 furlongs in a quick 1:08.68 to win going away by 114 lengths. 

Chublicious is now 2-for-2 at the Monmouth meet for trainer Jorge Navarro and 
his owner, who also owns the New Jersey-bred third place finisher Visionary Ruler. 
Chublicious was purchased privately from breeder Daniel J. Lopez several weeks before 
he won the John J. Reilly Handicap May 28. 

When Chublicious won the Reilly, Navarro and Gruskos were a bit surprised because 
they thought he was a work or two short coming into the race. Jockey Antonio Gallardo, 
who has been aboard for both of Chublicious s wins this year, thought he improved in the 
Mr. Prospector.

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Fuzzy Muzzle up in time 
to win Dan Horn Handicap 



R ock Talk Farm homebred Fuzzy Muzzle won his 
second stakes race in the $60,000 Dan Horn Hand¬ 
icap at 1 mile on the turf for New Jersey-breds June 18 


at Monmouth Park. The 7-year-old gelding previously 
captured the Charles Hesse III Handicap on the dirt in 
2015. 

Fuzzy Muzzle was perfectly handled by Antonio 
Gallardo as he saved ground on the rail before pushing 
past favorite Heres to Mike to win by a neck. The final 
time was 1:34.65. 

“It looked like he dropped back a little bit on the 
far turn,” said winning trainer Jason Servis, who used 
to gallop the races namesake Dan Horn. “But once he 
kicked it in around the eighth pole it was just a matter 
of needing room. I thought maybe today bed be a little 
closer with the lack of pace in the race, but he s a horse 
that needs to be covered up. From here, we 11 come up 
with a plan to get him back to the Hesse in August.” 

Fuzzy Muzzle, a son of Closing Argument from the 
Victory Gallop mare Hopes Folly, is now five for 21 with 
earnings of $201,083. 


Holly Crest Farm honored as Breeder of the Year

H olly Crest Farm has been named by the Thorough¬ 
bred Owners and Breeders Association (TOBA) as 
the 2015 Breeder of the Year in New Jersey. Holly Crest 


Farm will be honored during TOBAs National Awards 
Dinner Sept. 9 in Lexington, Ky. 

Horses bred by Holly Crest Farm won eight of 53 
starts and earned $382,925 in 2015. The top performer 
was Stiffed, a winner of three of seven starts, including 
the Monmouth Stakes and Jersey Girl Handicap. The 
daughter of Stephen Got Even out of the Silver Deputy 
mare High Noon Nellie also finished second in the Molly 
Pitcher Stakes-G3 and third in the Rampart Stakes-G3. 
Stiffed was honored by the Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association of New Jersey as champion older female in 
2015. Holly Crest Farm also bred the 2015 New Jersey- 
bred champion 3-year-old male No More Music. 

Located in Locust, Holly Crest Farm is owned 
by Vincent Annarella, who has been a tremendous 
supporter of the New Jersey-bred breeding and racing 
program since he began breeding horses at Holly Crest in 
1964. 
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Willard Thompson, a New Jersey racing treasure

J . Willard Thompson first showed up at Monmouth 
Park in 1953, just seven years after the current version 
of the racetrack opened for business. Sixty-three years 
later, hes still there, still winning races, still a gentleman, 
still making friends and still doing his part to give back. 
Its been a remarkable run for the 81-year-old trainer and 
Jersey-bred specialist. 

In 1953, a then 18-year-old steeplechase jockey 
showed up at Monmouth and rode “three or four” races 
during the meet. Monmouth wasn t exactly where youd 
expect to find a kid who had grown up poor, in a place 
(Atlanta) that had no racing and came from a non-racing 
family. His explanation for why he got involved in the 
sport? “I just really liked horses,” he said. 

He was also clever and ambitious and found an early 
supporter in Marshall Cassidy, the executive director of 
The Jockey Club. Just 12 at the time, he began writing 
Cassidy letters asking for advice and Cassidy would 
always write back. Thompson believes the highly 
respected racing official was eager to help someone so 
young and so driven to get into the sport. 

“I got a lot of good advice from Mr. Cassidy,” 
Thompson said. “I think he enjoyed writing to me and 
receiving letters from someone so young. He was a very 
nice guy.” 

At age 15, Thompson landed his first job breaking 
yearlings for the stable of C.V. Whitney and graduated 
from there into becoming a steeplechase jockey. 

Age and injuries started to catch up with Thompson 
so he jumped at the opportunity when owner Frank 
Manheim offered to give him horses to train. Manheim 
was a partner in Lehman Brothers and had the 
wherewithal to give Thompson plenty of good horses. 

One of Thompsons first stars as a trainer was the 
jumper Exhibit A, who won the 1963 New York Turf 
Writers Cup and four other steeplechase stakes races. 

In time, Thompson would turn to flat horses and find a 
home on the New Jersey circuit. He has won at least one 
race at every Monmouth meet since 1972, a streak that 
now numbers 45 years. 

He was leading trainer at Monmouth in 1975, 1976, 
1977 and 2001. His complete statistics are available only 
from 1976 on. During that time, he has won 729 races 
at the Jersey Shore track. His biggest win at Monmouth 
was the Grade 1 Monmouth Oaks, which he won in 1985 
with Golden Horde. 

When asked how hes been able to last so long, he 
replied: “Just lucky. Actually, my life could have gone in 


a completely different direction. I was from a very poor 
family and never had any money.” 

He has also been one of the biggest supporters of the 
New Jersey-bred program. Along with his late wife Carol, 
he founded Quiet Winter Farm in Colts Neck and turned 
it into one of the states most active breeding operations. 

“My wife Carol and I ended up buying a farm here in 
Colts Neck and we started breeding,” Thompson said. 
“We really enjoyed the babies and got very involved in it. 
It was a big part of my life.” 

Thompson said the best Jersey bred he ever trained 
was Mountain Lure, who won the 1978 New Jersey 
Breeders Stakes and broke his maiden at Monmouth in 
his first start by 8 lengths. His best horse was probably 
Roanoke, who won the 1989 Young America-G2 at the 
Meadowlands. 

But it s not just Thompsons success or his longevity 
that makes him one of the most well-liked and respected 
figures in New Jersey racing. Whether it s an owner or a 
hotwalker, he treats everyone the same. He says that s his 
favorite thing about being a trainer, the many friends he 
has made over his many years on the racetrack. 

“Every morning at 5 o'clock I go to Dunkin Donuts 
in Colts Neck to get a box of donuts and a box of coffee 
and take it to my help,” he said. “These days, they're all 
Mexicans. They really appreciate that. I've become very 
good friends with all of them. I've become very good 
friends with a lot of the trainers and a lot of grooms and 
hotwalkers, exercise riders.” 

For years, Thompson offered a scholarship through 
his Quiet Winter Farm. This year, he brought it back 
as part of his Quiet Winter Farm Fishing Derby and 
Family Day held June 27. Nearly 500 people attended 
and enjoyed activities such as a fishing challenge 
and a putting and long-ball golf challenge. The event 
accumulated over $8,500, with the majority of proceeds 
going to a charity that uses equine therapy to assist 
veterans suffering from PTSD. The rest will go toward 
the scholarship fund. 

Thompson is also proud of his role in reviving the 
steeplechase meet in Aiken, S.C. 

He has no plans to retire. “I retire every night at 7:30,” 
he said. “That's when I go to bed. Then I start all over 
again at 3:30 when my three dogs wake me up. They're 
my alarm clock.” 

Then he starts the best part of his day, training horses 
at Monmouth Park and spreading good will. Jersey 
racing is lucky to have him.

DARING KATHY ran a gallant second 
in the $75,000 Bonita Stakes at Gulf- 
stream Park June 4. Steve Laymon and 
John Eaton’s homebred ran just off the 
pace in the 5-furlong stakes for fillies and 
mares on the turf, vied four deep and fin¬ 
ished gamely. Laymon and Eaton have 
teamed up to breed some really great run¬ 
ners. Glad to see Daring Kathy, a graded 
stakes winner of $446,476, doing so well. 

WORLD PEACE finished third in the 
$60,000 Crank It Up Stakes for 3-year-old 
fillies sprinting 5/2 furlongs on the turf at 
Monmouth Park June 4. Breaking from 
the inside post. World Peace raced off the 
pace while staying on the inside, rallied 
four wide and just missed the place by a 
half length. She is owned by Eclipse Thor¬ 
oughbred Partners, of which our member 
Fred Griffith is an owner. 

Congratulations to all our stakes 
horses and their connections. 

MAIDEN SPECIAL WEIGHT 

GIOVANNA BLUES made her debut at 
Belmont Park June 9, going P/ie miles over 
the Widener turf course rated good. She 


broke slow from the gate and trailed the 
field entering the stretch, angled as much 
as seven wide and offered up a great finish¬ 
ing kick to get up for second in a photo 
with the third-place horse. 

The 3-year-old daughter of champion 
Gio Pond was picked as one to watch in 
Jeff Seigel’s Black Book show on XBTV. 
Bred by Dogwood Plantation and owned by 
Sandy Dew, Joanne Dew and Dora Alcon, 
she is trained by Michael Dickinson at his 
Tapeta Farm. 

ALLOWANCE 

MILAYA was third in a U/ie-mile allow¬ 
ance at Belmont May 26, finishing only 2 
lengths behind the winner, multiple grad¬ 
ed stakes-placed Eskenformoney, and 8M 
lengths ahead of the rest of the pack. Mila- 
ya is our Allowance Filly of the Year for the 
last two years, and it is good to see her 
continue to do well at the races. She is 
owned by George and Stephanie Autry. 

TRIBAL HEAT was second in allow¬ 
ance company (for accredited West Virgin- 
ia-breds) at Charles Town June 3 going 6/ 
furlongs. The 3-year-old filly is owned by 
Clint Lowry, who is doing well with all his

horses this year in stakes, allowances and 
claiming races. 

FITZFARRIS was third in a Pimlico al¬ 
lowance June 11 at 6 furlongs. Racing for 
Moshe Mark and trained by leading Pimli¬ 
co trainer Kieron Magee, he had won a 
claiming race for a $10,000 tag in his pre¬ 
vious start at Pimlico May 26, scoring by 
8M lengths to prompt his move up. The 
4-year-old gelded son of Tiz Wonderful 
was bred by Nancy Shuford and claimed 
from her at Laurel Park May 7. 

AWESOME GHOST finished second at 
Delaware May 28 in a 514-furlong starter 
allowance. The 3-year-old son of Ghost- 
zapper is owned by our member Frank 
Coniglio in a partnership with Sidney Pit¬ 
man and Richard Rendina. 

MAIDEN CLAIMING 

QUALITY COUNTS finished second at 
Pimlico May 29 going U/ie miles. He 
stalked the pace in a game effort, but nev¬ 
er could catch the winner. Bred by Denise 
Walsh and Timber Bay Farm and owned 
by Timber Bay Farm (the nom de course 
for Denise and her father), the 3-year-old 
gelding is trained by Michael R. Matz. 

VINO ROSE GRAND, a daughter of 
Vineyard Haven, ran second at Charles 
Town May 26 in a 61/2-furlong test for own- 
er^reeder Clint Lowry. 

WINSOME GOLD is yet another Clint 
Lowry horse for this newsletter, although 
the first not bred by him. The 3-year-old 


Windsor Castle gelding hit the board 
when third at Charles Town June 17 in a 
61/2-furlong race for accredited West Vir- 
ginia-breds. 

CLAIMING 

ALLEGHENY JACK was a winner for 
owner/breeder Lowry when taking a 
614-furlong claimer for accredited West 
Virginia-breds by 414 lengths at Charles 
Town June 8. As noted, Clint had a great 
month at the races with his many horses. 
Unfortunately, the 8-year-old gelding was 
claimed from the spot by Jeffrey Allen. 

DUKE OF LUKE was first in a Canter¬ 
bury claiming race June 17 going 6 fur¬ 
longs, his third win of the year. The 
4-year-old gelding was bred by Faye W. 
Little and Brooke Little. He ran a stalking 
race and got to the lead just in time for 
the win. 

ONLY I KNOW scored at Hazel Park by 
2 lengths going 4 furlongs June 17. He 
won for Flying G Racing LLC, of which 
our new member Ralph Moore is a part¬ 
ner. 

VOYNICH, also owned by Flying G 
Racing LLC, won earlier on the same card 
by an easy 5M lengths while leading at ev¬ 
ery call of the 514 furlongs. The 4-year-old 
gelding finished second at 4 furlongs the 
week before. 

MISSDIXIEACTIVIST, bred by our 
Breeder of the Year Jim Chandley, got her 
eighth career victory June 15, all at Penn 
National, when charging home to win by 
VA lengths at 6 furlongs. 


RELIABLY ROYAL was second at 
Woodbine May 27. The 4-year-old filly 
stalked the pace in the U/ie-mile race, 
made a bid in upper stretch to get the 
lead, but couldn’t quite hold it. She is 
owned by Bill Thompson and Laurie Sil- 
vera. 

MAGPIE MAGGIE ran second going 1- 
mile at Penn National June 3. The North 
Carolina-bred 4-year-old filly was bred 
and is owned by Nancy Shuford, who also 
stands the filly’s sire Chelsey Cat. 

TALIESIN ran second at Assiniboia 
June 1 at 7 furlongs. The 5-year-old mare 
bred by Jim Chandley stalked the pace on 
the outside and finished well. She also ran 
third June 17 going a mile at the same 
track. 

SEEING’N’BELIEVING was second at 
Indiana Grand June 17 at 1 mile and 70 
yards on the turf. The 3-year-old daughter 
of Sightseeing stalked the pace before 
launching her bid, and only lost by a half 
length. She is owned and bred by Jim 
Chandley.

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A PA-Bred success story for 
New Jersey’s Freedom Acres 


The talented race mare Disco Chick is the first 
Pennsylvania-bred stakes winner for current PHBA 
board member Dr. Y Jerry Kolybabiuk. But she’s 
just the latest of a long list of top runners bred by 
Kolybabiuk over decades in the business. 

Since the 1980s, Kolybabiuk and his wife Maria 
have raised, nurtured, and developed a steady 
stream of runners at their Freedom Acres Farm in 
Moorestown, N.J. The tidy and compact 21 -acre 
residence has turned out the likes of Pennsylvania 
Oaks winner Willie’s Luv and graded stakes-winning 
turf runner American Freedom. But about eight years 
ago it was time for a change. 

“I decided I had to make a move,” said Kolybabi¬ 
uk, a retired general surgeon who had a practice in 
the Philadelphia area for nearly 40 years. “I supported 
the New Jersey program thoroughly and was on the 
[Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association of New Jersey] 
board about 10 years. But I decided we had to make 
a move because we couldn’t rely on the racing in 
New Jersey for three or four months out of the year.” 

After delivering their own foals, nearly 100 over 
the years, at their New Jersey farm, the Kolybabiuks 
sent their mares across the state line to foal. “Now 
that we’re breeding in Pennsylvania, we’re not 
delivering here-so that kind of gives us a break,” he 
added. 

The decision was also made to go exclusively 
to Pennsylvania stallions. “We used to send most of 
our mares to Kentucky before that. So we started 
breeding strictly to Pennsylvania sires and we’ve 
been quite successful.” 

Disco Chick is a 5-year-old daughter of Northview 
PA stallion Jump Start. The mare has had a breakout 
season in 2016, winning three sprint stakes in less 
than a month this spring, starting with the My Juliet 
at Parx Racing on May 7. Thirteen days later she 
dominated the Skipat Stakes at Pimlico by 8 lengths, 
and did the same June 4 in the Foxy J. G. Stakes 
at Parx, leading by nearly a dozen lengths before 
gearing down to a 6-length score at odds of 1 -5. 

Based at Parx with Mario Serey, Disco Chick has 
earned over $200,000 from six starts this year and 
has career earnings of $539,300 from 29 starts. She 
is the first foal for the Disco Rico mare Disco Flirt, 


also bred by the Kolybabiuks. “Disco Flirt was very very 
very fast, but this one here [Disco Chick] seems to be 
naturally so,” said Kolybabiuk. 

Fast is a family trait. 

In 1992, Kolybabiuk spotted a filly at Meadowlands 
and dropped the claiming slip, adding to his barn the 
Allen’s Prospect mare Survey. “She was a super-fast 
mare and two generations back in her female family 
was the fastest filly in America,” he pointed out. That 
filly was Chou Croute, named the nation’s champion 
sprinter over males in 1972. 

A successful producer by the numbers-nine of 
her 10 foals started, eight won-Survey didn’t produce 
any stakes performers, but the Kolybabiuks kept two of 
her daughters. Our Deer Lady and Disco Flirt. 

The Kolybabiuks generally have no more than five 
foals in any one year, and also choose to stagger their 
foal crops. “We do not breed every year,” said Kolyba¬ 
biuk. “We skip one or two years, because we just have 
had so many mares.” 

Disco Flirt has produced three foals since 2011. 

In addition to Disco Chick, she is the dam of the Silver 
Train 3-year-old gelding Yeah Rocky, a two-time win¬ 
ner this year for the Kolybabiuks racing exclusively at 
Parx, and a yearling Bullsbay colt named Dancing Bull. 
“We didn’t breed anybody for next year,” said Kolyba¬ 
biuk. “Next year we’re planning on breeding four.” 

The Freedom Acres mares have regularly foaled 
at Jodie Pointer’s Turning Point Farm in Bernville or 
Northview PA in Peach Bottom. In Kolybabiuk terms, 
there was a horse population explosion this year, for 
in addition to having four yearlings on the farm (by El 
Padrino, Bullsbay, Fairbanks and Corinthian), they wel¬ 
comed three new foals. “Our mares and babies are at 
Peter Giangiulio’s farm right now and they’ll come here 
[to the New Jersey farm] once the foals are weaned,” 
noted Kolybabiuk, who recently had knee surgery and 
is welcoming the time off of working with the babies. 

One of the mares due back is homebred stakes- 
placed runner Proud and Free, a daughter of Fly So 
Free named New Jersey-bred champion 2-year-old 
filly in 2000. Kolybabiuk had leased the mare to Point¬ 
er for a few years after she produced the filly Spring 
Flower, one of Kolybabiuk’s first Pennsylvania-breds, 
in 2009. Spring Flower, who was eventually claimed

away from her breeder, is an earner $410,408 and 
still racing, winning twice this year in five starts. 
Proud and Free, a half-sister to Willie’s Luv and a 
descendant of Freedom Acres’ foundation mare 
Got a Cold, produced a colt by Jump Start this year. 

Disco Flirt’s half-sister Our Deer Lady (by 
Deerhound) also delivered a colt by Jump Start this 
spring. The third mare is Easter Blossom, Proud 
and Free’s winning half-sister by Speightstown 
who produced her first foal, a filly by El Padrino. 

The current crop of yearlings will head out to 
be broken sometime in November. Kolybabiuk has 
been sending the yearlings to the Pons family’s 
Merryland Earm in Maryland, and by next summer 
the 2-year-olds will head right to the track. 

Because the Kolybabiuks didn’t breed a crop 
of 2014 they don’t have any current 2-year-olds, 
but do have five runners at the track after losing 
a few to claims. One of their current runners, the 
3-year-old filly Love Is All (Love of Money—Our 
Deer Lady), recently bucked shins and is now on 
the shelf. “She is very very fast but needs time off,” 
said Kolybabiuk. “If she stays together she’ll be a 
heck of a filly-short distance of course.” 


Kolybabiuk has had calls from several big farms 
congratulating him on Disco Chick’s recent wins. 
“They’ve been asking if they can do anything and 
if I want to sell her or put her in a sale.” But very 
few Ereedom Acres Earm horses have been sold 
at public auction, and he notes he’s not thinking 
of selling her at this point, although he might 
consider it. The few he has sold over the years did 
exceptionally well. 

“My first sale was $330,000. That was shock¬ 
ing. When you’re in there and expecting less than 
$100,000 for a horse and it goes for 330...” That 
was Magical Dreamer, a son of El Corredor sold as 
a yearling at Keeneland September in 2006. The 
next year, Kolybabiuk offered a Street Cry (Ire) filly 
at the same sale, the first foal out of Willie’s Luv, 
and got $220,000. She was named Ereedom Star 
and became a graded stakes winner of $332,972. 
Willie’s Luv was sold a few months later at the 
Keeneland November sale in foal to Speightstown 
and brought $225,000. 

Those three sales horses descended from Got 
a Cold, the Drone mare Kolybabiuk purchased for 
$13,000 at the 1991 Keeneland November sale 


while in foal to Dixieland Brass. The foal she was 
carrying was stakes-placed Dixie Eever, the dam of 
Willie’s Luv. 

Got a Cold produced nine foals for the 
Kolybabiuks-five were stakes performers, led by 
three-time New Jeresy-bred champion turf horse 
American Ereedom, an earner of $645,829 and 
15-time winner. Among his four stakes wins was 
the Grade 3 Red Bank Flandicap. American Eree¬ 
dom, now 18, is a pensioner at Ereedom Acres. 

Kolybabiuk loves his horses, but ask him about 
his family background, and life in the U.S., and 
he can’t help but get emotional. Both he and his 
wife are of Ukrainian descent, were born in other 
countries (he in Austria and Maria in Germany), 
and immigrated to the U.S. at a young age. “It felt 
like we finally found freedom in this country,” he 
remembers. “I bought the little farm in New Jersey, 
and I called it Ereedom Acres. We’re thanking 
America for allowing us to be here. And to gain the 
freedom that we did.” 

A freedom that has led to decades of enjoy¬ 
ment with horses, with new success in Pennsyl¬ 
vania.

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Eleven stakes wins for South Carolina grads 


T he stakes winner parade continues 
for graduates of South Carolina 
training centers. Between May 23 
and June 19, we had 11 stakes winners 
including a Grade 1, three Grade 2 and 
two Grade 3 honorees. Four of these 
stakes were recorded June 4- 

On June 18, Bradester came home 
first in the Grade 1 $500,000 Stephen 
Foster Handicap at Churchill Downs. 
Bradester went right to the front and 
never looked back, winning by a half- 
length. This horse received his early 
lessons from Cary Frommer in Aiken. 

Earlier that evening. Paid Up 
Subscriber, a graduate of Frank “Goree” 
Smith’s program at the Elloree Training 
Center, was the queen of the field in the 
Grade 2 Fleur de Lis. Fourth after a half- 
mile, she came home 3 lengths in front. 

Tom’s Ready became a Grade 2 
winner when taking the $500,000 
Woody Stephens on the Belmont 
Stakes undercard, June 11. He trailed 
the 12-horse field the first half-mile 
before storming home across the wire 114 
lengths in front. Kip Elser prepared this 
colt for his racing career at Kirkwood 
Stables in Camden. 

Another June 4 stakes winner 
was Camelot Kitten in the Grade 3 
Pennine Ridge Stakes for 3-year-olds 
on the turf at Belmont Park. This 
colt received his early training from 
Webb Carroll and Travis Durr at the 
Webb Carroll Training Center in St. 
Matthews. Following a win in the Grade 
2 American Turf Stakes on Kentucky 
Derby day at Churchill Downs, Camelot 
Kitten was mid-pack early before making 
a “will not be denied” move to get up 
and win by a neck. 

Elser’s Kirkwood Stables also had 
a Grade 3 victory at Woodbine May 28. 
Are You Kidding Me went wire-to-wire 
in the Eclipse Stakes, winning by 
2 lengths. 


Another Grade 3 winner was 
Donegal Moon in the Pegasus Stakes at 
Monmouth Park June 19. A graduate of 
Elloree Training Center, Donegal Moon 
trailed the field early before gradually 
gaining ground throughout, taking the 
lead in the stretch and drawing clear by 
114 lengths. 

On the listed stakes front. Weekend 
Hideaway, a student under Donna Freyer 
as a yearling, jumped to an early lead 
and coasted home a 3%-length victor 
in the Commentator Stakes at Belmont 
Park May 30. 

Latent Revenge, another Elloree 
Training Center student, led his field 
gate-to-wire in the Mighty Beau Stakes 
over Churchill Downs’ turf June 4- 

Requite, who learned his early lessons 
under the tutelage of Wilhelmina 
McEwan at Fenwick Farm in Camden, 
returned from a 10-month layoff 


to capture the Parrot Key Stakes at 
Gulfstream Park. Another gate-to-wire 
winner. Requite crossed the line 3H 
lengths the best. 

Modern recorded his third stakes win 
in a row capturing the John Longden 
6000 Handicap at Hastings Park June 4- 
Modern came up under Tim Jones, who 
was in charge of the Darley operation in 
Aiken. In all three of his stakes victories. 
Modern went right to the front and 
never looked back. 

On June 11, Inconclusive, who 
came through Kip Elser’s program as a 
yearling, was fourth for the first half-mile 
before putting in a sustained run through 
the stretch and proving best by a neck 
in the Northbound Oaks at Canterbury 
Park.

Virginia-Bred Owners Bonus Program Approved - Started Juiy 2016 


The early part of summer has been 
busy as the Virginia Equine Alliance 
(VEA) continues to make progress in 
rebuilding the native horse thoroughbred 
and standardbred racing industries in the 
Commonwealth. A new owners bonus 
program was approved, a Virginia-bred 
day of stakes and maiden races took 
place at Pimlico, and a harness track 
renovation project continues to move 
forward.

The Virginia Horsemens 
Benevolent & Protective Association 
(VHBPA) and the Virginia 
Thoroughbred Association (VTA) 
implemented a new ambitious 
Owner’s Bonus program on July 1st 
that rewards owners of Virginia-bred 
horses that win a non stakes overnight 
race at Mid-Atlantic region racetracks. 

The new bonus program adds a 
25% bonus to the purse earnings of any 
Virginia-bred that wins an unrestricted 
overnight race at a Maryland, West 
Virginia, Delaware, New Jersey, New 
York or Pennsylvania track. There will 
be a $10,000 cap on any single reward. 
The program, which was unanimously 
approved by the Virginia Racing 
Commission at its June 21st meeting, and 
started July 1st, 2016. 


“It is the responsibility of bonus 
winning owners to contact the VTA 
and to submit a W-9 form,” said VTA 
Executive Director Debbie Easter. “Bonus 
checks will be sent out at the end of each 
month, so we encourage winning owners 
to get us that information by the 20th of 
each month. Any W-9s received after the 
20th will be processed and mailed in the 
following month’s cycle.” That tax form

Douglas Daniels, Marshall Dowell and 
Mary Slade each had a horse win over the 
July 4th weekend at Laurel Park. In the 
following days, Larry Johnson had a win at 
Presque Isle and Thomas Reynolds had a 
winning score at Delaware Park. 

Daniels collected a 25% bonus thanks 
to Manakin Road’s tight victory in a 
$22,000 maiden claiming race July 1st. 

The 3 year old Great Notion gelding, who 
he also bred, faced 11 others in a 5 1/2 
furlong sprint and nosed out several at the 
finish in a blanket photo to collect his first 


lifetime triumph. Out of the Lite The Euse 
mare. Holly Go Lively, the John Salzman 
trainee paid $43.20 in a thriller. 

Porte Cochere, bred Larry Johnson, 
captured a 5 1/2 furlong, $22,000 maiden 
claiming sprint on July 3rd. Jockey Edgar 
Prado, who guided the effort 
in a crowded field of 12, rode 
the 3 year old daughter of 
Street Sense inside through 
the turn and eventually 
crossed 11/2 lengths ahead of 
Pearl’s Love. Porte Cochere is 
out of the Partner’s Hero mare, 
Wonderous Woman. Owner 
Dowell’s triumphant horse was 
claimed by the Sheffield Stable 
though for $16,000. 


Owner/breeder Mary 
Slade’s Runningthevale 
captured a 1 1/16th miles,

The 4 year old son of Pear 
The Cape won in gate to wire 
fashion by 3 3/4 lengths over 
Super Pund in 1:48.34. Out 
of the Makin mare, Polly’s 
Persuasion, the Gary Capuano 
trainee paid $12.20. 


Johnson’s What a Wildcat, who he also 
bred, made his 54th career start July 6th 
in Erie, Pennsylvania. The 9 year old son 
of Wildcat Heir raced unhurried early in 
the $12,000, 6 1/2 furlong claiming event, 
rallied four wide coming into the stretch 
and won by two lengths in 1:17.79. Out 
of the Parfaitement mare. Not What I Do, 
What a Wildcat got his 9th victory and 
increased his lifetime bankroll to $120,959. 

Tough Weather stayed hot for owner 
Reynolds, winning for the fourth time in 
her last five starts in gate to wire fashion. 
Bred by Sam English II and trained by 
Scott Lake, the 5 year old daughter of 
Wiseman’s Perry beat four other foes in 
a $36,000 allowance optional claiming 
race at Delaware. The victor, out of the 
Montreal Red mare. Soft Weather, has 7 
wins, a second and a third in ten starts this

year alone, good for $90,420 in earnings. 

The inaugural Virginia & Maryland- 
Bred Day race card took place June 25th 
at Pimlico and featured five Virginia-bred 
events — - a trio of stakes and a pair of 
maiden special weight sprints (one for 
colts and the other for fillies). 

Rose Brier, sent off as the 4-5 favorite 
in the $60,000 Edward P. Evans Stakes, ran 
a textbook perfect race and beat runner- 
up Special Envoy again in Virginia-bred 
company. The two clashed last fall in the 
Bert Allen Stakes where Rose Brier was 
two lengths better. The same held true 
again in this 1 1/16th miles test for the 
William Backer bred 7 year old Mizzen 
Mast gelding. Rose Brier got away third, 
moved into second at the half behind Cat 
Eiftyfive, met the front runner stride for 
stride in the turn and gained control at 
the head of the stretch. Out of the El Gran 
Senor mare, Mexicali Rose, Rose Brier won 
for the fourth time in his last five starts 
and saw his lifetime bankroll soar past the 
$400,000 mark. 

Betting favorite Exaggerated may have 
attracted most of the betting dollars but 
Two Notch Road stole the show in the 
$60,000 White Oak Earm Stakes. Bred by 
James Hackman and trained by Glenn 
Thompson, Two Notch Road captured his 
first win since last fall’s Punch Line Stakes 
victory and paid a handsome $27.60 to 
his backers. The winner, by Partner’s Hero 
out of Capiana by Capote, gained his sixth 
lifetime win and pushed his bankroll close 


to the $400,000 mark. “He is a 
9 year old but has the spirit of 
a 2 year old,” said Thompson. 
“We’ll be back to try for a 
three-peat this fall in Virginia- 
bred stakes.” The fall Virginia- 
bred slate of stakes is set for 
September 24th at Laurel. 

Mike Matz’s Queen 
Caroline was victorious in the 
$60,000 Nellie Mae Cox Stakes 
and gave Virginia-based Amy 
Moore her first stakes win as 
a thoroughbred owner. The 3 
year daughter of Blame beat 11 
other fillies and mares in the 1 
1/16th miles race courtesy of 
a big three wide move in the 
final turn. Jockey Alex Cintron 
guided Queen Caroline she held on to 
beat Secret or Not for her second straight 
victory Out of the Eorestry mare. Queens 
Plaza, the winner was bred by the Audley 
Earm. 

Grace Is Ready scored a thrilling 
come from behind victory in the fillies/ 
mares maiden race, which kicked off the 
festivities. Bred by Quest Realty Trust 
and trained by Susan Cooney the 3 year 
old daughter of More Than Ready came 
out of the final turn trailing, but made an 
exciting late charge to nip Tiz Our Time at 
the wire in the $30,000, 5 furlong sprint. 

Leading all time Colonial Downs 
jockey Horacio Karamanos brought down 
the curtain on the inaugural Virginia 
& Maryland-bred Day by winning atop 
Early Grey in the colts/geldings maiden 
counterpart. “Special K” guided the 3 year 
old son of Elatter to a $27.60 upset victory. 
Early Grey was bred by and is owned by 
the Morgan’s Eord Earm and is trained by 
Jimmy Day 

Pari-mutuel harness racing will return 
to Virginia this fall and make its debut 
at Shenandoah Downs in Woodstock 
over five straight weekends beginning 
September 10th, pending final approval 
from the Virginia Racing Commission. 

The meet, presented by the Virginia 
Equine Alliance (VEA) and Virginia 
Harness Horsemen’s Association (VHHA), 
will continue every Saturday and Sunday 
afternoon through October 9th. 


Non-wagering fair races have been held 
at the Shenandoah County Eairgrounds 
for 98 years, and the 99th edition will 
take place this year over from August 
31st - September 3rd then transition into 
the new meet the following weekend. 
Woodstock, Virginia is located off 1-81 at 
Exit 283, approximately 40 miles north 
of Harrisonburg and 31 miles south of 
Winchester. Pari-mutuel harness racing 
had been held at Colonial Downs in New 
Kent from 1998-2014, and at the Oak 
Ridge Estate in Nelson County last year 
over back-to-back weekends in October. 

The VEA and VHHA worked together 
with the Shenandoah County Eair 
Association to come up with a long term 
plan and future for standardbred racing 
in Virginia and as a result, a 20 year lease 
was signed with the Association and 
an extensive track renovation project is 
nearing completion. The $700,000 upgrade 
included widening the half mile oval, 
banking the turns, and relocating what 
had been a permanent concert stage and 
tractor pull strip. In past years during Eair 
races, only four or five horses could start 
behind the gate due to the limited track 
width. Come September, eight horses will 
be able to start behind the starting gate 
and compete over a first class surface.

2006-2016

A s human beings I've always 
thought we have implanted 
within the inner recesses of 
our mind the capability to recall that 
single person, place or thing that 
energizes us the most. That position 
of prominence in our life could 
potentially be a first love, popular 
vacation, dear friend, author, 
teacher, car or favorite horse. 

For 86-year-old James W. Casey, 
the owner of Taylor Mountain Farm, 
the recently deceased stallion. 
Charitable Man was his "best of all- 
time." 

For decades Casey has spent 
sizable sums of his own money to 
enhance the future of West Virginia 
breeding and racing, and now with 
the passing of the son of Lemon 
Drop Kid, a significant void is left to 
be filled. 

Considering Casey challenges 
every year for supremacy in all 
categories related to runners. 


starters, stakes winners and earnings, 
this a bold statement. 

Starting in 1989 when Taylor 
Mountain (by Dancing Czar) took 
the first of his back-to-back West 
Virginia Breeders Classic wins, to 
1997 with his son James M. Casey's 
horse. Take Aim (by Weshaam), 
winning his West Virginia Breeders 
Classic, to the following year when 
his wife's horse Step Out Dancing 
(by Dancing Czar) captured the 
same race, to 1999 when Casey's 
youngest son John captured the 
Classic with Rebellious Dreamer 
(by My Boy Adam)-all were by 
Casey's own stallions-this family has 
maintained a degree of excellence 
rarely duplicated. 

Casey said, "Over the years I've 
been blessed to stand stallions 
My Boy Adam, Weshaam, Windsor 
Castle, Luftikus and Charitable Man. 
If given more time Charitable Man's 
foals would have proven me right, 
that he was the cream of the crop." 


Casey went on to describe 
how he came to own Charitable 
Man and the reasoning behind his 
selection. 

"When it became known that I 
was in the market for a new stallion, 

I was contacted by a bloodstock 
agent in Kentucky. Weshaam was 
recently retired and we were scaling 
back the number of services to My 
Boy Adam and Luftikus. The young 
man I was dealing with sent me a list 
of obtainable sires and I examined 
them to see if any would fit my 
program." 

I guess this would be a good time 
to digress and address the subject of 
Mr. Casey's program. He has been a 
staunch supporter, even before the 
idea of Taylor Mountain Farm ever 
came to fruition, of lawyer/author/ 
businessman Abram Hewitt and his 
theories concerning Thoroughbred 
pedigree related to racing 
performance. Hewitt was the master 
of Montana Hall Farm in Virginia, 
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and this is where Casey made his 
acquaintance. 

incorporating much of what 
Hewitt describes about breeding 
in a series of articies caiied "Sire 
Lines" and adding some of his own 
thoughts, Casey has come up with 
a iist of three criteria that he uses to 
identify a possibie buy 

1) This horse must have been 
quick and precocious as a 

2- year-oid 

2) This horse must possess a 
desired pedigree 

3) This horse must have run a 
distance of 1 Vs miies as a 

3- year-oid 

Charitabie Man, a son of Lemon 
Drop Kid out of Charitabiedonation, 
by Saint Baiiado, won his first start 
as a 2-year-oid by 11 ^2 iengths at 
Saratoga. Check! 

Lemon Drop Kid won the 1999 
Beimont Stakes and was the 2000 
Eciipse Award-winning eider horse. 
He's a son of Kingmambo out of 
Charming Lassie, by Seattie Siew. 
Check! 

As a 3-year-oid, Charitabie Man 
won the Grade 2 Peter Pan Stakes at 
Beimont Park going 1 Vs miies. Check! 

"With what appeared to be a 
soiid match, negotiations began 
and for $100,000 i added Charitabie 
Man to my staiiion mix. As a bonus, 
they threw in Denis of Cork. Like 
Charitabie Man, he too had won at 


first asking, had a powerfui pedigree 
and finished third in the Kentucky 
Derby and second in the Beimont 
Stakes." 

From day one it was Charitabie 
Man however that turned heads at 
the Jefferson County farm with his 
striking good iooks and professionai 
demeanor. 

Casey recaiied his briiiiance on 
the track and mentioned that weii- 
known horseman, Jim Lewis, often 
commented how Charitabie Man's 
ex-trainer Kiaran McLaughiin, wouid 
reap high praise on his former pupii. 

"Lewis was passionate about 
Charitabie Man and bred a coupie 
of mares to him every year," Casey 
said, "We had a totai of six crops 
from Charitabie Man and my 
personai experience has been 
that his youngsters seem to mature 
rapidiy towards the end of their 
freshman season.This is fine with 
me because i prefer not to start my 
2-year-oids too eariy and overwork 
them before their knees are ciosed." 

Casey feeis Candy Man's Giri is 
the staiiion's most efficient distaff 
runner and Charitabie Annuity (2015 
WV Breeders Ciassic winner) most 
dominate maie. 

Mentioning Charitabie Man's 
name around the Casey barn eiicits 
some very heartfeit reactions, whiie 
his empioyees at the farm aiso feei a 
great sense of ioss. 


Mark Russeii, owner of 
$1,981,586-earner Russeii Road, 
agrees with the majority's 
assessment of Charitabie Man. 

"His offspring are inteiiigent and 
easy to handie. i credit Charitabie 
Man and Denis of Cork for both 
heiping Mr. Casey through countiess 
procedures he has endured over 
the iast few years. During my visits to 
the hospitai it was their names that 
aiways piaced a smiie on his face." 

Longtime empioyee Daisy 
Tobin (20 years with Mr. Casey), 
exciaimed,"i have groomed or put 
hands on many horses that were 
raised atTayior Mountain Farm, i've 
rubbed on sons and daughters 
of Dancing Czar, Weshaam, My 
Boy Adam, Windsor Castie, Luftikus 
and Charitabie Man. They aii have 
different personaiities. At present, i 
have in my staiis Mister West Virginia 
(in my opinion) Russeii Road and 
iast year's winner of the Breeders 
Ciassic, Charitabie Annuity, a son of 
Charitabie Man." 

Unfortunateiy, the eider we get, 
the more we say goodbye. 

Sitting quietiy at his tack room 
desk, James W. Casey appears as a 
man missing his best friend. At arm's 
iength is a coiiection of invoices, 
magazines, newspapers and 
programs, among the jumbie a iist of 
iikeiy staiiions that he is sizing up.

The award was to have been presented at 
the organization’s 15th annual awards dinner 
and auction on July 29 at the Canfield Casino 
in Saratoga Springs. 

In a training career that now spans six 
decades, Sheppard has trained 10 individual 
Eclipse Award champions, including Rac¬ 
ing Hall of Fame members Cafe Prince and 
Flatterer. Certainly, Flatterer is an example of 
Sheppard’s dedication to his horses both during 
and after a racing career. 

Bred by Sheppard and co-owner Bill Pape, 
Flatterer won four Eclipse Awards as champion 
steeplechase horse between 1983 and 1986. Af¬ 
ter a distinguished racing career that included a 
gallant second in England’s Champion Hurdle, 
he enjoyed a long retirement until his death in 
2014 at the age of 35. 

At the time, he was the oldest surviving 
notable horse in North America. 

Sheppard always has had good fortune at 
Saratoga Race Course and will be looking to 
extend his untouchable record of 47 straight 
years with at least one victory at America’s 
premier summer racetrack. 

The streak began in 1969, only three years 
after Sheppard’s first winner in a sanctioned 
race. He has more than 3,000 wins overall.

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History Lessons 


Blue Sparkler: 
New Jersey Flash 



In the 20th century, 63 runners bred in the Mid-Atlantic 
were named national champions. Mid-Atlantic Thor¬ 
oughbred takes a look at one of those luminaries. 

B lue Sparkler was a Jersey girl through 
and through. She was bred and owned 
by Monmouth Park president Amory L. 
Haskell and foaled at his Woodland Farm near 
Red Bank. Her sire, Knave High, stood at 
Woodland and her dam Blue Tiara (by New 
Jersey stallion Opera Hat) and granddam Blue 
Gal were also bred by Haskell. 


The first foal for her dam when she 
arrived in 1952, Blue Sparkler “seems 
always to have been precocious and 
flashy,” wrote Charles Hatton in the 
1957 American Racing Manual “Even her 
color seemed to heighten the impression 
of brilliance observed in her manner, for 
she is a bright red chestnut with a strik¬ 
ing blaze and one white stocking 
behind.” 

The fniy burst on the scene at 2, win¬ 
ning her first four starts. Her first stakes 
victory, in Atlantic City’s Home Bred 
Handicap Sept. 29, was accomplished 
in l:09y5, “one of the most astonishing 
times ever recorded by a performer of 
her age over the resort course,” noted 
Hatton. 

She was also a stakes winner at 3, 
taking Monmouth’s Miss Woodford that 
July. Her campaign was completed less 
than three weeks later when she was 
second by a neck to Misty Morn in the 
Monmouth Oaks at IVs miles, at the 
time the longest attempt of her career. 
In her first two seasons she made 12 
starts, 11 in New Jersey, and was first or 
second 10 times. 

Her national championship at 4 was 
earned by carrying high weights, plus 
her “feats of derring-do against the 
males,” wrote Hatton. “She simply radi¬ 
ates speed from every pore. She shaded 


22 seconds for a quarter, 44 seconds for 
a half, and she is having a bad day when 
she cannot beat 6 furlongs in 1:10.” 

Blue Sparkler destroyed the field 
in Monmouth’s Regret Stakes, getting 
the first half in idSTs and finishing 6 
furlongs in 1:09Vs. Trainer Harry Wells 
then sent her long—she won the lVi6- 
mile MoUy Pitcher by 8 lengths. In her 
first stakes start against older males, 
she defeated Skipper Bill and Find in 
the Atlantic City Handicap, leading at 
every caU. In her next two starts, she 
was second to one of the nation’s best 
handicap horses, Bardstown, while giv¬ 
ing him weight. For the final start of 
her career she was assigned top weight 
of 126 pounds in Belmont’s Beldame 
Handicap, giving up to 21 pounds to her 
13 rivals, and finished fourth, less than 
a length behind winner Levee and in a 
photo with Amoret and Searching. 

Retired to Woodland with 11 wins 
and seven seconds in 22 starts. Blue 
Sparkler produced six foals for Haskell, 
including Mac’s Sparkler, who became a 
top-class handicap mare. But it’s through 
stakes-placed daughter War Sparkler 
that Blue Sparkler continues to shine. 
War Sparkler produced graded winners 
Honey Fox and Sunny Sparkler, the lat¬ 
ter granddam of recent Grade 1 winner 
lUuminant.

S ometimes fascinating things in our collection pop up where 
you don’t expect them. Recently we were cataloging a book 
and found a large photo stuffed inside the pages. At first 
glance it looked like a horse-drawn carriage but closer inspection 
revealed the carriage was in fact being pulled by six camels! 

These people are certainly arriving in style. They are riding in a 
spacious carriage drawn by six camels. The camels and their riders 
aU decked out in the full kit. Leopard pelts decorate each camel’s 
hump. Escorted by a column of impressive Indian cavalry, the 
carriage is greeted by a large group of onlookers. 

Despite its exotic qualities, the scene is very familiar. We regu¬ 
larly see famous, powerful, or wealthy people arriving at events in 
a very similar fashion. Instead of a coach they emerge from sleek 
limousines or town cars. Today the carriage itself is an exotic 
mode of transportation regardless of who rides in it, what sort of 
animals puU it, or whether or not it is escorted.

10 years ago 

B After butting heads with the best of 
his generation, 3-year-old Point 
Determined got his first stakes win in 
Hollywood Park’s Affirmed Handicap-G3. 
In the spring he was second in the Grade 
1 Santa Anita Derby and Grade 2 San 
Felipe before an unsuccessful trip in the 
Kentucky Derby-Gl. 

From the first crop of Horse of 
the Year Point Given, the colt owned 
by the Robert and Beverly Lewis Trust 
and trained by Bob Baffert was bred in 
Maryland by Tom and Chris Bowman 
and Milton P Higgins in a foal sharing 
arrangement with Robert Clay, who stood 
Point Given. 

Joe Clancy toured the Bowmans’ 
Maryland farms-Dance Forth in 
Chestertown and Roland in Chesapeake 
City—making the rounds with patri¬ 
arch and renowned veterinarian Tom 
Bowman. “People get into this business 
because they have a little bit of gambling 
in their veins—whether it’s going to the 
window, which I don’t do, or just betting 
that if you persist long enough you can 
hit the home run,” reflected Bowman. 
“There’s always a chance. If it was aU 
science there would only be a few people 
in the world that would own them aU. 
You’re betting on yourself, and that’s one 
of the reasons why I do it. 


25years ago 

B “Nearly two dozen Thoroughbred 
industry leaders from six Mid-Atlantic 
states—Delaware, Maryland, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Virginia and West Vir¬ 
ginia-met in a hotel near Philadelphia for 
a historic discussion of how to strengthen 
racing in the region,” wrote Rich Wilcke 
in his editoral. “Unprecedented was the 
attendance list, which included not only 
officers from every major orgainzation of 
breeders and horsemen, but also the top 
management of nearly every Thorough¬ 
bred track within the region.” 

With racing going through a recession, 
and a lack of owners, fewer horses in 
training and shorter fields, Wilcke con¬ 
veyed his thoughts: 

“Problems often have within them the 
seeds of their own solution. Racing wiU 


A.mong the 45 foals born at Dance Forth 
Farm that year ivas a Not For Love filly out of 
the Polish Numbers mare Chase It Down bred 
in the name of Bowman (& Higgins Stable. Sold 
as a 2-jear-old, the fillj named Love the Chase is 
the dam of California Chrome. 

B After a top-20 national ranking by wins 
(83) in 2005, Marylander Robert Cole was 
in the midst of an astonishing year as an 
owner. In the first six months of 2006, his 
stable had won 91 races, winning at 43 
percent. “He’s just a very aggressive and 
very smart owner,” said Scott Lake, who 
trained the majority of Cole’s runners. 

The stable was made up primarily of 
claimers, but included stakes winners 
Outcashem, Morine’s Victory and Rain 
Song. A few years earlier Cole campaigned 
multiple graded winner Shake You Down, 
a $65,000 claim who went on to place 
third in the Breeders’ Cup Sprint-Gl. 

B HaU of Fame 
steeeplechase 
trainer D.

not die but it wiU, and must, continue to 
adjust and respond to changing realities. 
In this Mid-Atlantic region, there can be 
no development more positive than the 
fact that virtually all the industry’s leaders 
are putting aside their traditional differ¬ 
ences in an effort to search for common 
solutions.” 

B Anderson Fowler of Gladstone, N.J., 
had a runner in the spring classics, pro¬ 
viding the opportunity to catch up with 
Binnie and Eddie Houghton, who owned 
and operated Buckingham Farm on 
Maryland’s Eastern Shore. Green Alliga¬ 
tor, owned by Fowler, Binnie’s father, was 
trained by Eddie and Binnie’s son-in-law 
Murray Johnson, while their daughter 
Kim was the stable’s chief assistant and 
exercise rider. 

Those weren’t the only family connec¬ 
tions for Green Alligator, who finished 


a trainer, topping the nation by races won 
for 10 seasons and conditioning three HaU 
of Fame horses—Neji, Bon Nouvel and 
Jay Trump—as weU as national champions 
Ancestor, Mako, Top Bid and Straight and 
True. 

B “It’s been fun, a great ride,” said BiU 
Lickle when he announced he was bowing 
out. The resident of Montchanin, Del., 
consistently ranked among the nation’s 
leading steeplechase owners during 32 
years in the sport and campaigned the 
Ukes of champion Correggio (Ire) and 
multiple stakes winner Victorian HiU, the 
latter the aU-time leading steeplechase 
earner when he retired in 1996. 

B PhUadelphia Park canceled the 2006 
Pennsylvania Derby-G2, the state’s richest 
race, citing ongoing construction to aU 
three floors of the track’s grandstand. The 
race had been held every year since its 
start in 1979. The track’s first two floors 
were being converted into space for slot 
machines. 

B Sprint star Dave’s Friend, a winner of 
17 stakes and earner of $1,079,915 during 
his 76-start career, and for several years 
the aU-time leading Maryland-bred earner, 
was euthanized June 14 at age 31 at Franks 
Farm, his longtime home in Louisiana. 

A few days earUer, the Ust of Maryland- 
bred miUionaires grew when 6-year-old 
Cherokee’s Boy reached the mUestone in 
his 42nd start, pushing his earnings to 
$1,011,486. 


a fast-closing fourth in the Kentucky 
Derby-Gl behind Strike the Gold. 
Although bred by Ronald Worswick in 
Florida, his stakes-winning dam La Reine 
Rouge was from a long Une of Fowler- 
bred mares foaled at Buckingham. Fowler 
had sold La Reine Rouge at the 1984 
Keeneland November sale for $24,000 
when he was cutting back on his num¬ 
bers. “There was no rule of thumb; he 
sold a lot of mares that year,” said Binnie 
Houghton. Fowler purchased Green 
AUigator (by Gate Dancer) as a yearUng 
for $78,000 after he faded to reach his 
reserve at the Keeneland July sale. 

The nextjear, La Reine Rouge produced 
future stakes winner Lucl^ Lavender Gal She 
foaled a Carson City filly in 1996, La Ville 
Rouge, a multiple graded stakesplaced run¬ 
ner who produced fiive stakes horses, including 
Kentucly Derby-G1 winner Barbaro. 
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75years ago 

B Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s 2-year- 
old Maryland-bred filly Petrify, a 
daughter of the young Sagamore 
Farm stallion Identify out of Sag 
Rock, by Rock Man, galloped to 
a 6-length victory in the Arling¬ 
ton Lassie Stakes. The filly, with 
Ruperto Donoso up, appeared 
on the cover of August issue of 
The Maryland Horse. 

B “Maryland Saratoga 
Yearlings” was a big summer 
topic, with more details provided on the 
horses headed north for the sale. 

Top national breeder William L. Brann 
was selling seven yearlings, five by lead¬ 
ing sire *ChaUenger II. It was the first 
time “any of the produce of Glade VaUey

fiUies: “Up to Jan. 1, 1941, yearlings sold 
by Mr. [William] Woodward have won in 
excess of $1,320,000. The record of this 
farm is truly amazing, it’s success being 


B Native Dancer became the most 
expensive stallion in the world when 
it was announced he would stand the 
1967 season for $20,000, an increase 
of $5,000 over 1966. A $4,000 non- 
refundable payment would be required 
when each contract was signed. 

B Trainer Warren “Jimmy” CroU found a 
bargain at Timonium for his wife Bobbie 
when he paid $6,500 for a yearling filly 
by Maryland sire Pied d’Or. Named 
Like a Charm, the 2-year-old remained 
undefeated with her victory in the 
$100,000 Sorority Stakes at Monmouth. 
After she won the New Jersey Futurity 
in her prior start, a half-interest was sold 
to Rachel Carpenter. Bred in New Jersey 
by Mr. and Mrs. Gustav WaUdov, the fiUy 
won her only other start by 14 lengths.

based on the quality of the broodmares 
used in the stud, though it must truly be 
stated that the Master of Belair uses no 
inferior horses as sires.” 

The most expensive of the Maryland shippers 
was a Maryland-bred colt by Bud Lerner out of 
Inch cape Belle—a full-brother to stakes winners 
Thanksgiving and Bud's Bell—from Brann's 
consignment, purchased by Milly Way Farm of 
Tennessee for $6,000. M few of the Belair year¬ 
lings were headed to California, as Bing Crosby 
and L.B. Meyer were listed as buyers. 

B A list of Maryland-bred winners from 
the previous month included nearly a 
dozen 2-year-olds. Also winning in stakes 
company was Mrs. R.H. Heighe’s Pony 
Ballet, who easily won the PoUy Drum¬ 
mond Stakes at Delaware Park. The fiUy 
was a daughter of the late stallion *Theat- 
rical, who had stood at Heighe’s Prospect 
Hill Stud in Bel Air, Md. 


50 years ago 

B Steeplechase greats Neji and 
Elkridge were inducted into the 
National Museum of Racing’s 
Hall of Fame. Neji, a son of 
Maryland stallion *Hunters 
Moon IV, was bred by Marion 
duPont Scott in Virginia and 
sold to Rigan McKinney as a 
yearling. Trained early in his 
career by Pete Bostwick, he 
was later transferred to Mikey 
Smithwick and raced for Mrs. 

Ogden Phipps. Neji was one 
of the most decorated jumpers 
of aU time. The three-time 
national steeplechase champion won 14 
steeplechase stakes and retired in 1960 
with earnings of $274,047, a record which 
stood for 22 years. 

Maryland-bred Elkridge, owned and 
trained for most of his career by Kent 
Miller, raced 11 years, won 31 races, 27 
stakes, and retired in 1951 as the richest 
steeplechaser in history (with $230,680). He 
was twice named champion steeplechaser. 

B Two horses with impressive credentials 
were to retire to stud in Maryland at the 
conclusion of their careers. 

A group of investors purchased the 
aptly-named Impressive from Ogden M. 
Phipps for $560,000. Ranked among the 
nation’s best 3-year-olds that season, the 
son of *Court Martial was out of cham¬ 
pion 2-year-old High Voltage. A stakes 
winner at 2, he won another three stakes

prior to his syndication. He was expected 
to race through the next year before 
retiring to Maryland Stallion Station in 
Chesapeake City. 

It was also announced that syndicated 
Knightly Manner was wrapping up his 
racing career and would be standing at 
Merryland Farm in 1967. The son of 
Round Table had continued to race fol¬ 
lowing his syndication in August 1964, 
and repaid shareholders nearly 40 percent 
of their investment, after earning close to 
$250,000 on the track. 

Impressive won six stakes in 1966, including 
the Fall Highweight, and was named the nation's 
champion sprinter. He stood in Maryland from 
1968 until sold at auction to California interests 
in the fall of 1977. Knightly Manner won four 
more races in 1966, topped by the Faurel Turf 
Cup in which he set a track record. He stood at 
Merryland until sold to England in 1974.

I’m a little old-fashioned in that some days we go out on 
a pony, others we might work in the ring on long lines, even trotting over poles once they have the 
hang of it just to keep them from getting bored. Other days we will hand walk them.”

“When it comes to feed, don’t reduce 


the grain if your yearling is too heavy. 
Instead adjust the amount of hay 
you feed or increase the exercise 
and reduce the turnout time. We 
feed a good, quality alfalfa but 
everyone has their own choice on 
types of hay. Buyers only have a few 
minutes when looking at yearlings 
in a big sale so first impressions 
can make or break your chance of 
maximizing your investment. Know 
your horse and be willing to make 
adjustments along the way. That’s 
good horsemanship.”
